Ince Ireland 7s reckoned among the Principal 
Iſlands in the World, and deſerves to be 
efteemed ſo, (whether you conſider the Situ- 
ation of the Country, the Number and Good- 
neſs of its Harbours, the Fruitfulneſs of the 
Soil, or the Temperature of the Climate) ; it is ſtrange 
that this Noble Kingdom, and the Aﬀairs of it, 
ſhould find no room in Hiſtory, but remain ſo very ob= 
ſcure, that not only the Inhabitants know little or no- 
thing of what has paſſed in their own Country ; but 
even England, a Learned and Inquifitive Nation, 
skilful beyond compariſon in the Hiſtories" of all other 
Countries, is nevertheleſs but very imperfeAly in- 
formed in the Story of Ireland, though it be a King- 
dom ſubordinate to England, and 0 {the higheft im- 
portance to it. 


This could never be ſo, if there were extant any

great an Injuſtice, as to deprive the Iriſh Kings of their 
Birth-right, and give it to Strangers. And then he tells us, 
That Laurence O Toole Archbiſhop of Deblin, did obtain of 
the Pope a Bull to deprive the Exgliſb King of his Govern. 
ment in Tyeland, ' but he dyed in his Return, ( in Frazce ) 
and is ſince canonized. 

But (fays he) ſuppoſing the Popes Grant at firſt were 
ood, yet 'tis forfeited by Breach of Condition, ſince the 
ngliſh did neither propogate Religion, nor pay the Perer- 

Pence. Poſtea ommi Jure plane exciderunt Conditiones a Papa 
diftas conſtitutaſq; tranſgreſſi: Nam Penſionem Divi Petri, de 
medio ſuſtulerunt, & nullam certam Religionem, nullam firmans 
Fidem habent ; pro Deo Ventrem, Yoluntatem & Libidinem 
colunt. 

By this, and the Approbation, this Scandalous and Ly- 
ing Treatiſe met with in Spai», and the Repetition of the 
fame things by divers others in. their bitter Libels, on the 
Etighſh People and Government, and particularly by the 
Author of AnalefFa Hibernie, it is manifeſt that there are 
ſome Enemies of the Crown of England, fo' malicious and 
vtifuſt, that they would make uſe of the moſt frivolous Pre- 
tences in the World, to wreſt the Kingdom of Ireland from 
the Dominion of the Engliſh Kings : But as God Almighty 
has hitherto, (even many times to a Miracle) prote&ted 
the Britiſh Intereſt.in Ire/and, fo I doubt not, ( unleſs we 
are wanting to or own Preſervation ,) but that he will con- 
tinue that Noble Iſland under the JuriſdiQtion of the Crown 

. of Erzland for ever. :

yet that Rule does not hold: between Princes, elſe all Con- 
crafts, Leagues and Treaties in the World would be avoid- 
ed on ſlight Pretences of being miſfinformed in one Point or 
other. Beſides, the Pope, Alexander Ill. after ſome Years 
Experience, and full information of the m_—_ Conduct 
and Proceedings, in Ireland, gave a new Bull of Confirma- 
tion as aforeſaid : And ( ſays the Book of Houth) he be- 
ſought the Devilto take all thoſe that gainſaid the Kings Title 
to Ireland ; but after all, the Suggeſtions were no other but 
that the Country was Barbarous, and needed Reformation, 
which was ſo true, that the Iriſh Hiſtorians themfelves do 
frequently confeſs it. _ 

As to the Second, the very Bull mentions, That the King 
ſhall be their Liege Lord and Sovereign : And Heery Il, 
was accordingly received as King by the Clergy, Nobilityand 
. People, and both he and his Succeſlors had always the Title

of Sovereign Lords, and did continually exerciſe and enjoy 


Monarchical Authority and Royal Juriſdiction in HFe/and, un- 
der the Name and Stile of Lords : And Urban Ill, granted 
Power to the King to appoint which of his Sons he pleaſed 
King of Ireland. 

Moreover Henry VIII, by all the Kingdom in Parliament, 
was acknowledged and declared King of Ireland. Which 
Pope Paul IVY conſidering, he officioully ereed Trelaxd into 
a Kingdom, and granted it to Queen Mary; that ſoit might 
fem as if ſhe derived that Title from him or his Authority, 
which ſhe-had before by a better Right. tis * 

As to the Third, The Perey-Pence' ( which are/but a ſort 
of Proxies, propter Beati Petri viſitationem, and muſt of Ne. 
cefſity determine with the Juriſdiction of the Viſitor; which 
is long fince baniſhed out of his Majefties Dominions ') are 
mentioned by way of Refervation, and not by-way of Cons 
dition, andare to be paid by the People, and notby the King.

Fourthly, That Benetit of Law is not given but to the 
Quinque Sanguines ; ſothat the Irifb are as-it were Outlaws 
in their own Countrey, and may be {lain as Enemies. 

Laſtly, The 1riſþ were perſwaded to ſurrender their E- 
\Nates on promiſe to re-grant them in a better and more le- 
gal Form; whereas really they were cheated, and the King 
reſerved a Tenure to himſelf, and gave the Ir;bman only 
the Poſſeſſions and Profits.

But Dermond impatient of 
longer abſence from his own Country, and to prepare for the 
reception of his Auxiliaries, failed to Ireland in Auguſt, and

But the Engliſh were mindful. of their Engagements ,and 
Promile:; , and in purſuance of them ' Robers, Firz- Stephens ar- 
rived at the Baz, a ſmall Creek in the County. of Wexford, 
about the Calends of May, together with thirty Gentlemen, 
ſixty Men in Jacks,; and three hundred choice Archers and

Prendergaſt, ten Gentlemen, and a number of, Archers, . za 
two Barques : As allo Hervy of Mountmaurice, whom Strong- 
bow ſent as his Agent, to be informed of the true ſtate of the

They immediately ſend Notice of their Arrival, which be- 


ing known, gave Dermond {0 great Reputation that his re- 
volted Subjects flockt to him with ſuch celerity, and in ſuch 
numbers as manifeſted their Levity, and that they were too 
much inclined to court a prevailing Power, 

That Night the Engliſh incamped by the Sea-ſide, and the 
next Day marched towards Wexford, where they were met 
by Daniel ( Dermonds Natural Son) and five hundred Men, 
anJ ſoon after came Dermond himſelf, and renewed the 
Leagues and Covenants between him and the Engliſh, and 
thereupon both Armies joyn and march friendly to Wexford, 

Two thouſand of the Wexfordians boldly make a Sally 
but when they perceived the Armour, Barbed Horſes, and 
other war-like Furniture of the Exg/ifo, and ſuch an Appea- 
Tance as they had never ſeen before, they. were frighted 
therewith, and eaſily perſuaded to retire ; nevertheleſs they 
burat their Suburbs, and the adjacent Villages, and manful- 
ly betook themſelves to defend their Walls. They alſo 
briskly repulſed Fitz Stephens his firſt Attack, and killed 
eighteen of his Men, whereupon the Engliſh were enraged, 
and being reſolved either to conquer or dye, they firſt burnt 
their Ships, and then made Publick Prayers in the Camp, 
and prepared for a Second Aſſault ; but by the Mediation of 
ſome Biſhops that was prevented, and the fourth Day of 
the Siege the Town was ſurrendred on Articles, and together 
with two Cantreds adjoyning was given to Fitz: Stephens and 
Fitz:Girald, according” to the former Agreement. And to 
oblige the Earl of Chepſtow, Dermond beſtowed two Cantreds 
{ ſituate between Wexford and Waterford ) on Henry of 
. Mountmaurice ; and thoſe three ſetled the firſt Colony of 
Britiſh on theſe Lands, which have continued through-all 
the Changes ſince, to this Day. .

F;rz- Stephens anſwered, That the Engliſh had forſaken 
their Peareft Friends and Native Soyl, for hus' ſake ; thag 
they had buant their Ships, and kad already ventured their 
Lives in his Quarrel ; and therefore happen haw it would, 
they would live and dye together. Be you true to us ( ſaid 
he ) and we will nor be falſe to you : Your Royal Courage 
ſhould contemn theſe Accidents, which will* ſoon be at an 
End, for either Death {( whioh is the common Fate ) will 
in a litfle time deliver us with Honour from theſe Streights, 
or a glorjous Vitory wall place us above all thoſe Difticyl- 
ties which now ſeem fo-terrible. 

Dermond was much encouraged by this Speech , how- 
ever, becauſe this Army was muoh inferior in number, to 
that of this Enemies, the did, by Fi:z- Stephens this Advice, 
retreat to an inacceſſible —— Ferns ; which by plaſh- 
ing of Trees, and making'Entrencameants, he foan rendred 
impregnable. | 

But Racherick wiſely conſidering the Difficulty of the At-

had brought in the moſt hateful - Enemies they had ; thar 
he was more ''cruel than a Beaſt, and no Mercy was to be 
\expeCted from him ; that unleſs this-Civil War wasby their 
Valour immediately ended, it would prove the Ruine of 
their Nation; that their Enemies were calily to be ſubdued, 


: whilſt: their Number was. few, and their Means. inconlide- 


rable ; and that if they loſt this Opportunity, their Country 


-was loſt for ever. 


Dermond.in like manner made a Speech to his Followers, ſet- 
ting forth'; That they had Powerful ang Brave Afiſtants, the 
'Engliſh, whoſe Valour has been approved ; and. that their 


'Faithfulneſs was undoubted, becauſe they had ſworn,it, had 


burnt their Ships, and could expett no Mercy from their Ene- 
mies; That their Cauſe was Juſt,in defence of their Prince and 
Country ; that Rotherick wasa Tyrant, had three Wives, 


"then alive, and eleven Baſtards, he murthered -his Natural 


| : Brother, was guilty of. innumerable Murders, Thefrs, Lyes 


-and Debaucheries ; and had no other End in all his ſpecious 


Pretences than the enſlaying them and their Children. 
- But afterall this, the'Reputation of the Engliſh kept 


* Rotherick in\Fear, and obliged him to continue his Endea- 
« yours for Peace; and Dermonds Condition, and approach- 


ing Wants,” obliged him likewiſe to make a Peace, he ne- 
ver deſigned to keep any longer than he needs muſt ; ſo by 
the Mediation of ſome Good Men, they at laſt came tothts 
Conclufion.

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Firſt, That Dermond renewing his Homage , ſhould be 
reſtored to his Kingdom of Leinſter... 

Secondly, That he ſhould diſmiſs the Engliſh, as ſoon as 
he was ſetled. Butthis Article was private. 

Thirdly, That his Son Corharne ſhould be Hoſtage for 
performance thereof ; and as ſoon as the Engliſh were gone, 
then Dermonad's Son, ſhould be married to Rochericks Daugh- 
er. 

The Hoſtage was accordingly delivered , | and all quiet, 
when Maurice Fitz-Gerald landed at Waxford, with ten 
Knights, twenty Eſquires, and one Hundred Archers, ' with 
which Recruit Dermond marched to Dublin, to reduce that 
Rebellious City, which was, without much Reſfiftance, ſur- 
rendred upon Articles, and ſo they renewed- their Oaths 
of Allegiance, and gave Hoſtages for their future Obe- 
dience. 

In the mean time Rotherick with his Army went to de- 
mand Chief Rent of Dana/d, Prince of Limezzck, who was 
Dermond's Son-in-Law ; but Dermond, under-hand, procu- 
red Fitz. Stephens ( who ſtay'd behind him, to build his 
Caſtle of Carrick, near Waxford)) to ſtep to Danalds Afſi- 
ſtance:; and the Iſſue was, That Rotherick was baffled, 
and forced to return without without his Chieffry. 

With this Succeſs Dermond was encouraged to Higher 
Deſigns, and daily: conſulted with the Engliſh, how he 
might recover the Monarchy of Ireland, which his Anceſtors 
formerly enjoyed, and to which he pretended a Title. He 
offered his Daughter Eva to Fitz: Stephens and Fitz-Gerald, 
and made them many large Promiſes, it they would recruit 
theit Forces, and aſſiſt in the Deſign, but they were mar- 
ried; and could not accept the Offers, nor-were they able to 
go through with ſo great an Undertaking; and therefore 
they advile him to ſolicit Strozgbow once more to ſo noble an 
Exploit. 

It ſeems Strongbow was hindred by the King ; for upon re- 
ceipt of Dermond's Letters, he went to his Majeſty, . defir- 
ing Leave to ſeek new Territories in Ire/azd, : or to be reſtored 
to his old Eſtate in Eng/and. The King wearied with his 
Importunity, {aid to him in Paſſion ; I wiſh you were gone : 
W hich Srrongbow takes for a Licence, and away he goes, 
and-preparesas faſt as he'can for his Iriſh Voyage. 

Before him he ſent Reymond Le Groſs, with ten Kaights, 
forty Eſquires, and eighty Archers; who came in May, 
1171, and landed at Dondowrowgh, eight Miles eaſt of 
Waterford, and entrencht themſelves as well as they could. 
The Waxfordians and their Neighbours, to the' number of 
three thouſand, under Mac-Kelan, Prince of Ophelan, and 
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. O Rian of Oqdrone, came down by Land and Water, attack'd 


the Engliſh, and beat Reymand into his Entrenchment ; buc 
the Engliſh, C rendred deſperate by the Danger) made a 
ſecond Salley ; and the Enemy being negligently and difor- 
derly ſcattered, they flew five hundred of them, and took 
leventy privcipgs Citizens, whom by the Advice of Hervey, 
immediately they. drowned. | 

Strongbow came on the twenty third of Avgzft, and landed 
inthe Hivenof Waterford, with two hundred Knights, and 
more than one thouſand Soldiers : To him immediately re- 
paired the King of Leinfter ,  Fitz-Stephens, Fitz-Gerald, 
and  Reymond Le (irofſs ; this laſt was made General of the 
Field, and rhe next Day goes to aſſault Wazerford by Land 
and Water ; -after two Repulles Reymond perceived a Cabbin 
on the Wall, propt with Timber, on the out-lide ; imme- 
diately he cauſed the Prop to be cut, fo that the Houſe fell, 
and with it partofſthe Wall ; at which Breach the Engliſh 
centred, ranſack\dthe City, and ſlew every one they: found 
in Arms, except O Philim Prince of Decies, and one Reginald, 
whom they impriſoned. 

Then was Eves, Daughter of the King of Leznfer, married 
to the Earl, according to the former Capitulations : And 
ſoon after the Army marched to Dub/i», through the Moun- 
tains of Glandelogh, the ordinary Road being guarded or 
made unpaſſible "by the Dablinians, who had again rebel- 
led. | 

_ Dermond hated the Dublinians exceedingly, becauſe they 
had murthered his Father, and, in Derifion, buried him with 
a Dog : However, at the Interceffion of the Archbiſhop, 
Laurence, he treated with them ; but,the Time allotted for 
the Treaty, being expired, Reymond and Miles Cogan took 
Advantage thereof, broke into the City and fack'd it, . with 
grcat Slaughter ; but Haſtalphus the Governour, and ſome 
of the better ſort, with their Riches, eſcaped by Sea. 

Meles Cogan being left Governour of: Dublin, Stroxgbow, 
at the Intercefſion of Dermond, ' invades Meath ; which he 
burns and ſpoils; -W hereupon Rozherick upbraids Dermond's 
Perfidiouſneſs:3::and, unleſs he will obſerve the late Peace, - 
threatens to bghead his Son' Corburnus, who was:Hoſtage 
thereof: Which. ( upon Dermonds ſurly 'anfwer, That he 
would proceed to:conquer Comnagh, his ancient Ineritance ) 
was accordingly 'performed. | 

The Archbiſhop aſſembles a Synod at Armagh, to enquire 
into the Cauſes'of God's Anger, which being met, and preter- 
mitrning the Symony of the Prelates, the ombonce/ond Neg- 
ligence of theiPriefts, .the Lechery and Exorbitances of the 
Clergy, lay allupon the Laity, and concluded, That God 
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was offended for ſelling the Engliſh, as Bond men, and there- 
fore they decree, Thar all the Engliſhmen be manumis'd. 

But King Hemry, upon the Report of theſe ViQtories, be- 
came jealous of Strongbow, and therefore, by Proclamation, 
forbids the Tranſportation of any thing, out ot his Dominions, 
to Ireland, and commands all the Engliſh to return before 
Eafter ; and to {top their farther Proceedings in 1re/axd, - on 
pain of forfeiting their Eſtates in Eg/avd. Whereupon the 
Earl uſed all poſſible means to appeale the King ; and ſent 
Reymond le Groſſe as his Agent, to ſubmit. his Conqueſts to 
his Majeſties Pleaſure. The King, .( who was then in Agqui- 
tain) gave Reymond very good Words, nevertheleſs he itill 
kept a hard hand onthe Adventurers. 

In the mean time Haſtulphns, late Governour of Dublis, 
returned about Whitſontide, with ſixty Ships, and a ſmart 
Party of good Soldiers, well arm'd and provided ; he attack'd 
the City of Dublin on the eaſt Side thereof : Miles Cogan, the 
Governour, boldly made a Sally, but was beaten back with 
Loſs :' Which his Brother, Richard Cogan, perceiving, he 
iflued out of the South-gaze, and came in the Rear of the 
Enemy, ' which ſo ſurprized them, that after a. ſmall Reſi- 
ſtance they were entirely defeated :  Haſftulphus himſelf was 
taken, and it was deſigned to keep him Priſoner, 'in Hopes 
of Ranſome, but being brought before: the Governour, he 
fooliſhly boaſted what he would do at the next Invaſion, 
and therefore to prevent it, he was immediately be- 
headed. , 

About the Calends of May, Dermond Mac Morough King 
of Leinſter died at Ferns ; whereupon Stronzbow immediate- 
ly repaired to Dublin, to keep that City quiet, if poſſible 3 
but by the King's aforeſaid Proclamation he was debarr'd of 
Supply either of Men or ViCtuals, and thereby was reduc'd 
to great Diſtreſs. 

Rotherick obſerving Strongbow's weak Condition, - confede- 
rated with Gothred, King of the. 1: of Man, and all the 
chief Men of Ireland; and having got together: thirty Ships, 
and thirty: thonſand Men, they belieged Dublin, both by 
Land andWater ; whereunto they were encouraged by Las- 
rence, Archbiſhop of that City. 

Art the ſame time: the- Men of Kerfle, and the People of 
4x mag to: the number of three-rhauſand, befieged Firz- 
Stephevs, in; his Caſtloof Carrig,. which he was then repair- 
_ fortifying, they reduc'd the poor old Britain to the 
laſt Extremity : Nevettheleſs, his Courage did not fail, but 
with his ſmall Company { being five Gentlemen and a few 
Soldiers.) he made ſuch a Reſiſtance. rhat the Beſiegers de- 
ipaired to reduce bim by Force, .ab therefore they reſolved: 
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to. make uſe of a Stratagem, which proved effefQtual at this 
Time,and therefore hath been too often praQtiſed in Ire/and,on 
other Occaſions : They brought the Biſhops of Wexford and 
Kjlaare, a Maſs-Book,the Euchariſt,and certain Reliques, and 
by them ſolemnly ſwore, That Dublin was taken,and that all 
the Engliſh found therein were ſlain ; and that Rotherick 
was marching towards them, to finiſh the Siege of Carrig ; 
and that they, in Favour of Fitz-Stephens, and in Contem- 
plation of his great Generolity and Valour, offered him this 
Opportunity, to put him and his Company on board a Ship, 
that they might ſafely return into Wales, before' Rotherick 
and his enraged Army ſhould arrive. The good old Man was 
wheedled with this Perjury, and ſurrendred his Caſtle ; 
which being done, ſome of his People were perfidioully mur- 
thered, and himſelf and the reft were kept in Priſon. 
Strongbow was in the mean time reduc'd to great Diſtteſs, 
in Dubl:n, his Engliſh Soldiers not exceeding the Number 


Regan, 24. 8. Of ſix hundred ; nevertheleſs, having no Opinion of the Cou- 


rage or Integrity of the 1riſb,he refuſed to mix with them, or 
to admit any of them into his Service, except Doxell Cavenah, 
Mac Gely and O Carvi; but being farther preſſed, he would 
have accepted of any Reaſonable Conditions ; he offered to 
hold Leinſter of Rotherick, and to become his Man ( that is, 
to do him Fealty) ; but Rotherick would not hear of any 
thing but an abſolute Surrender. Hereupon the Condition 
of the Iriſh was ſecure, and that of the Engliſh was deſpe- 
rate : Rotherick was bathing and ſolacing himſelf and his 
Army in a licentious and looſe Poſture, when Srrozgbow and 
his ſmall Garriſon ( reſolving to ſell their Livesat the dear- 
eſt rate they could) made an unexpetted Salley into the 
Iriſh Quarters ; Reymond le Groſs, with twenty Knights, and 
a' ſmall Brigade, led the Van; Miles Cogan, with thirty 
Knights, and his Party, followed ; and Strongbow and Fitz- 
Girald, with. forty Knights, and the reſt of the Garriſon, 
brought up. the Rear. . The Conſequence of this bold At- 
tempt was an entire Victory ; for the Iriſh ( being furpriz'd 
and out of Order ) neither could nor did make any conſide- 
rable Reſiſtance, but were ſoon put to Flight, th the loſs 
of one thouſand five hundred Men. 
The next Day Strongbow marched to Wexford, through 
the Barony of 1drone, to relieve Fitz-Stephens, amongſt the- 
Faſtneſſes of that Country, at a Place called the Earls Pace ; 
he was briskly aſſaulted by O Rian and his Followers ; 'but 
O Rian being ſlain by an Arrow ſhot at him by Nichol the 
Monk, the- reſt were ealily ſcattered, and many. of them 
ſlain.

Strongbow came near Wexford, | he. rogived the 
ill News'- of F:tz-Stephens his Misfortune, as alſo that the 
Iriſh had burnt Wexford, and wereetired to the Iſland Be- 
gory or Betherni, and were reſolved to kill Fitz Stephens, if 
they were farther purſued : Wherefore. he turned alide to- 
wards Waterford, and march'd to that City, where he met 
Hervy, who was returned with Letters from the King , 
wherein the Earl was' ordered immediately to repair into

Strongbow preſently obeyed, and met the Kingat Newnham , 
near Gloceſftr, on his Journey towards Ireland, with an Ar- 
my : The Earl behaved himſelf fo dutifully, that the King 
was {don appealed, for Strongbow did not, only renew his 
Fealty, but did alſo ſurrender to the King the City, of Dub- 
lin; and two Cantreds adjoyning, and all Forts and Towns 
bordering on the Sea. * And on the other ſide, the King was 
contented that the Earl ſhould enjoy all the reſt to him and 
his Heirs, tobe held of his Majeſty and his Succeſſors, and 
ſo they marched by Severn-fide, through Soerh Wales to 
Pembrook, and at length embarqu'd at Miford Haven. 

In the mean time © Rorick, and the King of Mearh, took 
Advantage of Strongbon's Abſence in England, and Reymond's 
at Waterford, and with their united Forces beſieged Dublin ; 
But Mzles Cogan had the Courage to ſally, and t For- 
tune to defeat them, with the Slaughter of Orowrk's Son, and 
many of his Followers. | 

On the eighteenth of OZober, King Henry arrived at Water- 
ford with four hundred Knights, and four thouſand Soldiers : 
ThePeople ofWexford came with the firſt, to make their ones 
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and complimented him with their'Priſoner, | Fiez-Stephens, 
whorts the King continaed it Prifon and ſmartly chid him 
for invaditig Ire/end, | without his'Majeſties ſpecial' Licence :

thence to Caſbe/, near which, on the Banks ot the Shure, 


'* came Daziet O Bryan, Prince of Limerick; who in like man- 


ner ſubmitted, - and ſwore AlMegiance. Whereupen Garri- 
ſons were fent to Cork"and Limerick, and the King returned 
to Waterford, Jn like manner ſubmitted Daniel, Prince of 
Oſſory, O Phelin Prince of \Degyes, and all the great Men of 
Munſter ; And the King gave each of them a Preſent, and 
to all of ther gracious and kind Reception. | 

All the Archbiſhops, ' Biſhops and Abbots of Irelard, came 
unto the King of Exgland'at Waterford, and received. him 
as King and Lord of Ireland, and ſware Fealty to him and 
his Heirs ; and from every Archbiſhop and Biſhop he receiv- 
ed, a Chart, 'by which they acknowledged and conſtituted 
him King, and ſubmitted unto him and his Heirs, as their 
Kings, tor ever. And according to their Example, the fore- 
ſaid Kings and Princes received him as King and Lord of Ire- 
land, and beeame his Mer, and {wore Fealty to him agd his 
Heirs againſt all Men. DW #11 

Theſe, Charters \were tranſcrib'd, 'and the King ſent the 
Tranſcripts to Pope Alexander, who confirm'd, by Apoſto- 
tick Authority, to him and his Heirs, the Kingdom of 
teland, according to the Form of thoſe Charters, as a- 
foreſaid.

; Meet and Right,: That as by God's Providence and Appoint- 
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ment, reland is now become Subjet, and under the, King 
of England ; fo the ſame ſhould take from thence the, Order, 
Rule-and Manner how-to Reform themtelves, and to Live in 
better Order; For what{gever Good Thing is befallen eq the 
Church and Realm of Ireland, either concerning Religion, 
or peaceable Goyernment, they owe the ſame to the Viee of 
England, and are to be thankful unto him for the Tame : For 
betore his coming into.the Land of Ire/a»d, many and all 
ſorts of Wickedneſs, in Times paſt, flowed and and reigned 
among'them!; . all which, gow by his *Authority and Good- 
nels are aboliſh'd. 
, Fo 

And fo ( fays Cambrenſis) they having owned the King 
Supreme in Church and: State, he confirmed their. Canons, 
by his Royal Authority : And it ſeems ;to me, That at the 
ſame Synod the King declared his Pleaſure to govern, Tre/and 
by the Laws of Exgland : Wheretothey conſented, and ſwore 
Obedience accordingly , for thus my Author phraſes it : 
Leges Anglie ſunt ab omnibus gratanter recepte, Pa Juratoria, 
cautione preſtita confirmate. And though others ſay, This was 
done at a Synod, held about this Time at £:ſmore : . Yet I ra- 
therbelieve,. That the Biſhop of Lyſmore, his preſiding at 
Caſbel ( as be did, - being the Pope's Legate ) gave rife to 
the Miſtake of the Place 3. than that there ſhould be two ſuch 
famous Synods celebrated in the ſame Province, in one 
Year : But however that be, this is certain, That the King, 
ſoon after his return into Ezgland, cauſed an antient Trea- 
tiſe, called, Modus tenendi Parliamentum, to be tranſcribed in 
a Parchment-Roll, and to be ſent into Ireland, for their better 


Inſtruction. 
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The King kept his Chriſtmas at Dublin, in as great State as 
that Place would admit of ; for there was not any Houſe to 
be found there, that was capable of his Retinue, and there- 
fore he was neceſſitated to build a long Cabin, with ſmooth'd 
Wattles, after the Faſhion of the Country, and almoſt in 
the Nature of a Tent, which ( being well furniſhed with 
Plate, Houſholdſtuff and good Chear ) made a better Ap- 
pearance than ever had been ſeen in Ireland, before that 
Time, and accordingly it was admired -and applauded by 
the Iriſh Potentates, who flocked thither to pay their Duty to 
the King; | 

- Butit was Time for Henry to mind his Foreign Afﬀairs,and 
therefore, in order to his returg to England, he weat to 
Wexford, and there he ſtaid almoſt three Months, during 
which Time; the Weather was ſo tempeſtuous, that Ships 
durſt not adventure to Sea ; ſothat the King could neither 

et to England, nor receive any Intelligence.from thence : 

t length, after Mid-Lent, a Veſlel arrived, with the-bad 
News, of the King's Sons being in Rebellion ; and of the 
coming of the Pope's Legates, to Interdit the Kingdom, 
for the Murder of Becket : He was alſo diſtreſſed, in Ireland, 
by the Plague, which raged in his Army, and by the want 
of Viftuals, which now began to be .very ſcarce and dear, 
ſo that he'was neceſſitated to haſten to England; although he 
was much troubled to leave Ireland in that unſetled Conditi- 
on, and without ſome Caſtles and Fortreſſes, which he des 
ſign'd, and thought neceſlary for its Conſervation. 

But the Kings Jealouſie was not ſo much of the 1riſb, as it 
was of Stronebow, whoſe Reputation and Intereſt were v 
great: And therefore, to ballance him, the King raiſed ſe= 
veral Grandees, and gaye them large Portions of Land, to- 

ether with great JurildiCtions and Priviledges ; particularly 
E gave Ulſter to the famous John dt Conrcy, and Meath to 
Hugh de Lacy ; and left Lacy, with twenty Gentlemen, and 
Robert Fitz- Stephens and Maurice Fitz Girald, with twenty 
more, Governours of Dublin, Waterford was committed to 
the Care of Humphry de Bohun, R Fitz- Barnard, and 
Hugh de Gondeville, whohad twenty Gentlemen 4o attend 
them ;. and Williem Fitz. Adelme, Philip of Haſtings, and 
Philip :de Bruce had the like number of Gentlemen to keep 
Wexford: And ſo, inthe Morning, on Eafter-Monday, the 
King: went on Board, and was by Noon, the ſame Day 
landed at'S. Davids in Wakes : 

He left Hugh de Lacy Chief Governour, or Lord Juſtice 
of Ireland; who kept his Reſidence/at Dublin, and thither 
came to him.O Mlaghlin of Meath, to complainof ſome Hard- 
ſhips and Inconveniences, he pretended to ſuffer in that 
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Country, or rather to adjuſt Matters between them, about 
their reſpeCtive Intereſts and Eſtates in Meath ; for he deſired 
a Parly at the Hill of Taregh: To which Lacy very readily 
conſented. And fo, after reciprocal Oaths:for each others 
Safety,they met at the Time and Place appointed: O Mlaphlin 
had treacherouſly P_ an Ambuſh, and when he found 
his Opportunity, he gave them the Signal ; and upon their 
Approach, he with a Pale Grim Countenance, and with a 
Spar in his Hand, made upto Lacy, and aſſaulted him. 

- But it happened, That one Gre, the Night before the 
Darlfs had dreamt, That a parcel of Hogs fell upon Lacy, 
and had killed him, if he had not ſlain the great Boar : This 
Dream being told to Maurice Fitz-Girald, he gave ſuch re- 
gard to it, as Superſtitious Men commonly do to ſuch 


" Whimſiies ; - and believing that it did forbode ſome Danger 


to Lacy, he cauſed Griffirh, and ſix more, ſecretly to 

arm themſelves, and to ride near the Place of Parley, as 'it 

were for Pleaſure, "and to beteady at any Alarm. 
Maarice Fitz Girald (as {ooh as he diſcover'd O Mlaghliz's 


Deſign ) gave the Signal to Grifirh, but before he could 


eome up, the 7iſþ had kill'd Lacy's Interpreter, who inter- 
poſed, to ſave his Maſter, and had his Arm cut off for his 
Pains ; Lacy himſelf was twice knockt down, but Gri#ith 
being come,- he ſoon ended this Skirmiſh, by the Death of 
O Mlaghlir, whoſe Head he'cut off, and fent it! into Exg- 
land. 

But Lacy being unable to manage the Kingdom, and the 
King being ſo perplexed with the Rebellioniot his Sons, that 
he could not perſonally attend the Iriſh Afairs, it was nece( 
fary to ſend for Strongbow into Normdnay ( where the King 
was) and to give him the Government of Ireland, | 
*' Srrongbow being ſent for, did readily: wait on the: King, 
5nd being made acquainted with his Majefties Intentions, he 
made it his Requeſt, That to avoid Envy and Jealoufie, Rey- 
mond le Groſs, might be his Colleague in- the Government, 
The King replyed, That Reymond ſhould be joyned with him, 
a5an Aſhiſtanr, -but ngt in Commiſſion © And fo having ex- 
preſs'd much Confidence in the Earl, he. gave hin the City 
of Wexford and the Caftke of Wicklow, and: fent him to his Go- 
vernment.” /"' 

-\Richard Earl. of Chepſtow, commonly call'd Strongbow , 
Chief Governour, or Lord Juſtice of Ireland, at his arrival 


there, found all things in Diſorder, many of the [1»z/þ aQtu- 
2 #Hy revolted, and all of them contederated to ſhake off the 
© Engliſh Yoke; the Arty alſo was Mutinous for-want of

Thence he advanced to Liſmore, and ſpoiled both the Town, 
and the Country ; and fo, by the Sea-fide, he marched to- 
wards Waterford : At Dungarvan he found thirteen Boats ; 
which he ſeized, and loaded with Prey and Plunder : But 
being detained there a long time, by contrary Winds, the 
People of Cork found means to fir out thirty two Barques, 
and manfully aſſaulted the Engliſh in their Boats; never- 
theleſs the Engliſh Bows and Arrows prevailed, and the Cor- 
cagians were defeated, and their Admiral, Gilbert mac Thy- 


ger, {lain : Whereupon the Engliſh, under their Admiral, 


Adam de Hereford, failed triumphantly into Waterford. 
Dermond mac Carthy, King of Cork, came, - with his For 
ces, by Land, to countenance the aforeſaid Attempt of the 
Corcagians, by Sea, and to ſeize on the Engliſh Boats, - if 
perhaps they ſhould be forced aſhore, as he expeted ; but 
Reymond met him, and gave him ſuch a Bruſh, that he got a 
Prey of four thouſand Cows, by the Bargain, and brought 
them ſate to Waterford, pi | 
But" whilſt Reymond was thus buſied in Munſter, he re- 
ceived Advice of the Death of his Father, William Fitz- 
Girald ; which obliged him to take a Voyage into Wales, to 
get Poſſeſſion of the Inheritance, deſcended to him : By this 
Accident the Command of the Army fell to Herwy ; © and 
abundance of Trouble and Misfortune hapned to the Earl:-' 
For it was not long, before Heywy perſwaded the Earl to 
an Exploit, ſomewhere about Caſbel, andin-order'to it, to ſend 
for more Forces from Dublin ; but Donald, \ Prince of 'Offo- 
7y, having Notice of it, ſurpriz'd them in their March, and 
ell upon them in-Ofſory, where he ſlew four 'Gentlementaad 
four hundred Soldiers, _ of that ſort- af the Citizens'of 
Dublin, which were catled Eaſterl/ings. WaiD 1 701 
With this great Yiltory, the Irith were elevated beyoad 
meaſure, and fanlied, They had now - got'a favourable 
Opportunity to extipate the Engliſh : Andito that Eid 
they armed every 'where ;. and even thoſe : Iriſh whom 
he had moſt obliged; ' and thoſe alſo from: whom he- had 
Oaths- and Pledges-did, nevertheleſs, joyn.with the reft 
in this General Confpiracy. q obi&. 
Rotherick, with-a mighty Arttiy palled the River-Shews, 
and Burnt and Prey'd'the Country, even-to-the Walls of 
Dubliy :' And Strongbow was coopt up in Waterford, -incon- 
tinual Fear of a Maffacre there: : In this miſerable Condirti- 
on, he ſent to Reymond, into Wales , deſiring him to haftets 
over-;-/#d promiſed Rin the Fair Baſilia (Strowghow's Siltet ) 
as the Reward of his Expedition: '#eymosd made all poffible 
Haſt, and with thirty Gentlemen, . an hundred ——_ 
| three 
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three hundred Archers and Footmen, and in twenty Barques 


' arrived at Waterford very ſeaſonably, for the Citizens were 


then conſpiring the Murder of the Engliſh z which by this 
Accident was poſtponed for a Time. | 

Immediately the Earl, Reymond, and the Army, march'd 
to Wexford ; and ſoon after the Citizens of Waterford mur- 
dered theGovernour Parſel, and butcher'd all the Engliſh, 
Men, Women and Children, except ſuch as ſaved them- 
ſelves in Reginalas Tower : But they manfully kept that Tow- 
er, and afterwards regained the City, and forced the Citi- 
zens to ſubmit to hard Conditions. | 

Strongbow and the Army being at Wexford, Reymond was 
married to the Fair Baſilia, and had with her Idrone, Glaſca- 
rig, Fothard, and the Conſtableſhip of Lez»ſter : But in the 
mid(t of their Jollity, they received Information, That Ro- 
therick had invaded Leinſter; wherefore the next Day they 
marched towards Dublin ; Bur Rotherick, at the News of 
their Approach, retreated ; and Reymond cauſed the ruined 
Caſtles to be repaired, particularly the Caſtle of Trim, and 
{o hoped that he might now enjoy his Beautiful Spouſe in 
quiet. | | 

But the Princeof Limerick was reſolved to follow his Blow, 
and. continued in open Defiance ; ſothat Reymond was forced 
ro. march tohim, with twenty ſix Gentlemen, three hundred 
Archers, and three hundred Horſemen : David Walſh ford- 
ed, jor rather ſwam, the River of Shenin, into the Ifland of 
Limerick, whom (by Reymond's Perſuaſion and Example ) 
the reſt followed, and took that City ; and after plundering 
it, they lefta Garriſon in it, under Meyler of $. Davids, con- 
ſitting of fifty Gentlemen, ' two hundred Horle, and two 
hundred Archers; and returned. 

Hervey of Mount-Morris, by his Letters to the King, had 
fuggeſted, That Reymond intended to keep Limerick for him- 
{df.; and that he and Srrongbow would monopolize Ireland, 
and ſeveral other Falſities;which ſo moved the King's Jealou- 
Gegthat he ſent over Robers Power, Osbert of Hereford, William 
Bending, and Adam of Germeny ; whereof two were to bring 
ayer -Reymond,;. and the: ather two to ſtay and watch the 
Farl.

It. was-pleaſant toibehold the Prince- of Ofſory; who was 
0 Bryans Mortal Foe, 'ito tell the -Engliſh, That they muſt 
fight valiantly, and be ViQtors;. or He and His,; would cue 
their Thzcats,. for he was reſolyed-to be of. the. ftrongeſÞ 
Side ; and though he would help them whilſt. they fought,

But the.Engliſh-Valour needed not-fuch a Whet, for | ac- 
cording to their Cuſtom, they. fell upon, and. routed the 
Enemy, and marched to Limrick, and relieved the Garriſon 
which. produced a-Parley, and that a new Submiſſion agd 
Hoſtages, as well from Dexiel Prince of Limrick, as from 
Rotherick, late Monarch of Ireland, who ſent his Son over 
to the King, as Hoſtage of the Peace ; and afterwards, by 
his Agents, the Archbiſhop of T»am, the Abbot of S. Brex- 
dam, and Lawrence, his Chaplain, entred into the following 
Agreement.

Dermond Mas Carthy, King of Cork, craving Aid againſt his 


Son Cormock Lenener who had impriſoned him, and uſed 


him'barbaroully ; Keyword afſents upon the Terms agreed 
berween them, conquers where he goes, ſubdues the Rebel- . 
livus Son, and delivers him Priſoner to his Father, who' un- 
naturally {mote off his Head ; and not long after ( ſays Cam- 
brenſis) the Men of Cork, at a Parlee, not far-from the 
Town, flew their Prince, the aforeſaid Dermond mac Carthy, 
and molt of his Company.

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It ſeems that Dermond mac Certhy,' King of Cork, pave 'un- 
to Reymond, for this Expeditioh, 'a'large TraQt-of Land'in 
the County of Kerry, then reckoned part of the'Kingdorn of 
Cork ; there Reymond fetled his Son Max#ite, who married 
Catherine, Daughter 'of Miles Cogan, and grew fb Great and 
Powerful, that he gave Name both tb his Country and his 
Family, this being called Firs-Morris,, and that Clan- Morris, 
and both the one and the other are enjoyed, ' to this Day, by 
his Lineal Meir Male, ' the Right Honourable WVi/t;av Lord 
Baron of Kerry. | | 

Whilf Reymond was in the County' of Cork, 'he received 
a Letter from his Wike in theſe Words,” + 


| Now, ' my deav Lord, That my great Cheek Tooth, which 

was wont to che ſo mach, isnow fallen out; wherefore 
if you have any Care or Regard of me, or of your ſelf, come 
away with all ſpeed. 


By this Reymord knew that Strongbow was dead ; but 
he wiſely conceated it, and immediately returned to Limerick. 
And becauſe he wanted the Soldiers to garriſon the Towns 
near: the Sea, he delivered the City 'to Donald, Prince of 
Thomond the King's Subject, upona new Oath and Hoſtapes ; 
but he, as ſoon as the Garriſon was ont, perfidiouſly ſet Fire 
to the City in four Places, that it might be no more a Neſt 
for Enghſh Men. | 

Thence Reymond marched to Dvblin, and the Funerals of 
the Earl were there ſolemnized by the Archbiſhop of Dub/is. 
The King's Meſſengers returned to Exp/end, with an ac- 
count of the State of Aﬀairs, leaving ( with the Conſent of 
the Council ) the chief Government, with Reywomd ; who 
ſoon after ſarrendred to William Fitz-Adelm Anceſtor of the 
Burks or Burghs ( the King's Sewer or Taſter ) with whom 
were ſent Courcy Firz-Stephens and Cogan, as Counſellors 
and Afiftants : He was allowed twenty Gentlemen, and 
they ten a piece. He landed at Wexford, whither Reywond 
marched to meet him ; he viewed the Sea-Coaſts, and took 
Care of the Towns and Caſtles that way, but did not much 
mind the Frontiers, agataſt the Iriſh. 

This William Fitz- Adejm was related to the Crown, for 
Arlotte, Mother of William the Conqueror, was married to 
Harlowen de Bourgo, by whom ſhe had Robert, Earl of 
Cornwal, and Odo Biſhop of Bayeux, half Brothers to the Con- 
querour ; Robere had Iſſue, William Earl of Cornwall; who 
had Iſſue, Ade/m and John ; Adelm had Iſſue, this William 
Fitz- Adelm ;, and John had Iſue Hubert de Burgo, that was 
Chief Juſtice of England, and Earl of Kezr, and one of the

My Author ſays, they were ſworn Bre- 
thers in'the Church of. Regex; . but certainly there. was ſuch 
Kindneſs between them,. .that Courcy was reſolved. to ſhare 
his Conquelts in V/fer with, him : + And being. troubled at 
the ſordid Humour of Fzade/me, and ſimpathizing with the 
Wants and Grievances of the Souldiery , in February 1177, 
he led forth twenty Knights-and three hundred Foar-Soldiers, 
beſides Servants, and marching through Uyiel, in four Days 
( or rather early the fifth.) he came to the City-of Down, 
which, without Reſiſtance, | he took and rifled ; for the 
Citizens were not in any- Poſture of Defence, becauſe. they 
had not the leaſt Fear, or-ſo much asa Thought of an Enemy. 


:The Lord,or Governour Punlenns, or O Donel, perceiving 


the Amazement and Irreſolution of his People, - was neceſſ1- 


tated to withdraw, leaving the Legate Yivienus to negoti- 


ate, in his behalf, with-Courcy, and to ofter him a Tribute, 
if he would peaceably retire ; but Courcy was tranſported 
with fome- blind Phrophecies of Merlin and Columbus , 
which he interpreted of himlelf,, and fancied nothing leſs, 
than the-entire- Conqueſt of V{ſter; and therefore rejeted 
all Overtures of Accomodation. 
. Whereupon O Dozel, . with the. Aſſiſtance. of Rotherick, 
and the reft of his Neighbours { who made it a common 
Cauſe ) ſoon raiſed an Army of ten thouſand: Men, and 
with them deſigned to beliege the City of Down : But Cour- 
cy choſe rather to fight a Battle in the Field, than ſtand a 
Siege in the Town, and the Succeſs juſtified his Choice, for 
he routed. the. Enemy with great:Slaighter, and took the 
Biſhop of . Dows Priſoner ; but er the Interceſſion of the Le: 
gate, he was releaſed. K, | 

About Midſummer following, the Ulſter Men, to the.num- 
ber of fifteen thouſand, fought another Battle with Courcy, 
near Down, . and though it was very Bloody on both ſides, 
yet the Honour of the Day is by my Author given to 


Conrecy. | ; 
"Oy | His 
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His third Battle was in the Ferzy, againſt eleven thouſand 
Iriſh ( che Engliſh not being above the tenth part: of their 
number ) : The Occaſion of it was thus; Sir John de Canrcy 
had built many Caſtles in V/fer, eſpecially: in that part. of 
it called Fer»y, where Mac Mahon dwelt; he was very -ob-' 
ſervant of Courcy, and made him hisGoflip, and had' ſworn 
Fidelity to him, and had fo far inſinuated himſelf into Cowr- 
cy's Favour, that the Britain gave him two Caſtles, with the 
Lands belonging to them ; but'within a Month Mac Mahon 
demoliſhed both the Caſtles : And'being 'asked the Reafon, 
why he did ſo ? he anſwered, That he did not promiſe to 


hold Stones, but Land ; and that it was contrary to his Na- _ 


ture to live within cold Walls, whilſt the Woods were fo 
nigh. 'Courcy was netled with this flight Anſwer ; and to 
revenge the Afﬀront,entred the Feywy,and took ſo large a Prey 
of Cows, that he was obliged to. divide them into three 
Droves, - for convenience of Driving ; the Ways were bog- 
gy, and alſo ſo narrow, that the Prey filled: the Road for 
three miles together. The Iriſh, obſerving theſe Circumſtan- 
ces, {et upon the Engliſh, with ſuch Briskneſs, Noiſe and 
Clamour, that forced the Cows back, andi made them run, 
like Devils, - upon.their Drivers, ; ſo that they 'overthtew 
both Horſe and Man, | and frod more underfoot than were 
ſlain bythe Sword: Ina Word, the Engliſh were routed, 
and although they had ſlain nineteea ſcore of the 1b, and 
their General, Mac Mahoy, himſelf, yet they were forced 
to run for their Lives, and much ado they had to recover an 
old Fort of Courcy's; where they. made a ſhift to ſecure 
themilves although the Iriſh- were encamped vey near 
Tem, 1218 Þy oy | 4 } 
About Midnight Sir Amorick went to view. the Poſture of 
the Iriſh, who ( ngt jn the leaſt .miſtruſting- that a baſed 
handful of Men, would dare to attempt them) were in a looſe 
and negligent Condition, moſt of-them aſleep, eyen their 
very Guards and Centinels. This being reported to Conrcy, 
they ealily agreed to make uſe of this Advantage; and imme- 
diately with all their Force, fell upon the Iriſh; and ſurprized 
them to that degree,' that they could make no Reſfiſtance-; {6 
that they were all lain, except two hundred, who madetheir 
eſcape ; and of rhe, Engliſh.there were but two killed in this 
Encounter,' and four hundred the Day befares] -: /- (2, 
About-this Time the Legate, YVivianus, held a. Synod at 
Dublin;- in which he publiſhed the King's Title: to Ireland 
and degounced Excommunication. againſt all. that- ſhould op- 
pole it : He allo gaye.Leave to the; Engliſh, to take out. of 
the Churches and Monaſteries ſuch Corn and other Proviſion 
as they ſhould at any time need, paying. the true Value 
K thereof 
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thereof, for the ſatne : He gave the People Indulgences, and 
they gave him Money; and fothey parted very well pleaſed on 
both Sides. | | 

Miles Cogan and young Fitz-Stephens invaded Conneeh, as 
faras Tuan, but could not make any Stay there for want of 
Viftuals, for the Inhabitatits had removed or deſtroyed all 
their Proviſion, and fled away, upon the News of the A 
proach of the Engliſh. And here let me obſerve, once for 
all,' Thar want of Proviſion hath fruſtrated more great De- 
ſigns,- and welkcontrived Etpdditions in 1#e/and, than any 
other Defe& or Accident whatſbevet. 

But Rorherick King of Conneaeh, having Notice of this 
March, and knowitg the Engliſh would be forced to return 
ina little Time for wan of Vituals, he placed at! Ambuſh 
in & covenient Station ;_ Which, according to-their Orders, 
fell-upon the Engliſh; in'theif. Retreat, but did no greater 
Miſchief than the killing of tliree Engliſh Men, and that with 
the Loſs of many of themſalves. 

This Governour, Fitz- Addl; Was very uttkind to Rey- 
m0nd and all the Gera/diwes, -atid itideed-to'moſt of the firſt 
Adventurers :' He forced the Sons of 'Mairice Fitz-Gerald to 
exchange their Caſtle of Wicklow for the' decayed Caſtle of 
Fernes; and when they had repaired that Caſtle of Ferns, 
he found yowre>"3 of other to have it demoliſhed. He 
took from Rejmord atl his Lind near Dublin and Wexford : 
He delayed the Reſtitution of F;r+- Stephens to: his Latds in 
Ophuh, till he made him conſent tb arcept of worle lituared 
Land, inlieu'of it. He made his Neptiew, Walter Alt4in, 
( a corrupt beggarly Fellow; ſays Canbztwſis y Seneſehal of 
Wexford and Waterford, who received Bribes, from Mac 
Moroxeh of Kenfile; tb prejudice the 'Firz:Gerelds j and ſo 
Metcebary was Fitz-Aazelns himfelf, that the - Triſh flock'd 
unrd him, -as fo-a Fair, "to buy | ther: Dethatids, At laſt, 
having neither done 'Honout to the Kityg, nor Good'to the 
Country, hewas revok'd,” and in his Room thy Kitig #ppoint- 
ed Hugh de Lacy, Lord Juſtice of {#elard; to whom Robert 
le:'Poer,- the King's: Marſhal, ' Govefnbur of Waterford- and 
Wexford, was made Coxdjtitor, Cotaſetlor or affiftanr. 

; The King; at @ Pafliament held-at' Oxford, anno 1177, 
had vivert cRoKingdom of Cork, ' from: the River next Li/+ 
ore, running between that and Corf'(5; e: the RiVEer Bride ) 
to Kyock-Bravadom, near-the Shenin, 4d {d to the Sea; unto 
Copurt and! FiezStephens ; ''Tenendu of tirh and his Soh John, 


fiv ſetigiaru'froka Wilitaria ; except the City of Cork, and 


the Cantredadjoyning;' which was the £4fmens. 
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He alſo gave the Kingdom of Limerick to the Brothers and 
Nephew of Richard Earl of Cormwal ; but they finding they 
could not get Poſſeſſion, in a little Time ſurrendred their un- 
profitable Grant : ' Whereupon the King beſtowed it upon 
Philip de Broaſe, to be held of the King and his Soti John, 
by ſixty Knights Fees ; and the City, and a Cantred ad- 
joyning, were likewiſe excepted out of this Grant. 

Theſe three Adventurers a bay their Forces together, and 
catne to Waterford in November, and {© codſted it to Cork, 
where they were kindly received by Richard de Loxdres, the 
Governour. 

Cogan and Fitz-Stephens agreed with Mac Carthy, and the 
Iriſh Gentry ; That they ſhould libld four and twenty Can- 
treds, paying a ſmall yearly Rent ; and of the ſeven Can- 
treds, gear Cork, Cogen had the four Southern, and Fitz- 
Stephens, the three that were on the Eaſt-ſide of the _ 

The Kingdom of Cork being thus ſetled, they marched with 
Broaſe to Limerick, with ſixty Gentlemen, one hundred and 
fifty Horſe, and a ſmart Party of Foot : As ſoon as the Ct- 
tizens perceived them, they ſet the Town on Fire ; at which 
* deſperate Barbarity, Brosſe was ſo offended, that he could 
not be prevailed upon, by any Arguments, to ſettle there, 
or to have any thing to do with ſuch Raſh and Heatheniſh 
People, and therefore they returned to Cork; which for ſome 
Time _— Cogan and Fitz- Stephens joyntly and happily 

overned, 
of This Kingdom of Cork deſcended to Daughters, and: ſo 
came by Marriage to Robert de Carew and Patrick de Conrcy, 
about the'twentieth Year of the Reign of Henry III, Conrcy's 
part of it was afterwards ſubdvided among rmatty Daughters, 
who were Heirs General of that Family, {6 that a very ſindll 
Proportion of it remains with the Heir-Male of that Name, 
who was anciently Baron of R:ayrone, bur now has the Title 
of Loyd Baron of Kirigſale. As for the Carews, they were 
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Marqueſſes of Cork, - and built the Caſtles of Ardrully, Din: - 


keran and Down Marque ; but they retrioved out of Trelend, 

in the Time of the Civil Wars between Tork atid Lancafter, 

and others intruded into their Poſſeſſions and 'Eftate, and 

oy! thei to this Day, except what they have fold or for- 
ited. | 

Aboutthis Tifme Sir Thomas de Clare obtained a Grant of 
Thomond, ' as Otho de Gr andiſon did of Typerary, and Robert 
le Poer, of Waterford, and William Fitz+ Adelm alſo got a 
large Proportion of Connaugh. 

But it is time to return to the valiant John de Conrcy, who 
was engaped in Uriel, - on this Occaſion'; 'he had ſent .into 
Ezgland for Victuals, Ammunition and other Neceſlarics; —— 
Ship, 
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Ship, by Streſs of Weather was driven into a Creek, called 


— 


orſbead ; O Hanlon and his Followers immediately came on 


' Board the Veſſel, and murdered all that were in it, and 


ſcized on the Cargo. As ſoon as Courcy had Notice of this 
Misfortune,, he drew. his Men together, being above a thou- 
ſand, and marched towards the Newry ;* on the Way he re- 
ceived Advice, That the Iriſh were encamped near Dundalk, 
in a great Body, to the Number of ſeyen thouſand : Conrcy 
ſent a Fryer tothem, and inſtructed him to tell them, That. 
there were great Forces arrived at Drogheda, from England, 
and that they were very near them ; and to juſtifie this Story, 
the. Engliſh did march with the greateſt Shew and Appea- 
Trance they could make, and made a great Shout, wherewith 


the Enemy was ſo daunted, that they fled towards the Ri- 


ver, . in great Confuſion ; but the Tide being in, many were 
drowned, and more were {lain : However, O Hanlon, and 
the greateſt part of his Army, , got over the River ; but the 
Frier guided: the Engliſh over a Ford, fo that they came to a 
ſecond Encounter, wherein the Iriſh were ſo deſperate, That 
the Engliſh. Foot were . forced to retire ; | but the Valiant 
Sir Armorick, came in ſcaſonably to their Reſcue, and per- 
{uaded them to rally, and to make another Charge, which 
they performed ſo briskly, that the Iriſh were obliged to 
withdraw to the Fews, as the Engliſh alſo did to. Denaalt, 
neither Party much boaſting. of the Victory, becauſe the 
Slaughter was great on both ſides. 

About this time two Cardinals come to Exg/and, to invite 
the Engliſhand Iriſh Biſhops to.the Council of Lateran:There 
went from heace Lawrence Archbiſhop. of Dublin, Catholicus 
Archbiſhop of T#«m, and' others ; but all of them firſt 
{wore, Not to procure any Damage to the King or his Domi- 
nions : Which. Oath Lawrence did not very religiouſly ob- 
ſerve, for he not only ſpoke vehemently, in the Council, 
againſt the King's Adminiſtration of Aﬀairs in Irelexd, but 
( as the Iriſh ſay ) he obtained a Bull of Revocation from the 
Pope, annulling the former Bulls granted to the King; : But 
this is not probable, becauſe no ſuch Bull is extant, and if 
there were, it would be void ; but. it is' certain he-was an 


 Inveterate Enemy tothe Engliſh, and gave them all the Op- 


poſition and Diſquiet he could. However, he was reputed a 
very Holy Man, ;being zealouſly addicted to the Superſtitious 
Devotion, ſo that he was canonized by Pope ' Hoenorivs I1I. 
This is recorded of him, _Thatihe was fo grateful to the See 
of Rome for his Pall, or fo great' an abharrer of Immodeſty, 
that he refuſed to abſolve the. Prieſts convicted of that Sin, in-

to pay for their Ablolution there. ,

But it. is time to return to the Eord Juſtice Ley, who 
povern'd very well, and built many Caltles in convenient 
Places, and particularly Caſtle-Dermona, Leighlin, Leix, Del- 
vin, Carlow, Tolloy elim and Kzlka; and Conrcy was no 
lefs diligent in failing that kind of Fortification in U/fter + 
However, Laty had given juſt Cauſe of Jealouſie, by marry- 
ing the Daughter of Rotherick, King of Comnanght; where:

Whereupon he was recalled, and the Government commit- 
ted unto 
John Conſtable of Cheſhire, Baron of Halton-Ciſtle, and 
Richard de Peach, Lord Biſhop*of Coventry, Lords Juſti- 
ces of Ireland : But they continued 1n that Dignity but three 
Months ; for Lacy behaved himſelf with that Diſcretion and 
Modeſty, and gave the King ſuch SatisfaCtion, in all Matters 
objetted againſt him ; Thar, 

Hugh de Lacy, Lord Juſtice, was again ſent over, with 
Robert' of Shrewsbury, a Clergy-man , his Afiſtant 3' and 
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about the ſame time the famous Covrcy allo returned, being - 


Dignified with the Titles of Lord of Connaught, and Earl-of 
Ulſter; and accompanied with his Brother 8. Laurence. There 
were ſome who reported, That theſe two fought a ſucceſs: 
ful Battle with the Iriſh, at the Bridge of Ivors, near the 
Hill of Hoath, where the Valour of S. Laurente was ſo con- 
ſpicuous, that it got him both the Land and Title of Hoarh ; 
which laſt continues to'this Day in his Name and Family.” - 
We left Cogan and Fe in the peaceable Enjoy4 
ment of their Kingdom of Cork; but we'ſhall not find them 
ſo, for Cogan and young. Fitz Stephens, at the' Perſuaſion and 
Invitation, of one Mag Tirid, made a Journey to Liſmore, to 
treat with' the Men 'of Waterford about ſome Controverlies 
that were between them ; they were'to lodge at Mac Tirid's 
Houſe, but he perfidioufly took'his Opportunity, 'and unex:

Nevertheleſs, as ſoon as the King heard: of the aforeſaid 
Treachery, he ſent Richard Cogan, Philip Barry, Giraldus 
Cambrenſis, and a Good Party of Horſe and Foot, to help 


Fitz-Stephens.;. by their Aſſiſtance the City and Kingdom of 


| Cork were kept in Quict for ſome Time ; but the Old Firz- 


Stephens had but little Benefit of it, for being much broken 
with Age and Misfortunes, he firſt loſt his Senſes, and not 
long afterwards his Life. 

But Lacy, 'the Lord Juſtice, was again become ſuſpeQed ; 
for as he grew Great, his Enemies grew Envious, and 
on King -Jealous, ſo that he was once more ſent for , 
and, | | 
Philip of Worceſter, Lord Juſtice or Governour of Ireland, 
came over with a ſmart Party of Horſe and Foot ; he al- 
{o- brought with him Hugh. Tirrel, a Man of ill Report; He 
was not long in the Government, before he Teized on the 
Lands of O-Cetheſie to the King's Uſe, though Lacy had for. 
merly fold them : He alſo weat a Circuit, to viſit the Ga- 
riſons, and in March came to Armagh, where he exaQted 
from the, Clergy a great:Sum of Mony ;. thence he . went to 
Down, and ſo to Dablin,  loaden both with Curſes and Ex- 
tortions..

Earl John was then about twelve Years old, when on 
Wedneſday in Eaſter-week, anno 1185, with about four 
hundred Gentlemen, moſt Normans, ſome Clerks, and 
particularly Giraldus Cambrenſis, and a great Company of 
others, he took Shipping at Milford- Haven, being accom- 
panied: tothe very Ship by Rendelph Glanuile, principal 
Counſeller of the King and Kingdom , and Juſticiary of 
England. 

The Iriſh Potentates flock'd to their new Prince ; but 
their Trouſes and Mantles, their Glibbs and Behaviour, were 
derided by the Normans, who uſed them {curriloully ; one 
pats the Iriſh Prince-on the Pate, another pulls him by the 
Mantle, a third pricks him in the Breech with a Pin, a fourth 
ſhuts the Door upon his Heels; every Body abuſes them : 
Wherefore away they get as faſt as they can, - and every- 
where publiſh'd the Ill Uſage they received at ;Court. Ro- 
therick O Conner, Mac Carthy and. O Bryan, were then pre-

There were many Reaſons why Earl John's Voyage to Ire- 
land was got ſucceſsful. The Superſtitious People obſery?d, 
That he had not pay'd his Devotions at S, Davids, before he 
imbarqued; and attributed it ro that. Others blamed him 
and his Followers more tor their Rude and Ungenteel Abuſe 
of the Iriſh Lords and Gentlemen. Others imputed all to 
the Debauchery. of- the Soldiers, -who, by the example of 
their Captains, were; grown Idle. and Infolent : Whereia 
they were. the more indulged, becauſe they were ill paid. 
To theſe may be. added the Litigiouſneſs of the Natives in 
Townsand Cities ;- wha- were perpetually wrangling with 


and ſhing-ſuch new Inhabitants as, came to ſeattle among . 


them; ' But there was 4-greater Cauſe than all theſe ; which 
aroſe fromthe different Intereſts then. in Ireland ; which .in- 
fluenced the Normans, ' Engliſh, Welch, and'the Natives. 
The Normans were moſt, in Favour, and conſequently lux- 
urious ;.)they always followed the Court, and hated to bg 
- put in Frontier Garrzſans: or Places, of Danger : , They were 
( ſays Cambrenſis) great Talkers, Boaſters and :Swearers, 
very Proud, and Contemaers of all others, - greedy of _ 
»" 
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of Places of Honour and Profit, but backward in under- 
taking any hazardous and dangerous ACtion, or performing 
any Service that tnight deſerve then. 

Moreover, many of the Engliſh and Welch were difpoſlcſt 
of their beſt and ſafeſt Caſtles, to make Room for the Nor. 
mans, and forc'd to take others, in Exchange,on the Frontiers; 
by which means they were impoveriſh'd and diſcourag'd. 

Add to this, That ſeveral of the faithful Iriſh, who had 
ſubmitted to the Engliſh Government, and lived within their 
Quarters ; and thereby became acquainted with the Engliſh 
Converfations, Humors, Strength, Policies, Seats and Ha- 
bitations, were likewiſe diſpoſſeſsd, to make Room for the 
Normans, and thereby forced to revolt to the Iriſh, and be- 
came the moſt Dangerous of all the Enemies, as being moſt 
Knowing and moſt Provok'd. And thus it came to. pals, 
that after Earl John had waſted his Army in ſmall and unpro- 
fitable Skirmiſhes, and had ſtaid eight months, and done no 
other Good, ' than that he built the Caſtle of Tybrach ( per- 
haps Typerary) Liſmore and Ardfinin, the King ſent for him 
and his Beardleſs Counſellors ; and in his Room ſubſtituted 
John de Courcy Earl of Ulſter, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland ; 
He brought over with him about four hundred Volunteers : 
And ſoon after his arrival, he made a Progreſs into Muſter 
and Connanpht, to put thoſe Countries in order ; but it ſeems

Tevenged the Murder, and reduced all things to quiet. 
- But it ſeems, afterwards there grew fome Diftaſt' between 
Courcy and Lacy, ſo that Lacy, who was the better Courtier, 
ſapplanted Courcy, who was the better Soldier, and got him- 
{elf into his Room. | > 
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This Courcy came from Stoke-courcy,commonty call'd Stoguſſy, 


in the County of Somerſer. I find that Roberr de Courcy was 
made a Baron at Weſtminſter, 33 Henry 1. but whether he 
was the Anceſtor of this Family 'I Will not determine.

Huzh de Lacy was made Lord Juſtice of Ireland, as afore-

'This Year i1/abe/, only .Daughter_ of S/rowgbow, by Eva 
Prencels of Leayſter, was married to William Lord Maxfield, 
Earl Marſhal of Ezgland: He was a great Favourite to King 
Richard ; and-at his. Coronation carried the Regal Scepter, 
whereon was a Croſs of 'Gold. - He was afterward by King 
Jobn, created Earl of Pembrook ; and had five Sons who were 
ſucceſſively Earls, and alldied without Iſſue ; and he had 
five Daughters, among whom his Eſtate was divided, (viz.)

The Lord Juſtice provided a Barque and Victuals for th 
but denyed them Pilots or Seamen ; fo that being ſufficiently 
toſſed at Sea, they weredriven into Cork, and were there ta- 
ken, and afterward hanged, by Order of Lacy ; who ſhew- 
ed himſelf Generous in this one thing, That though he loved 
the Treaſon, he hated the Traytor, 

And thus was the Valiant Cowrcy condemned to perpetual 
Impriſonmeant in the Tower of London, and that Lacy might 
perſonally folicit a Reward for this great Service, he had 
leave to come to Court : And,

Courcy, which I will give you. in the very Words of Hanmer,

which roſe upon a ſudden to the Engliſh Shore. And in the 
Book of Houth it is delivered, That upon every Repullſe, the 
Night following, he was admoniſhed in a Viſion, Not to 
attempt the Seas, for to fail into Ireland ; and that he ſhould 
never ſet Foot upon any Land there; and withal, that the 
Reaſon was yielded thus; Covrcy thou haſt done very ill, 
for thou haſt pulled down the Maſter, and ſet up the Servant 
( for he had tranſlated the Cathedral Church, and the Pre- 
bendaries of the Bleſſed Trinity in Duze, into an Abbey of 
Black Monks, brought thither from Cheſter, and conſecrated 
the ſame tothe Honour of S. Patrick ), Whereupon remem- 
bring himſelf, That he had done very ill, in taking the 
Name from God, and giving it to a Creature, he gave Sen- 
tence upon himſelf, That he was worthily puniſhed ; and 
immediately he altered his Courſe, went into France, and 
there died, 

But *cis Time to return to our Lord Juſtice who was ſent 

for into Exgland; and ordered to leave the Government in 
the Hands of - 
Henry de Londres Archbiſhop of Dublin, Lord Juſtice, he 
lad publickly oppoſed the King's Alienation or Reſignation 
of his Dominions to the Pope : He governed the Kingdom 
very well; but at the end of two Years he went to Rome, 
either to ſolicit Aid for the King againſt the Barons, or to be 
preſent at a General Council, He left 
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Geafry de Mariſco,- Lord Keeper-of Ireland; to whom, ne- 
vertheleſs, Sir Edmond Butler was Afliſtant or Coadjutor. It 
was about this Time the Citizens of Debliz obtained a Li- 
cence to build a Bridge over the Liffy, where they pleaſed : 
And.not long after, they alſo got a Fee-Farm of .the- City of 
Dablin, from the King, at a certain Rent : - ( but I take that 
to have been «»»o 1217. and if fo, the King here meant, muſt

ENR YT the Third / not then Ten years 
old ) ſucceeded his Deceaſed Father in 
all his Titles and Eſtates, and in the pre- 
ſence of the Popes Legate, William Earl 
Marſhal , and others, he was declared 
King, and Crowned at Gloceſter by the 
Biſhops of Wincheſter and Bath ; and at the ſame time he did 
Homage to Pope Iznocent and the Church of Rome, for the 
Kingdoms of Ezgland and Ireland, and {wore to pay yearly 
the Thouſand Marks which his Father had promiſed to the 
Holy See. | 

William Earl Marſhal , 


who was alſo Earl of Pembrook, 


was Protector of the King and Kingdom, and by Proclama- 
tion encouraged the Nobility, Gentry, and other the Kings. 
Subjects to continue -faithful to him ; which they were the 
more eaſily perſwaded to, becauſe Lewis Prince of France, 
and his Party began to decline, and were ſolemaly excom- 
municated (or rather the ſame Excommunication was pub- 
liſhed and denounced) every Sunday and Holy-Day.

And another Writ, under the Teſt of the Earl Marſhal, 
was ſent to Hugh de Lacy, to invite his Return ; in this Writ, 
( which runs in the Name of the King ) his Majefty conde. 
{cends to expoſtulate with Lacy, that he ( the King ) ought 
not to be blamed for his Fathers unkindneſs to Lacy,z/ and af- 
ſures him, that he ſhall have Reſtitution and ProteCtion if 
he would come back ; and upon Receipt of ir, Lacy did 
readily comply with the Kings Delire. 

Geofry de Mariſco continued Lord Juſtice or Governor of 
Ireland; to whom, on the 16th. of April following, Henry 
de Londres was added as Aſſiſtant or Co-adjutor { at leaſt in 
Eccleſiaſtical Matters,and for the Reformation of the Chur 
The King ſent a Writ to the Lord Jaſtice, giving hi 
thanks for his faithful Service to the deceaſed King Goh : 
and deſiring that he would perſevere in the like to himſelf, 
eſpecially during his Minority, when he ſtood: in need of 
the Lord Juſtices aſſiſtance and advice, and requires him 
'to take the Oath of Fealty of the Nobility of Ireland, and all 
others that are obliged thereto ; and aſſures rhem, they 
ſhall enjoy the fame Liberties in Ireland, as he hath grant- 
ed to his SubjeQts in England. 

There was alſo another Writ ſent to the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, to aſſiſt the Lord Juſtice in the Kings Ser- 
vice : And there was yet another Writ for a thouſand Ba- 
cons, two Ship-load of Corn, and a Ship-load of Oats.

The King, in the fifch Year of his Reign, wrote to all the 
Ports of Ireland, To make ſome Gallies in their reſpeQive 
Havens, for the Defence and Security of him and his Kingdom 
of Ireland, And inthe tenth Year of his Reign, he prevail- 
ed with the Pope to write to the Iriſh Biſhops, - to give him a 
Subſidy. -. And now, the eleventh Year of his Reign, . the 
Pope did write to the Clergy, To give Subſidiary Aid: to the

The King ſent to the Lord Juſtice for Aid againſt the 
Welſh, which it feems was long a coming 3 but at length it 
did come, under the Condutt of the Lord Juſtice, and Phe- 
lim O Connor ; they Landed in the Ile of Ampleſey, and pil- 
laged the Iſland, and were haſtning to the Ships with their

Fr By which Writ it appears, that the King did- defign thiat 
i ho Iriſh who wou T ive as SubjeQs, ſhould have the 
benefit of che Engliſh Laws ; but chat ſuch of the Triſh;/as 
were Enemies, or Rebels, and would not be Amefneble {to 
Law, ſhould oot have any Advantage by the Law. _ 
' But now the King, to qualifie his Son for a Marriage with 
the Infants of Spain, amongſt other things, gave the King- 
dom of Ireland to Prince Edward and his Heirs, in as amp 


manner as himſelf enjoyed it, except the Cities of Dabhn and jb. 


Limrick ; nevertheleſs, with this expreſs Condition in the 
Patent, Ita quod non ſeparetur 4 Corona Anglia : Where- 
upon Ireland was called the Larid of the Lord Edwejd, and 
thc Officers there, were tiled the Officers of Edward, Lord 
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of Ireland ; and the Writs did alſo runin the Name of the 


Prince, 

1o the fame Year ( but I ſuppoſe, before the Donation to 
the Pritce ) the King ſetit a Writ to the Nobility of Ireland, 
moſt _ deſiring their Afiſtance, with Men and Ships, 
for his/Wars in Geſcomy. 

But the Prince had ifued a Writ of Entry out of the Chan- 
cery of Ireland, agamift the Biſhop of Leſmore, which was 
illufory tothe Laws of England, eftabliſhed by the King and 
King John ; and therefore upon Complaint, the King ſent 
the following Order to ſtop any farther Proceedings upon the 
aforefaid illegal Writ ; which 1 do the rather'recite at large, 
becauſe it juſtifies my Aſſertion, that Ireland is infeparable 
from the Crownof England ; ſineo we find the King effeQu- 
ally interpoſe, to reihe Miſcarriages there, notwithſtand- 
ing the aforeſaid Donation tothe Prince, which was as full 
as it could be worded.

Alan dels Zouch , who had been Chief Juſtice of the 
Kings Bench in England, 34 Her. 3. was now made Lord 
Juſtice of 1reland ; he had the Misfortune to be ſlain in Weſt- 
minſter-Hall, by John Earl of Warren and Surrey, half Bro- 
ther to the King : In his time ſome Rebel Iriſhmen were 
coming to aid the Earl of Cheſter againſt the King ; but Prince 
Edward, with the Engliſh Navy, had the good Fortune to 
meer with the Iriſh Fleet, and to fink moſt of their Ships, ſo 
that few of the Men were left alive to return. Now

_ * Now flouriſhed that famous Mathematician Johannes de 
Sacroboſco, who was born at Holywood in Fingal, not far 
from-Dublin, and thence had his Name, de ſacro boſeco, 5. e. 
Holy wood. 

It ſeems thatthe Prince, by Virtue of the aforeſaid Grant, 
would have removed the Lord Juſtice, and put another in 
his Room : Bur the King, by the Advice of the Barons of 
Englend,. wrote to the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, Pri- 
ors, Barons, Knights, &c. That he heard his Son deſigned 
to make a new Juſtice in Ireland ; and to'put his Caſtles in- 
to ſuch Hands as it might be great Damage, and not with- 
out fear of their difinheriting; and therefore commands 
them not to obey ſuch Juſtice, 'Conſtables-or Keepers of 
Caſtles, made or appointed without his Letters Patents, by 
Advice and Aſſent of his Council. 

After the ſame manner he wrote to all the Mayors and 
Communities of Cities and Towns in Irelaxd, and to the 
Conſtables of Caſtles ; and alſo commanded Alan de {a Zpwch, 
his Juſticiary,not to obey or give up his Authority to any new 
| Juſticiary or Conſtable, that ſhould come without his Let- 
ters Patents.. But it ſeems this Matter was ſetled, for the 
next Year we find | 

Stephen de long Eſpee, Lord Juſtice (ſome call him Earl of 
Salizbury, and Burlace files him Earl of V/fter ; but T think 
there is no Ground for eicher of the Titles ) he encountred 
O Neale, and flew him, and three hundred fifty two Iriſh- 
men in the Streets of Down ; but not long after - 5 Lord Ju- 
ſtice was betrayed, and murdered by his own People. And 
thereupon 

William Den was choſen Lord Juſtice : In whoſe Time the 
Mac Carthyes plaid the Devil in Deſmond , ( they are the 
Words .of my Author) and by Ambuſcade furprized and 
ſlew Thomas Fitz-Giraid and John his Son, at Calan in Def- 
moxd, together with many Knights and Gentlemen of that 
Family ; whereupon the Carthjes grew {0 high, that for the 
ſpace of twelve Years, the Gira/dnes durſt not put a Plow in 
the Ground in Deſmond ; until ſome .Fewds arofe between 
the Irifh of Carby and Maskry, and between the Carrhyes, 
Driſcols, Donovans, Mahonyes and Swinyes ; fo that they 
alſo weakned and deſtroyed one another; and the Giraldines 

n to recover their Power and Authority again : But the 
Lord Juſtice died rhis Year ; and 

Richard de Capella, or Capel,was made Lord Juſtice :' In his 
Time aroſe a great Contention, between the Prior and Con 
vent of Chrift-Church, and the Corporation of Dublin, abbut 
the Tir-Fiſh of the River Liff. | 
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The Burks and the Geraldines quarrelled about ſome Lands 
in Connaught,to that degree,that they filled the wholeKingdom 
with War and Tumult; and Maurice Fitz-Maurice Fitz-Girald 
( not the Earl of Deſmond, but the ſame that afterwards, 
anno 1272, was Lord Juſtice ) and John Fitz-Thomas ( at- 
terwards Earl of Kz/dare) at a Meeting at Caſtle- Dermond, 
ſeized upon the Lord Juſtice, and Richard Burk, Heir appa- 
rent of V/fter ( afterwards called the Red Ear!) Theobald 
Butler, Miles Cogan, &c. and impriſoned them in the Caſtle 
of Ley. Bur ſoon after a Parliament met at Xzlkenny, and 
ordered them all to be releaſed ; which was done ac- 
cordingly. 

In the mean Time the King wrote to the Arcbiſhop of 
Dsblin, the Biſhop of Meath his Treaſurer, Walter de Bur 
or Burk, Maurice Fitz- Maurice Fitz-Girald, That he hea 
there was like to be great Diſlention between the great 
Men of Ireland, and therefore ordered them to ſecure the 
Peace of the Nation. : And ſent them farther private Inftru- 
Qtions by Robert Waſpail (who carried thoſe Letters) to 
whom he commanded them to give Credit : And not long 
after the Lord Juſtice was removed ; and | 

David Barry ( the worthy Anceſtor of the Noble Family of 
Barrymore ) was made Lord Juſtice ; he'fo managed the Gz- 


raldines, that he took from them the Caſtle of S/;go, and all. 


their Lands in Connaught ; and thereby put an End to thoſe 
Wars and Differences that were between them and the Burks. 
And in his Time, the Friers Preachers were ſerled at Roſs, 
K#lkenny and Clonmel. | 


Sir Robert de Ufford was made Lord Juſtice of Ireland, and. 


began to build the Caſtle of Roſcomor. i Inrhis Time Cxo2hor 
O Brian, of Thomond, was {lain, (#. e. murdered) by Der- 
mond mac Monard, and Maurice Fitz-Girald (not of Deſmond, 
as the Annals ſay, but Son of Maurice Lord Juſtice, anno 
1272) was drowned between Irelexd and Wales. And about 
this Time came over a Writ, from the King, to levy Aurum 
Regine, for Elianor the Prince's Wife, as was uſed in Ex. 
gland ; which you may read at large 4 1»f. 357. On which 
I will make but this one Remark ; That if che Sovereignty of 
Iraland were in the Prince, how comes the King to ſend the 
Writ ? :

Richard de Excefter, Lord Juſtice : In whoſe time Orhobor, 
the Pope's Legate, made excellent Conſtitutions at Londor : 
He made a more firm Peace and Reconciliation between the 
Burks and Giralaines : And not long after died ; -and 
Sir James Audly, or de Aldethel, was made Lord Juſtice ; 
and had a very unfortunate Government of it, for the Iriſh 
were every Where troubleſome : Ws 5 omnes Hiberni guerra- 
verunt, & omnes munitiones ( Fortitications) 1» Ophaly, pre- 
rer Caſtrum de Lega (Ley ) deſtrutti ſunt, & Anglict inde 
expulſt, & magna > db utrinſque nationis fatta eſt in Connacis. 
The Iriſh burn'd, ſpoil'd, deſtroyed and flew, as well _ 
ſtrates as others ; and the King of Connaxght, in plain Field, 
defeated Walter Burk, Earl of Ulſter, and: killed 'a great 
number of Nobles and Knights, and particularly the Lords 
Richard, and John. Verdon ;. and a great Famine and Peſti- 
lence ( the natural Conſequences of War ) ſpread over all 
Ireland, and ſorely afflited the whole Kingdom. The Caſtles 
of Aldletk, Roſcomon and Scheligah ( perhaps Sligo) were 
deſtroyed : Nevertheleſs, the Pope, without Regard to 
theſe Univerſal Calamities, required the Tiths of all Spiri- 
tual Promotions for three Years, to maintain his Wars 
againſt a Chriſtian King; wiz. of Arragon; and tho? the 
People murmured, and their —_ and Miſery pleaded 
loudly for them; yet the rapacious Nuntio would not go 
empty away. + | 

| On the 23 of Juze, 1272. the Lord Juſtice was killed by 
a'fall from his Horſe, in Thomond ; and 

Mazrice Fitz-Mazrice Fitz-Girald was made Lord Juſtice, 
and ſo continued, till the ſixteenth Day of November ; at 
which time the King died in Peace, , and full of Days, in his 
Palace at Lo»dor, having reigned longer than any King fince 

the Conqueſt, viz. fix and fifty Years, &c.

It is certain the Anſwer tothis Writ was in the Negative # 
and I ſuppoſe the Reaſon was, That ſince the Iriſh generally 
were not ameſnable to the Law, but ſtill uſed, and would 
uſe, their own Brehon-Law and Taniſtry, it was not fit they 
ſhould have a general Benefit of the Laws of England; but 
rather, that every Perſon, Family or Sept, who would give 
ſome Aſſurance, or at leaſt Promile of Allegiance and Sub- 
miſſion to. the Engliſh Laws, ſhould by _ Writ, be ad- 
mitted to the Benefit of them ; and therefc

Stephen Fulborn, Biſhop of Waterford ( afterwards Arch- 
biſbopof Tzem ) was Lord Juſtice ; it ſeems he had been 
alſo Lord Treaſurer : And then the Iriſh made great Stirs in 
Connaught, Arlow, and Upper Ofſory, which coſt many Lives;

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but the Loſs fell heavieſt upon the principal Rebels, Mortegh 
and Art men Morongh were flain by Pengairt at Arclow ; and 
MacGi/patrick alſo: met with an umtimely Death jinConnesghr. 
And thefe Publick Conteſts were accompanicd with Private

ſes to be remembred, That the Oaftmen or Eaſterlings, 
had genefally the benefit of the Engliſh Laws, by Charters 
from King Hevry to cactr City : That' of Waterford is to. be 
ſeen in Sir Jobs Davis his excellent Diſcourſe, pag; 94. And 
it was this Year confirmedby King Edrard. 

Great part 'of the City of Dublin was this Year burnt, and 
the Steeple and Chaprer-blouſe of. Chrif-Charch did- not 
eſcape the Flames.; but the! Devout Citizens firſt made a 
Callettion for the Repair of-the Church, and then ſer them- 


ſelves to the re-edifying theix awn Houſes. 


And ſo we come to a Trial, / very umzſnal in Courts of Ju- 
Rice in Irelevd, tho? too frequent 1n the Field ; wiz. that of 
Battle ; for Jeofry Saiztleger, Biſhop of Offory, ina Writ 
of:'Right, for the Mannor of Sirekeren, in Ely 0 Carol, re» 
covered the ſame; and the Trial was by Battle, between 
- — Champion, and the Champion of his Ad- 
verſary. / 

The Lords and Potentates of Ophely were grown ſtrong 
enough to take and burn the Caſtle of Ley ; and it ſeems 
Theobald Verdon going to revenge that Injury, loſt both his 
Men and his Horſes ; which was followed with a greater 
Misfortune, for the next Morning Girald Fitz-Maurice was 
betrayed by his Followers, and taken Priſoner. 

Nor had the Engliſh better Succeſs at Rarhdod, for in an 
unfortunate Skirmiſh there, Sir Gerard Doget, Ralph Pertt, 
and many more were {lain ; and the Lord Geofry Genevil had 
much ado to ſave himſelf by Flight. 

Amidſt theſe Diſturbances, the Lord Juſtice obtained 
from the King a Penſion of fave hundred Pound per annum, 
for his Expence and Charge in the Goverament, to continue 
as long as his Juſticeſhip ; but if any extraordinary Accident 
ſhould require more Expence, than the Writ preſcribes, 
That a Vice-Treaſurer be appointed, to receive and pay the 
Revenue, as the Lord Juftice and the Court of Exchequer 


ſhall think fit. 


But the next Year was more favourable, ſo that Philip 
Stanton, in November, burnt Norwagh and Ardſcol, and 
other Towns ; and the great Rebel Calwagh was taken at 
Kildare ; which ſuperſeded theſe Stirs for a Time. 


Never- 
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Nevertheleſs, this Year was fatal to many Noblemen, 
vis. Maurice Fitz-Maurice, who died at Roſſe, as Girald 
Firz-Masrice Oge, did at Rathmore ; and the Lord Thomas 
de Clare could not eſcape the Common Fate, to which the 
Lord Juſtice himſelf was forced to ſubmit : So that 

John Sandford, Archbiſhop of Dublin, was choſen Lord 
Juſtice : His Government was the more uneaſie to him, be- 
cauſe Richard Burk, Earl of Ulſter, and Walter Lacy, Lord 
of Meath, confederated againſt Theobald de Verdovw, and Be- 
fieged him in the Caſtle of Arhloay, and came with a great 
Army as far as Trim: However, this was ina great mea- 
ſure recompenced, by the Plenty of the Year, which was 
ſo great, ( even in England ) that a Buſhel of Wheat was 
ſold for four Pence. 

It was uſual in this King's Reign, To ſend the new Engliſh 

Statutes, in ſome reaſonable time after they were made, to 
be proclaimed and obſerved in Ire/and : Thus, in the thir- 
teenth Year of his Reign, he ſent by Roger Bretun the Sta- 
tutes of Weſtminſter the firſt, of Gloceſter, of- Merchants, 
and of Weſtminſter the ſecond, to the Lord Juſtice ( Fulborne) 
to publiſh and notifie them to the People : And this Year the 
like was done by the Statute called, Ordinatio pro Stetu Hi- 
bernie, which was enafted in Exglend, and ſent to. Ireland, 
to be obſerved there ; ahd is to be ſeen in French; in the ſe» 
cond part of the Ancient Statutes, printed at London, 1532, 
And the Statutes of Lincoln and of Tork were alſo ſent to Ire- 
land, to be enrolled inthe Chancery, and tobe publiſhed and 
notified to the People, 20 Nowenb. 17 Edw. 1. And itis to 
be obſerved, That after Parliaments were held in Ireland, 
yet the Engliſh Statutes did extend to Ireland ; as the ele- 
venth of Edwerd III, of Drapery, and the tweaty ſeventh of 
Edward Ill, of the Staple ; and the fourth of Henry V, cap.6- 
touching the Promotion of Clerks of the Iriſh Nation; and 
many more. 
- But itis time to return to the Lord Juſtice, whoſe Service 
the King had occaſion to make uſe of in England, and in ſe- 
veral Foreign Embaſſies ; in all which he behaved himſelf 
honourably : He was ſucceeded in Irelandby 

William Veſcy, Lord Juſtice: Whoſe Government was 
diſturbed by O Hanlon in Ulſter, and O Mlaghlin in Meath, 
who were again in Rebellion; but Richerd Earl of Ulſter 
had the good Fortune to ſuppreſs O Hanlon with a few Blows : 
and the Lord Juſtice did as much 'for O Mlaghlin, and pur- 
ſued him fo cloſe, that at laſt he was taken and ſlain by -Meac 
Coughlan ; who grew ſo proud, upon that Service, that he 
ſet up for himſelf, and gave a great Defeat to William Burk, 
at Delvin, and to the Engliſh in Ophaty. 
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And tho? the King, in the thirteenth Year of his Reign, 
had a Grant from the Pope of the Tenth of all Eccleſiaſtical 
Revenues in Ireland, for ſeven Years, toward the Holy War, 
which was followed with a Grant of a Fifteenth, ' from the 
Temporality ; yet now, upon the Expiration of that Grant, 
he wrote to the Biſhops and Clergy for a Diſm of their Spiri- | 
tualities, to defray his Debts 1n redeeming his Nephew 
Charles. But they unanimouſly anſwered, Quod conceſſions 
petitionis prefate minime ſupercederent. But Cambden aſſures 
us, That the Temporality granted another Fifteenth. 

To this Lord Juſtice, Bao! King of Scorland did Homage, 
for ſome Lands he held in Irel/ard; and about the ſame time 
it was ordered, That the Treaſurer of Ireland ſhould account 
yearly at the Exchequer of Exgl/and : And the fame Year 
came over Gilbert de Clare, Earl of Gloceſter, whole Wite 
( Joan of Acres ) was the King's Daughter. 

But now there aroſe great Feuds between John Fitz-Thos 
mas Fitz-Girald, Lord of Ophaly, and the Lord Juſtice ; 
whereupon the Lord Juſtice did ſunderhand) encourage the 
Iriſh to do all the Prejudice they could to Firz-Girald and his 
Partiſans ; hence aroſe mutual Complaints, and reciprocal 
Impeachments ; fo that both of them went, (or were fent for) 
into Exglend : But it will not be unpleaſant to the Reader, to 
have thc Particulars of this famous Controverlie, in the 
Words of Holingfhead. 

The Lord Juſtice hearing many Complaints of the Oppreſ- 
ſions the Country daily received, which he thought re- 
fleted on him,and infinuated his male Adminiſtration, there- 
fore to disburthen and excuſe himſelf, he began, in miſty 
Speeches, to lay the Fault on the Lord John Fitz Giralds 
Shoulders, ſaying ( in parable wiſe ) © That he was a great 
* occaſion of theſe Diſorders, in that he bare himſelf in Pri- 
© vate Quarrels, as fierce as a Lyon, but in theſe Publick In- 
* juries, as meek asa Lamb. The Baron of Ophaly ſpelling 
and putting theſe Syllables together, ſpake after this Man- 


ner. 


My Lord, 
*JF Am heartily ſorry , that among all this Noble Afſ- 
«1 embly you make me your only Butt, whereat you ſhoot 
«your Bolt ; and truly were my Deſerts ſo hainous, as I ſup- 
* poſe you would wiſh them to be, you would not fabourto

The 
Baron of Ophaly not ſleeping, nor ſlacking his Matter, ſcud- 
ded with all haſte into E-eland, where he was no ſooner in- 
. ſhoared, than Veſcie ( atter he had ſubſtituted William Hay 
in his room.) was imbarked, making as hot foot after the Ba- 
ron as he could. The King and his Council underſtanding 
the occaſion of their ſudden Arrivals, to the ead the Truth 
ſhould be brought to light, appointed a ſet Day- for the de- 
ciding of their Controverlie, and that each of them ſhould 
ſpeak for himſelf what he could : Whereuon Yeſcje,. being 
commanded to begin, ſpake to this effect :

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William Dodingzel, Lord Juſtice, found Work enough to 
ſtruggle with theſe Difficulties, and the rather, beciuſe 
John Fitz-T homas appeared again with a great Army in 
Meath : But the Parliament foon afrer met at Kylkenny, and 
obliged him to releaſe the Earl of U/fer, taking his rwo Sons 
Hoſtages for him. And it ſeems that this did not fatisfie the 
Complainants,but that they impeached himat theParliamepr, 
in England, ( 23E.1.) for divers Offences\and Felonies 
done1n Ire/and. He proteſted hecould clear himſelf by Law, 
but becauſe he would not, cum ipſo Domino Rege placitare, he 


ſubmits himſelf wholly to the King's Favour ; into which 


he was received, upon Pledges for his future demeanour, and 
*cis probable he was alſo obliged to releaſe his: Claim to the 
Caſtle-of S/;zgo, and other his Lands 1n Connaught ; which 
was the Occaſion of all this Stir. | 

About Exfter the King built the Caſtle of Beaumorrs in 
Wales, for the better ſecurity ofa Paſſage to and from Ireland : 
And about the ſame time, the King required Aid, to marry 
his Siſter to the Emperour ; and ſuch as did conttibuite there- 
unto, -are mentioned in the Pipe-Rolls of the uer. 


In the mean time, on the third Day of April, the Lord 


Juſtice died; and during the Interval of Government, the 
Iriſh made uſe of the Opportunity, and waſted great part of 
Leinſter, burnt Newcaſtle, and many other Towns : But at 
length the Council choſe | 

Thomas Fitz- Maurice Fitz-Girald, Lord Juſtice, he was 
nicknamed Nappagh, Simiacis, or the Ape, becauſe when his 
Father and Grand-Father were murdered, at Calan, the Ser- 
vants ( on the news of it ) run out of the Houſe, as (if di- 
ſtrated, and left this Thomas in the Cradle; wheretpon an. 
Ape ( which was kept in the Houſe } took up the Child, 
and carried him to the top of the Caſtle of Traty; and 
brought him down Safe, and laid him in the Cradle; to the 
admiration of all the Beholders, 

This Lord Juſtice was Father of the firſt Earl of Deſmond, 
and was fo great a Man, that he is often ſtyled Prince and 
Ruler of Maznſter : But it ſeems he ſupplyed the Place of Lord 
Juſtice but a very ſhort time; for 

"John Wogan, Lord Juſtice, arrived from Exgland, on the 
eighteenth of OcZFober : He made a Truce for two Years, be- 
tween the Burks and the Giraldines ; and received a Writ to 
take the Fealty of the Abbor of Owzy, in the County of Lime- 
rick ; and having called a Partiament ( which it ſeems ſetled 
Matters to his Mind) he went with a ſmart Party, to aid 
the King in Scotland :* His Majeſty nobly feafted them, at 
Roxborough Caltle ; and they, in requital, did the King 
very good Service. But that you may ſee what ſort of Par- 
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liaments-were in {re/avnd, in thole Days, I will preſent the 
Reader with a Liſt of this Parliament.

John Wogan, Lord Juſtice, returned again from Scotland, 
in Ofober, and throughly reconciled the Burks and the Gzral. 
dines, and kept every thing ſo quiet, that we hear of no 
Trouble in a great while, except ſome Diſturbance che Iriſh 
gave g” the Lord Theobald de Verdun, in attacking his Caftle 
of Roch. | 

Pollard Mony was.now decryed both in Exglend and Tre- 
land ; and the King did again enter Scor/and, and ſent ro 
Treland for Aid ; and wrote not only to the Lord Juſtice, but « - 
alſo ſent particular Letters to every one of the Nobility to at- 
oO ay FEI 

 Whereupon the Lord Juſtice, accompanied by John Fitz- 
T homes, _ Peirce Briminzham, and many others, made a ſecond 
Expedition into- Scorz{and, with good Succels. - In the, mean 
time, part of the City of Dublin, and particularly $, Warberg's 
Church, . was burat, on S. Colmes Eve ; and the Iriſh were 
again at their uſual Pranks, taking Advantage of the Lord 
ARES ths. Juſtices 
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Juſtices abſence ( who I ſuppoſe did agagn depute William 
de Roſs) and in Winter aſſaulted and burnt Wicklow and 
Rathdan; but they were well paid for their pains, and in 
Lent had been ruin'd, but for the Difſention and Diſcord of 
the Engliſh; and in the Harveſt before , ſome of the Iriſh 
alſo had their ſhare of Civil Diſcord ; for they fell our a- 
moneſt themſelves, fo that the O Phelims and O Tools flew 
three hundred of the Birns, under the Notion of Thieves 
or Tories. | 
Neither was Munſter free from the like Calamity ; for it 
felt the heavy hand of Walter te Poer ; who burnt and wa- 
ſted great part of it : Nevertheleſs the Juſtices in Eyre fare 
this Year at Treds2h. And it ſecmsthat 1n thoſe days as well 
Common Pleas, as thoſe of the Crown, were tried before 
the chief Governor ; for I find this Entry 32 Ed. 1. A ate

John Wogan Lord Juſtice, being return'd, call'd a Parlia- 
ment ; : the Effe&ts whereof I find not; bur on the 17th: of 
Fanuaery iſſued a Commiſſion to Richard Earl of U/fter, the 
Lord Juſtice, and: Tho. Cantock Lord Chancellor, to ask a 
Subſidy from the Clergy, pro ſalvatione Corone ſue, &c. And 
the King wrote particular Letters to them, bur all to no pur- 
poſe : Nevertheleſs Pope Boniface would not be fo ſerved ; 
for he obtain'd ( or exatted ) from them a three years Diſme 
to aid the Church againſt the King of Aragoy. 
The Lord Edmond Butler recovered the Mannor of Holy- 
wood in Fingal, from the Archbiſhop of Drblin, by Fine” or 
Concord between them [( in the Kings Bench, lays Cambaer ), 
and the fame Archbiſhop took great pains to reconcile the 
two Churches of St. Parricts and Chriſt-Church in Dublin, ware de Pre- 
and made Articles berweenthem, which were not obſerved ; /- #10 
in the mean time, Hugh de Lacy preyed the Eftate of Hugh 7 39% 
Verneil, 1 ſuppoſe for ſome priyate Injuries. \ 
Richard Bark, Earl of Ulfter, a6companied” with Exſtare le I 3093s 
Poer and a good Army, went to aid the King 10 Scotland; and 
the Earl made thuty three Kaighrs in the Caſtle of DabJin, 
before he ſet out; and it is obſerVabke, that in all Commiſh- 
ons, and even in the Parhament:Rolls, this Earl is always 
- named 'before the Lord Juſtice. -*- b 
This Year died Gerald ,. eldeſt Son of the Lord' John Firz- 
Thomas, as alſo the Counteſs of Ulfer, and' William de Wel- 
lecby, and Sir Robert Percival were ſlain in Ofober ; alfoari 
Order 
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Order iſſued to pardon Maurice de Carew Four hundred pound 
Arrearages he owed the King for his Lands in Deſmond, be- 
cauſe he was. ſerving the King in Scorlavd ; and now again 
was a great part of Dubliz accidentally burnt. 

The next Year produced abundance of Villany ; for Jor- 
dan Comin, with his Complices, murdered Mortagh O Connor, 
Rigg of Ophaly, and Calwagh his Brother, and ſome others, 
at Pirece Brimingham's Houſe in Carbry, in the County of 
K#laare; and ſome Iriſh-mendid the like by Sir Gilber Sutton, 


Seneſchal of Wexford, at the Houſe of Heymond le Grace, and 


Hleymond himſelf had much ado to eſcape; and this year there 
was an Inqueſt of Trailbaſton. + | 

It ſeems the Mayor of Dublin had made ſome Complaints 
to the Iriſh Parliament, againſt the Treaſurer and Barons of 
the Exchequer ; which was adjourned or tranſmitted to 
England, and the Mayor was committed to the Tower, and 
fined, becauſe he. could not make out his Acuſation. 

.. The Year 1306. was not leſs bloody than the former ; for 
onthe 13th. of April, the O Dempſy3es made great Slaughter 
of the O Comnors, near Geaſhil in Ophaly, and O Dempſy Cap- 
tain of the Regays was there ſlain. 

Soon after which, O Bryan King of Thomond, was murder- 
ed; and Daniel Oge Mac Carthy did as much for his Father 
Donald Roe, King of Deſmond; to which we may add, that 
Pierce Briminghans was defeated.in Meath,; May 12, and Bal- 
Iymore was burnt by the Iriſh, and Henry Celſe was there 
kilPd. 

Hereupon great Wars enſued, and the Engliſh were ſum. 
moned out of other Provinces to the Relief of Leinſter ; they 
had a notable Battel at C/exfel, where'Sir Thomas Mandeville 
fought valiantly, till his Horſe was kill'd under him ; but 
what the Event of the Battel was, is not recorded.. - 

About this time, Thomas Cantock, Chancellor, being conſe- 


crated Biſhop of Ex-/y, made the greateſt Feaſt for poor and 


rich, that ever was ſeen in Ireland, to that day.  , 

This Year Merchod Ballagh was beheaded near to Merton, 
by Sir David Canton, or Condon, who was afterwards hang'd 
for it in Dublin, anno 1309. And on the firſt of May the O/- 
chiles ( perhaps O Kells.) .in Connaught, routed. and flew 
many Engliſhmen, and the Tories of Ophaly razed the. Caſtle 
of Geaſhil, and on the 6th of July burat the Town of Ley, 
and beſieged the Caſtle; butart length they were diſperſed 
by John Fitz-Thomas and his, Son-1n. Law Edmond le Butler, 

In the mean time, on the 7th of Fuly, this Noble and Vi- 
Etorious King died of a Dyſentery at Barough upon the Sand, 
in the five and: thirthieth-year of his Reign, and of his Age 
the ſixty eighth. $ Es 
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DW ARD the Second; ( ſtiled of Carnarven, 
the Place of his Birth) began his Reign on the 
ſeventh Day of July, 1307. with great Ap- 
plauſe both of Nobility and People.; but he ſoon 
diſappointed their good ExpeCtations, and not 
only recalled Genes contrary to his Fathers 

Expreſs and Laſt Commands, but alfo gave him the thirty 
two thouſand Pound, which his Father had ſpecially ap-

pointed for the Holy War ; moreover, he went ,to Bullojgn, Be, toy, 


and married 1/abe/,Daughter of Phi4zp the Fair, King of France, 
on the twenty ſecond Day. of January 1307, without any Por- 
tion in Mony : And on the twenty. fourth Day of February, 
both he and. ſhe were crowned at Weſtminſter, by Henry, 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, with exceeding Pomp. .._ 5 
- Astothe Affairs of Ire/and,they were little regarded at this 
time, ſo that there were ſmall or no Alterations in that 
Government; and | | | | 
Sir John Wogan ſtill continued Lord Juſtice; and'in Decem, 
received an Order to ſuppreſs the Knights Templars ; which 
Aa was 
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was effeQtually executed here, on the third Day of February, 
as it had been in Ezgland the ſeventeenth Day of January be- 
fore; ſothat the King got four hundred Pounds Worth of 
their Goods ; which it ſcefns was a great Sum in thoſe Days. 
This Year proved very unfortunate, as well by the Death 
of the famous Peter de Breminghan, on the tweltch of April, 
as by the Rebellious Diſturbances of the Iriſh ; amongſt 
whom Willign mac Balthar was moſt aftive, for he ahd his 
Conpliced burnt the Caftle of Kenn, on theeleventh of May, 
and {lew moſt of the Ward ; they alſo burnt the Town of 
Courcowly, -and on the ſixth of June diſcomfited the Lord 
Juſtice, near Glandelory, where John de S. Hogeline, John 
Narton and John Bretgn were ſlain ; and being elevated with 
this ucceſy off th& ſittteenth. of Fu#* they burtit Tobir, 
Dl»ltvan, nd thany ther Villages. \

of Azguſt the Rebels were diſperſed, and their Captain ,

He ſlew Dermond © Dempſy, a great Iriſh Captain, at 
Tully ; he ttrarched into Munſter, and ſubdued 'O Briar in 
Thomond ;. he rebuilt the new Caſtle of Mackinghaw, in the 
Kevin Country, and repaired the Caſtle of Kevm, and 


cut and cleanſed the Paces between that and Glendetorgh;, he 
was 
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was exceedingly beloved of the Soldiers, both for his Libe- 


rality and Valour, and might have done much Good there, 
ifhe had ſtaid longer. 

Nevertheleſs he could not brook Richard Earl of Uſer, 
who was the greateſt Lord in Jrelavd + This Earl (as it 
were to noſe Gaveffon ) did at Whirfontide, keep a great 
Feafbat Trim, and dub'd two of the Lacies Knights; and 
marched as far as Tyedagh, to encounter the Lord Lieutenant ; 
but on better Advertiſement he returnd. Pp. 

But the King impatient of Gaveſton's longer Abſence,  re- 
called him on the tweaty third of Jume ; and ſent in his 
Room | 

Six Fohn Wogan, Lord Juſtice; and in OcFober OO 
the Noble Lord, Roger Mortimer, came over with his Wite, 
| ( Heireſs of Xfearb) and had quiet Poſſeſſion of that Coun- 

try, the Grand-father { Sir Geofry Genevil.) entring into a 
Monaſtery. On the ſecond of February Sir Armold Poer flew 
Sir John Boxevil at Arſtol; but it was found to be in bis own 
Defence. And in the ſame February, there was a Parliament 
held at K;/kenny, before” the Earl of Y/fer and the Lord 
Juſtice, /according to the Cuſtom and Uſage of thoſe times) 
which appeaſed many Civil Diſcords,and enafted many good 
Laws ; which Mr. Pry» fſays,were printed in Bottox's Edition 
of the 1riſþ Statutes 1621. And hereckons this to be the firſt 
Parliament that was heldin Irelazd, except that of Henry 1I, 
aforeſaid ; but witout queſtion he is miſtaken. 

Andit ſeems, That in the beginning of the next Year, or 
the latter end of this, there was another Parliament (or 
Aſſembly of the great Men) at Kz/dere; where Poer was 
acquitted of the Death of Bozevil. 

About this time Wheat was fold for twenty Shillings the 
Erane; and the Bakers were drawn on Hurdles, through the 
Streets of Dublin, for their Knavery. 

In the Year 1310. Richard de Havering, who under Pre- 
tence of the Popes Proviſion, had aſſumed the Title of Arch 
biſhop of Dubl;z, and enjoyed all the Profits of that See with- 
out Conſecration, for four Yearsand upward, was fo terri- 
hed by a Dream, that he reſigned his Biſhoprick to the Pope 
that gaveit him : And though Alexander Bricknor had the 
better in the EleCtion, the ſeventeenth of March, 1610, yet 
FJoha Lech ( by the Power and Favour of the King) enjoyed 
the Biſhoprick, and begun the Controverſie wth Rowland 
Forſe, Archbiſhop of Armagh, about elevating his Croſier, 
inthe Province of Lez»/ter, and managed it fo dextroufly, 
or rather ſo violently, that he forced the Primate to fly by 
Night, in his Pontificals, from Howth tothe Priory of Grace 

Dies, and thence chaſed him our of the Dioceſs ( or rather 
Province 
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Province) of Dublin, and in the ſame year the Judges of 
the Court of Kings Bench were reduced to the number of 
Three. | 

| The Year 1311 was troubleſome enough ; for, in May, 
Richard Earl of Viſter invaded Thomond, and marched up to 
Bunratty, where Richard de Clare met, 'and defeated him, 
and took him , the Lord Will:am Burk , and others of his 
Kindred Priſoners, and flew Johnde Lacy, and many more 
of the Earls Followers ; and in November following the ſame 
Richad de Clare defeated the Iriſh, and ſlew Six hundred 
Galloglaſſes. 

Nor were the Civil Diſcords leſs amongſt the Iriſh ; for 
Donough O Bryan was murdered by his own Men in Thomond, 
and .Fohn Mac O Hedan was {lain by O Molmoy, and William 
Roch was murdered by a Tory ; However, the Birnes and 
Tools were numerous enough to invade T aſlagard and Rath- 
canle, and to terrifie Dublin, by lurking up and down the 
Woods of Glenaelory : Nor could the State ſuppreſs them, 
becauſe Robert Verdon began a Riot in Urgile, and was ſo 
powerful, that he defeated the Lord Juſtice and his ſmall 
Army, July 7. 1312. but afterwards ( upon better conftde- 
ration ) he voluntarily ſubmitted himſelf to the Kings Mer- 
cy ; whereupon the Lord Juftice went for England, and left 
in his ſtead 

Sir Edmond Butler, Lord Deputy, who being'now at lei- 
ſure to deal with the Bzrzes and Tools, he manag'd that Af- 
fair ſo well, that he ſoon forc'd them to ſubmit ; and then 
ſent his Father-in Law, the Lord John Fitz Thomas ( after- 
wards Earl of K;/dare) General into Munſter ; who., at 
Adare Knighted Nicholas Fitz Maurice ( afterwards Lord of 


| Kerry ) andothers. 


This Year was famous. for two mighty Marriages, of Mau- 
rice ( afterwards Earl of Deſmond ) and Thomas Fitz John, 
afterwards Second Earl of K;/dare, tothe two Daughters of 
the Earl of Ulſter. 

But theſe Rejoycings were ſoon over, and the Misfortunes 
of the Engliſh in Scor/avd, drew.on a Scotch Invaſion of Tre- 
land. 

At firſt, the Scots only ſent ſome Boats to prey the Coſts 
of Ulſter, which were well reſiſted ; but before the year was 
out, Edward Bruce came in Perſon ; he forc'd and rob'd the 
Caſtle of Mar, and took the Lord O Doxel Priſoner ; it 
ſeems he retir'd again, to collect a greater Army, and the 
Deputy (after he had on Michae/mas day made one and thirty 
Knights in the Caſtleof Dublin, and had taken the beſt care 
he could to defend the Realm againſt the Scots )' was ſent for 
to England ; and, 
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Sir Theobald de Verdon was made Lord Conſtable or Juſtice 
of .Ireland, 31 Dec. 1314. In whoſe timethe King ſent Jaba; 
de Hothums Clerk, into Irelaxd, to treat with the great Men 
there, about the Kings Aﬀairs, and by him, ſeat Writs, .in 
the Nature of Letters of Credence, to Richard Earl of Viſter, 
and all the reſt of the Nobility by Name, and a general Wrir, 
or Letter to the Lord Juſtice and the great Officers of State, 
tothe ſame effe&t ; and another Writ to afſiſt; him, and: to, 
- ſummon the Nobility to a general Meeting, that Hothum 
might communicate the Kings Pleaſure unto them, 

He alſo ſent Writs to the Lord Juſtice, the Earl of Uſer, 
and ſeveral other great Men, to attend; his Parliament in 


England ; and to appoint a ſufficieat Deputy or Keeper of 


Treland till their Return ; And becauſe the Words, Veftrumg;* ,,;, 


Concilium impenſurt are omitted, Mr. Prin oblerves rightly, 
that theſe Iriſh Lords went as Commiſſioners or Agents from 
Ireland, to inform the King and Parliament of the ſtate of 
Afﬀairs there, and did not go to ſerve in Parliament, as my 
Lord Cooke would have it. n 
I donot find whether the Lord Juſtice went or not, nor, 
(if he did ) what Deputy or Keeeper of Ireland was appoint- 
ed in his room ; but whoever had it, 'did not keep the Of 
fice long ; for on the 27th of Febr. ks . 
Sir Edmond Butler, Lord Juſtice returned ; and ſoon after, 
viz. on the 25th. of May 1315, Edward Brace and fix thou- 
{and Scots Landed near Carigfergws in Ulſter ;\ with them 
joyned {Everal of the Iriſh , and together they. marcht to 
Dundalk, which they took and burat on the. 29th. of Jure ;, 
they alſo ſpoil'd Urgile, and drove moſt of the, Engliſh out 
of Ulſter.

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But let us return to Bruce, who on Midſummer-Day ſum- 
moned Carigfergws ; and though eight Ships were ſent thither 
from Tredagh, yet the Garrilon were reduced to the extre- 
mity of eating Leather, and of —_ on eight Scots, who 
were their Prifoners ; and ſo were at length forced by 'Fa- 
mine to ſurrender in the latter end of Auguſt. 

Nor did better News come from Connaught, where O Con- 
or defeated a Party of the Engliſh, and ſlew the Lord 


' Stephen of Exeſter, Miles Cogan, and eighty of the Baryyes 


and Lawleys. 

But this Misfortune was not long unrevenged, for on the 
fourth Day of Auguſt, William de Burgo and Richard de Bre- 
mingham, encountred Fylemy O Connor, King of Connaught, 
and a numerous Army of I1riþ, near Athenry, with prodi- 
gious Succeſs, for they ſlew the King of Connaught and eight 
thouſand of his Men : The Valour of Huſſy, a Butcher of 
Athenry, was very remarkable on this Ogcaſion, for he 
fought with O Kelly and his _ together, and flew them 
both ; for which he was knighted, and is Anceſtor of the 
reputed Barons of Galtrim. h 

They ſay Athenry was walled with the Plunder of this 
Battle, and that the brave Brimingham was made Baron of 
Athenry tor this noble Service ; and his Heir is now the firſt 
Baron in Ireland. 

About the ſame time, viz. in Auguſt, 1316. O Hanlon 
came for Contribution to Dundalk ; but the Townſmen 
( under Robert Verdox, who loſt his Life in the Service ) en- 
tertained them ſo valiantly, that O Hanlon was forced to 
leave two hundred of his Followers behind him. | 

About the end of Auguſ# died the Noble Earl of Kzldare, 
and was ſucceeded by his Son Thomas. 

On the fourteenth of September, Burk and Briminghan got 
another Viftory in Conaught, and ſlew five hundred Iriſh, 
and their Captains Connor and Mac Kelly; and in the latter 
end of Offober, John Loggan and Hugh Biſſet , routed the 
Scots in V/fter, and ſlew one hundred with double: Armour, 
and two hundred with ſingle Armour, befides many of their 
naked Followers,and ſent Priſoners to Dublin Sir Aler Stewart, 
Sir John Sandale, and other Scotchmen. | 

In December the Lacies procured themſelves to be Indifted 
and Acquitted of introducing the .Scots into Ireland, and 
then had the King's Charter of Pardon ; whereupon they 


- renewed their Oath of Fealty, and took the Sacrameat to 


corroborate the ſame. 

The Scots ( being joyned with the Iriſh of U/fer ) ga-- 
thered a numerous Army, computed tobe near twenty thou- 
ſand Men ; ant in Lent they marched as far as S/aze, de- 
ſtroying the Country as they went, The 


CH 
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The Earl of V/fer was then at S. Mary Abbey near Dublin, 
but ſome Miſunderſtanding hapning between him and the 
Citizens, Robert Notingham, then Mayor of Dublin, cauſed 
the Earl to be impriſoned in the Caftle of Dublin, and in the 
Fray ſeven of the Earl's Servants were lain; and the Abby 
was ſpoiled, and ſome of it burnt. | 

Hereupon Brace maxched toward Dublizi, and took the 
Caſtle of Kyock, and the Lord Hugh Tyrrel in it, who with 
his Wife, were afterwards ranſomed for a piece of Mony. 
The Dublinians burnt the Suburbs to ſecure the City, ſome 
Churches were deſtroyed in this Hurry, and the Cathedral 
of S. Patricks did not eſcape : But Bruce underſtanding the 
City was well walled, and that the Citizens reſolved to de- 
fend it, he turned aſide to the Naas, ' being-conduted and 
adviſed by Lacy, notwithſtanding his aforeſaid Oath. Ar 
the Naas they ſtaid two Days, ſpoiled the Churches, opened 
the Tombs to ſearch for Treaſure, and at laft burnt the Town, 
and thence marched to Caſtledermort, Gauran and Callan, de- 
{troying the Country as they went. 

And what better could be expeted, when the King's Au- 
thority was ſo little regarded in Ireland, that his Writ (to 
_— Earl of Ulfter ) was diſobeyed by the Mayor of 

lin. 

Some of the V/er-Men pretended an Averſion againſt the 
Scots, and deſired Aid and Commiſſion from the King ; they 
had the Commiſſion at laſt, and the King's Standard was de- 
livered to them, but they did more harm with it than the 
Scots had done ;" they ſo behaved themſcives (if you believe 
my Author ) that they purchaſed the Curie. of God and 
Man. 7 

Bruce marched near Limerick, to Kenli in Ofſory, and 
about Palmſunday he came to -C:ſbe! , ' and thence marched 
to Nenagh, waſting all the Lord Juſtice's Eſtate in the Coun- 
ties of Kylkenny and T yperary. | 

In the mean time, the Engliſh Lords were Aſſembled at 
K;lkenny , and had gathored a numerous Army, conliſting 
( of all forts ) of thirty thouſand Men, and under the Con- 
duCt of the Lord Juſtice and Earl of Xz/dare, defigned to pur- 
ſue the Scots ; when on Thurſday .in Eafter-weck there arrived 
at Toughal | bl 

Roger Mortimer Lord Juſtice, ; cum trigints & ofto Milits- 
bus; who immediately ſeat word to the Engliſh Generals, 
not to fight till he came ; but Brace ( upon notice of his Ar- 
rival ) marcht toward K;ldare, and ſo to Naas; and 'tho? 
he lurkt almoſt a week in the 'Woods near Trim, to re- 
freſh his Men, yet afterwards he made ſuch hafte, that in 
the beginning of May he got __ Ulſter. 
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The Lord Juſtice (ſeeing Brace had retreated ) ſuffered 
his voluntary Army, which rhe Iriſh call ( a riſing out ) to 
return to their.own homes, the better to refreſh themſelves, 
till anew Summons, and went himſelf to D#blin, and with 
the Lord Wogan, Sir Falk Warren, and thirty Knights more, 
he held a Parliament at Kzimainham ; where the deliverance 
of the Earl of Uſer was the chief thing treated of z and it 
was at laſt effeted at a ſecond Meeting of the Parliament 
about Whitſontide ; that, Earl firſt taking an Oath on the Sa. 
crament, neither by himſelf, his Friends or Followers, to 
grieve thoſe of Dublin fot his Apprehenſion. 

To all theſe Misfortunes was added that of a prodigious 
Dearth 3 Wheat was ſold for three and twenty Shilliags the 
Cronoge, Oats ſix Shillings, and Wine eighteen pence a 
Quart, and other things proportionably ; ſo that many died 
for want. $87, 

The Lord Juſtice, about #/41i:ſontide, marched to Tre- 
dagh, and thence to Trim; and Rnt for the Lacies, who not 
only refuſed to:come, but murdered the. worthy Meſſenger 
Sit Hugh Crofts ; but the Lord Juſtice foon revenged that Af- 
front ; for he waſted rhe Lands, and ſeized on the-Goods of 
the Lacies, flew many of. their Men, atnd drove themſelves 
into Connaught, and proclaim'd them Traytors, and fo te- 


_ rwrn'd to Dub/i» by the way of Tredagh. 


The Lord Juſtice had now-eiſure to afſail O Fervid, whom 
he ſoon forced to ſubmit 5 as did alſo ſoon after O Berye, tho?

the Iriſh of Om:ayle, wherein the Iriſh were worſted.

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DW ARD the Third ( upen the Refigna-

© Tt was 4"cothimion thing for the Great Men of Fetend- / as 
welt Irifh' as Engliſh ): upon private 'Quarrels to make War 
ons with another, and ſometimes upon very flight occafions ; 
an Inſtance whereof happeged at this time';;for Mawrice Fitz- 
Thenas COSEAS Eart of Deſmond) being diſpufted with 
the Lord A#nold Poer, for calling himy Rimer, did effociate 
with” the Butlers and Birminghams ( as Poer did with the 
Blrks') and began a War, that bad like to have been fatal 
tothe Biygks and the Poers; many of them were {lain, and 
more of them #riven into Commaxght, and their Lands were 
bUrTg ang preyed.

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firlt Aggrelſor, and therefore the unlucky Cauſer of all thoſe 
Calamitics and Deſolations that enſued) that he fled ro Wa- 
zerford, and thence into England. | 
The Army of the Fitz-Giralds and their Confederates, 
was mightily increaſed, in enpofingien of a greater reſilt- 
ance than they found ; but afloon as they underſtood that 
Poer was fled, they executed their Revenge upon the Lands 
of their Enemies, which had been to that time left unde- 
ſtroyed. They grew fo formidable, evea to the Cities and Contden, 181 
Towns, that they fortitied and provided againſt them; but 
upon notice of this, the Confederates immediately ſent word 
to the Lord Juſtice, that they deſiga'd no prejudice to the 
King or his Towns; but had aflembled, to revenge them- 
ſelves of their Enemies, and that they were ready to appear 
before him at Kz/kenny, to clear themſelves. 
And accordingly in Lent, they did meet at Ayltenny with 1, 27;

ſeems, was begun at the aforeſaid Parliament at Northampton, 
and noweffeCted at this Parliament in Ire/and : Whereupon,

But a ſtrange Accident fell out at this Parliament ; for the

And the young Lord 
Roch prevaiPd with the King to reduce (to ten pounds) a 
Fine of two hundred Marks, impos'd on his Father for ab- 
ſenting himſelf from the Parliaments of - 20 Eaw.

Maarice Fitz-Girald broke his Leg by a Fall from his 
Horſe, and was thereby hindred from repairing to England , 
as he had promiſed and deſigned ; but now being recovered, 
he went thither, and was well received by the King, and crea- 
ted Earl of Deſmond, 9 Ea. ;.

at 

Sir Thomas Rokeby, Lord Juftice, came over the 2oth of 
_ and afterward he returned to Englevd, and 


Maurice de Rochford, Biſhop of Limerick, Lord Deputy, 
who held that Place, and diſcharg'd it worthily, uatil 
. Sir Thomas Rokeby, Lord Juſtice, returned.; he brought 
with him ten men at Arms, and twenty Archers, which were 
allowed him. by the King aver and above the ordinary Reti- 
nue of twenty Men. 

About this time lived Sir Robert Savage, a. very conlidera- 
ble Gentleman in V/fter, who began to fortifie his dwelling 
Houſe with ſtrong Walls and Bulwarks ; but his Son derided 


the Fathers Providence and Caution, affirming,that a Caſtle 


of Bones was better than a Caſtle of Stones ;- and thereupon, 


the old Gentleman put a ſtop to his Building, It hapned 


that this brave Man with his Neighbors and Followers, were 
to ſet out againſt a numerous Rabble of Iriſh, that had made 
Jacurſions into their Territories ; And he gave Orders to 
provide plenty of good Cheer againſt his return ; but one of 
the Com reprov'd him for doing ſo ; alledgiog, that he 
could not tell but the Enemy might cat what he ſhould pro- 
vide; to whom the valiant old Geotleman replied, That he 
hoped better from their Courage ; but that it it ſhould hap- 
pen that his very Enemies ſhould come to his Houſe, be 
ſhould be aſham'd if they ſhould find ic yoid-of good Cheer. 
[The Event was ſuitable co the Bravery of the Uadertakiog ; 
Old Savage bad the killing of three thouſand of the Irifh 
near Atria, and return'd joytully home to Supper. 

Butlet us retura ©o the Lord Juſtice ; of whom it is re» 
corded, chat he us'd. to ſay, That he wonld rather eat bis Meat 
iu wooden Difbes, and pay Gold and Silver for it, than toeat is 
Golden Difbes, and make wooden Payment ; However, on the 
20th day of Joly 1355.he did reſign to 
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Maurice Fitz-Girald, Earl of Deſmond, Lord Juſtice ; he 
obtained ſo.much favour in Ezgland, that he had this Office 
granted to him for Life, which expired the 25th day of Ja- 
nuary ; he was ſo juſta man, that he ſpared not his very Re- 
lations when they were criminal. And about this time the 
Barons of the Exchequer were reduced to Three, and Fohn 
de Pembrook, Chancellor of the Exchequer, was made the 
third Baron. 

Sir Thomas Rokeby, Lord Juſtice, returned again to Tye- 
land, and held a Parliament at 'Xz/kenny ; at which many 
good Laws were enacted. In his time a Memorable Writ 
was {ent tothe Lord Juſtice and Chancellor , reciting, That 
whereas the SubjeCt found great difficulty to. get Reſtitution 
{. according to Law) of ſuch Lands as were at any time ſeiz- 
edinto the Kings Hands ; And whereas, they refuſed in Parlia- 
ments here, to take cognizance of erronious Proceedings in 
the Kings Courts, but put the Subje& to the trouble and 
charge of proſecuting a-Writ of 'Error.in England, the Kin 
orders amendment and:Reformation in both thoſe Caſes. And 
not long after, this worthy Lord Juſticedicd at the Caftle of 
Kzlkea, and was ſucceeded by 7f 

Almaricus de Sanito Amands, Lord Juſtice ; in whoſe time 


| a great Controverſie happened between. the Archbiſhop of 


Armagh andthe Regulars : but at length {/ by the favour of 
the Pope ) the Friers got the better of the Biſhop. 

To this Lord Juſtice the King ſent a Writ or Commiſſion, 
authorizing him , with the: Advice. of .the Chancellor and 
Treaſurer, to give a ſpecial Pardon to as many Engliſh or 
_ as he ſhall think fit, for all Crimes, except Trea- 
on. 

Moreover, for the better inſtruQtion of the People, and 
becauſe of the Non-reſidence of their Paſtors, the King, by 
his Sovereign Eccleſiaſtical JurisdiQion, Authoriz'd-and Li- 
cenc'd the Archbiſhop of D«b/;z to conſtitute perpetual Vi- 
cars it all Benefices and Prebendaries belonging to his Arch- 
biſhoprick, and of the _ Patronage, with certain pro- 
portions of greater and leſſer Tithes, and other Profits, to 
thoſe who ſhould reſide upon them. h 

But ( which was more than all this) the King by advice 
of his Council, made moſt. excellent Ordinances in England, 
for the better Government of the Church and State .of Tre- 
land, and the maintenance of the good Laws and Statutes 
of England there eſtabliſhed, they are to be found at large in 
Prins Animadverſions on the 4th 1nſtir. pag. 287. and there- 
fore are omitted here ( being very. long, though allo very 


good ) only this muſt be obſerved, that the Clauſe former-

James, Earl of Ormong, Lord Juſtice, was commonly ſti- 
led The Noble Earl, becauſe he was of the Royal Blood, be- 
ing great Grand-ſon to King Edward the firſt. -- 

In his time, the King ordered Proclamation to be made in- 
Irelend, That no Meer Iriſbman ſhould be Mayor, Bayliff, or 
Officer of any Town within the Engliſh Dominion ( 5. e; 
the Pale ) nor be advaneecd to any Ecclefiaf? cali Benefice or 
Promotion ; but the next Year, the King, by his Writ explains 
the former Proclamation, and orders that it ſhall not extend 
to any Iriſh CItrks, who have done him Service, or are Loy- 
al to him. 

But it ſeems that the Lord Juſtice was ſent-for into Eng- 
land, and until his Return, Fj 

Maxrice Fitz-Girald | Earl of K;jldare, 'was conſtituted 
Lord Juſtice, by Patent under the Great Seal of Ireland; he 
was to have the uſual Sallary of five hundred pound 
annum, maintaining thereout Ninteen Horſemen beſides him- 
ſelf; but he did not continue long in this Station before 

James Earl of Ormond, Lord Juſtice, return'd ; and the 
King intending to ſend his Son to ſre/and, with a good Force, 
ſummoned the Ducheſs of Norfolk, and all other” Noble and 
Gentle Men and Women that held Lands in Ireland, to ap- 
pear in Perſon or by Proxy, before him and his Council, to 
adviſe concerning the Defence of Ireland, and ro repair to 
that Kingdom in Perſon ( with alt the Forces they could 
raiſe) by -a certain Day, or to ſend their ſufficient Deputies 
to aſſiſt the Kings Son in Defence of the Country. 

And the ſame Day ifſued a Writ 'or Proclamation, prohi- 
biting the tranſporting of any Corn or Vittuals our of Ire- 
land on pain of Forteiture ; and another Proclamation or 
Writ, to ſeize all the Lands or Tenements purchaſed in Ire- 
land by any of the Kings Officers without his ſpecial Licenſe, 
contrary tothe aforeſaid Ordinance of Eaw, 2. And ſd on the 
8th day of September, Kk Lionel 
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Lionel Duk of Clarence, Earl of Ulſter, and Lord of Com. 
vaught, came over Lord Lieutenant, and brought with him 


an Army of fifteen hundred men by the Pole, and his Enter-

tainment was thirteen ſhillings and four pence per diem, and 
two ſhillings apiece for eight Kaights, ſix pence apiece for 
three hundred and ſixty Archers on Horſeback, out of Law-

_ Under him/was Ralph Earl of Stsfford, who had (ix ſhil- 
lings and eight pence per diem, for himſelf; four ſhillings 
for. a. Baneret,. two ſhillings apiece for ſeventeen Kaights, 
twelve apiece for ſeyeaty eight Eſquires, and (ix pence 
apiece for an hundred Archers on Horſeback, and four pence 
apiece for ſeventy Archers on foot. 

And Femmes Earl of Ormond had four ſhillimgs per diem, and 
two ſhillings apiece for two Kanights,and twelve pence apiece 
for twenty ſevenEſquires,& fix pence apiece for twenty Hob- 
lers armed, & four peace apiece for twenty Hoblers unarm'd. 

. And Sir John Carew, Baneret, had four ſhillings per deems, 
and two ſhillings for one Knight,and twelve pence apiece for 
got Eſquirts, and ſixpence apiece for ten Archers on Horſe.

And Sir William Windſor had two ſhillings per diem, and 


- for two Knights two ſhillings each, for forty nine Squires 
twelve pence apiece, and for ſix Archers on Horſeback ſix- 
pence apiece.

Upon his coming over, Proclamation was made to remand 
out of Eng/and all Men that held Land in Ire/znvd, on pain 
of Forfeiture of their Land, becauſe he thought that by his 
Army, and the affiſtance of the Engliſh of Birth, he ſhould 
be:able.to do great Feats- without the aſſiſtance of the old 
Engliſh; and therefore he alſo proclaimed , That none of 
the old Engliſh ſhould joyn his Army,or approach his Camp, 


' which gave great offence to thoſe that were the Progeny of 


the firſt Conquerors, and bad hitherto preſerved the King- 


dom by their Valour. : 
However, the Duke marched his Army againſt 0 Bray, 


* butnor being acquainted with the Country, nor the Man- 
' ners of the Iriſh, he ſoon loſt an hundred of his Men, and 


thereby found the want of the old experienced Engliſh, 
whom he at firſt rejeted:; but be timely repair'd his Er- 
ror, by another Proclamatian, inviting and requiring them 
to come to him ; whereupon they united, and the Aﬀair pro- 
ceeded proſperouſly, fo hat 0 Bryas was ſubdued. 
Hereupoa the Duke made many Knights as well of Old as 
New Engliſh, and ſome time after, he removed the Exche- 
quer to Ceterlovwgh, and beſtowed five hundred Roms in 
; | walling 
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walling that Town : He did many ather good Ads, fomuch 
to the Satisfation of the whole Kingdom, that as well che 
Clergy as the Layity gave him two Years Profit of all their 
Lands and Tithes, towards the maintenance of the War here; 
He was the firſt that kept the Army under Diſcipline, fo that 
they were not grievous or burthenſom to the Country,as they 
uſed tobe. And {© having behaved himfelf very well in 1re- 
_ he returned to Exgland, on the twenty ſecond of April, 
eaving 

James Butler, Earl of Ormond, Lord Deputy : This Lord 
obtained a Licence from the King, to purchaſe Lands to the 
value of ſixty Pound per annum, #0x obſtavte the Statute or 
Ordinance, That no Officer of the King's ſhould purchaſe 
within his Juriſdition, But on the eighth Day of De-

Lic Thomas Dale, Lord Deputy, in whoſe time great Con- 
teſt aroſe between the Birminghams of Carbry, the Inha- 
bitants of Meerh ( for the very Engliſh were now grown {d 
degenerate, that they preyed aad pullaged one another, after 
the barbarous manner of the Iriſh) ſo that Sir Robert Preffon; 
Chief Baron, who had marrjed one of the Daughters and Co- 
heirs of Sir Welter Birmingham, was forced to put a good 
Guard irjto his Caſtle of Carbyy, to ſkcure his Eſtate againſt 
his ſeditious Neighbours. Hereupon 

Lionel Duke of Clarente, Lord Lieutenarit, came over 
again , and held that renowned Parliament at K;lkenny ; 
which made that famous AQ, which is fo often cited by 
the name of the Statute of Kz/kenny. The Biſbops of Dublis, 
Caſbel, Twam, Liſſmore, Waterford, Kzilaloo, Offory, Leigh- 
lin and Clone, ( who were preſent at this Parliament ) did 
fulminate an Excommunication againſt the Tranſgreſſors of 
that Law. The Lords and Commons ſat together, at the 
making of it ; and the Statute it ſelf is in French, and to be 
Toon at large in the Library at Lambeth, libro D. but the effeQ 
of it is, 

'That the Brehon Law is an evil Cuſtom, and that it be 
Treaſon to uſe'it: That Marriage; Nurſing and Gofliping 
with the Iriſh be Treaſon : That the uſe of Iriſh Name, Ap- 
parel or Language be puniſhed with the loſs of Lands or im- 
priſonment, until the Party give Security to confortn : That 
the Engliſh ſhould not make War upon the Iriſh, without 
Order of the State : That the Engliſh ſhould not permit the 
Iriſh to Creaght or graze upon their Land i Nor preſent ati 
Iriſhtnan to an Eccleſiaſtical Benefice : Not receive _ __

Monaſteries or Religious Houſes: Nor entertain any of their 
Minſtrels, Rhimers or News-tellers : Nor ceſs Horſe or Foot 
upon the Engliſh SubjeQ, againſt his Will, on Pain of Felony-: 
And that Sheriffs might enter any Liberty or Franchiſe, 
to apprehend Felons or Traytors : And that four Wardens 
of the Peace ſhould be appointed in every County, equally 
to aſſeſs every Man's Proportion of the publick Charge for 
Men and Armour. 

But it ſeems this Statute did not afteft the Iriſh, becauſe 
they were not ameſnable to Law, for notwithſtanding this 
AQ; thelIriſh did always uſe their Brehon Law, until the 
third Year of King James I. 

Nevertheleſs this Law, together with the Preſence of the 
King's Son, and the Diſcipline he uſed, did very much reform 
the degenerate Engliſh ; ſo that the Revenues certain and 
caſual of Viſter and Connaught were thenceforward accounted 
for, in the Exchequer, rw. the King's Writdid run in both 
thoſe Provinces, and therefore this Statute was revived and 
confirmed by 10 Hep. 7. cap. 8. 

' It isto be noted, Thar at this time the Price of a Cow was 
but ten Groats; and the Pay of a Foot-Soldier was but two 
Pence a Day, whereof he paid a Penny for his Victuals. 

Nor muſt it be forgot, That about this time it was decla- 
red, in Exzgl/and, That the King could not by Law alienate 
his Dominions: And that King John his Submiſſion 'to the 
Pope, being contrary to his Coronation Oath and to Law, 
was utterly void, 

But let us return to the Lord Lieutenant, who having con- 
cluded this Parliament to his Mind, went to Exg/and ;- and 

Gerard \Fitz Maurice, Earl of Deſmond, was made Lord 
Juſtice ; he procured a Parly between the B;rminghams and 
tome Commiſſioners he ſent ; but- they treacherouſly. ſeized 
on Thomas Burly, Prior of Kilmaynam and Chancellor, the 
Sheriff of Mearh, and Sir Robere Tyrrel, &c. whereupon 
James Birmingham ( who was a Prifoner in Irons at Trim) 
was exchanged for the Chancellor, and the others were fain 
to pay their Ranſoms. But on the twelfth of July came 
over 

Sir William de Winſor, Lord Lieuten. who called a Parlia- 
ment at K;zlkenny,which gave three thouſand Pound Subſidy : 
And ſoon after another at Ballydoil, which gave two thou- 
ſand Pound Subſidy, towards the Maintenance of the King's 
Wars : Both which Sums were for ſome time forborn, by the 
King's Order, but were afterwards levied and paid to the 
Lord Lieutenant. And the King would alſo have had a Law 
made againſt Abſentees, and ſent Orders to that Purpoſe ; 
but it ſeems that he did not prevail in that Matter. 

| This 
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| This. Lord Lieutenang vigorouſly proſecuted the War 


againſt the O Tools and the Rebels of Leinſter ; but was in- 
terrupted by a fatal Accident, for on the ſixth of July, . near 
the Monaſtery of Mayo, in the County of Limerick, O Connor 
and O Bryan got the better of the Engliſh, and flew the Earl 
of Deſmond, and took John Fitz Nicholas, Lord of Kerry, 
and the Lord Thomes Fitz-John, and many others Priſoners. 
* Whefcupon'the Lord Lieutenant was obliged to march to 
the Defence of Munfer, where he behaved himſelf ſo well, 
that John Macnamarra (a great Man in Thomond) was forced 
to ſubmit, and give Hoſtages for, Performance of Covenants ; 
one of which was, To keep the Peace, eſpecially towards 
the Biſhops of Limerick and K;j//alow. Anothtr was, Not to 
annoy. the City. or Caſtle of Limerick, nor hinder that City 
in their Fiſhing, or in cutting down Woods in Thomond, to 
build or repair their Houſes. And a third was, That. he 
ſhould reſtore the' Books, . Ornaments and Chalices he 
had taken from the Church of Limerick, From whence may 
be obſerved, Thiat Sacriledge was well known aad prattiſec 
in Ireland, before the Reformation. But: to proceed, The 
 ILard Lieutenant was ſent for to England ;. and, therefore on 
the ewenty firſt of Merch he deputed . , by 
Maerice, Earl of K;ldere, Cuftos of Ireland; and he was 
ſworn the next Day. ; | and continued in that Office until 
Sir Robert de Aſhton, Lord Juſtice, arrived : In his time 
. there were great Fewds between 0 Farre/ and the Engliſh of 
Meath, ſo that many. were killed on.cach Side,- and particu- 
larly Heſſy, Baron of Galrrim, the Sheriff of Meach and Wit- 
liem Dalton were. (in Mey) ſlain by the Iriſh in Kjnaleagh.

Earl of Ormond, Lord Juſtice : In whoſe time the 
Counties,” Cities and Burroughs of Irelevd ſent Commilli- 
oners td the King to Treat and Adyiſe about the Aﬀairs of 
that Kingdom, 4 and nor to the Engliſh Parliament, as ſome 
have miſtaken it ) : And the King did Iſſue 'a Wyit' to the

And ſo we are come to the twenty firſt Day of June, 1377.

27. 1386. And.it is to ,be remembred, That this, Act was

At the ſame Parliament at Weſtminſter, there was another

Edmond Mortimer Earl of March and Ulſter, was ſent over 
Lord Lieutenant:Sometime before he came,v:2.in J«#.13 $0, 
the French and Spaniſh Gallies, which did much Miſchief 
on the Coaſts of Ireland, were by the Engliſh. Fleet forced 
to-retire into the Harbour of K;zaſale, where they were aſ- 
failed and vanquiſhed by the Engliſh and Iriſh, . ſo that their 
Chief Caprains were taken, and-'four hundred of the Enc- 
mies {lain ; there were alſo taken four of their Barges, and 
one Ballenget, and one and twenty Engliſh Prizes were re- 
covered. x LN 

I cannot find, but that Ireland was pretty quiet duriog the 
Government of this Lord Lieutenant, which did not continue 
very.long; for he died at St. Dominicks Abby near Cork, on 
the 26th of December 1381. and the next day 

Fobn Cotton, then- Dean of St. Patricks, and Lord Chan- 
cellor, afterwards Achbiſhop of Armagh, was choſen and 
{worn Sord Juſtice , in the Convent of Preaching Friars at 
Cork ;. but: it ſeems he did not long exerciſe. that Office ; 
for in Mr. Prins Animadverſions on the 4th Inftitsr. we find 
a Wi,Dated the 29th Day of March, anno 1 ; 2, viz, 5 R.z. 
Direed to Roger Mortimer Earl of March, Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland,. whereby he is direCted to call a Parliament there, 
for the good Government of that Country,and the ſupport of 
the Kings great Charge and Expence ; bur it is probable that 
this young Lord could not manage that unruly Kingdom ; 
and therefore, 

Philip de Coartny ( the Kings Couſin) was ſent over Lord 
Lieutenant ; he had a,great Eſfate in Trelerd, aiid therefore 
was the fitter for that Government ; He came over on good 
terms ; for he had a Patent to hold thar Office for ten years ; 
nevertheleſs he behaved himſelf ſoill, that he was nor only 
ſuperſeded, bur alſo was arreſted (whilſt he was Lord Lieu- 
tenant} and afterwarxgs grievoully puniſhed for the wtongs 
and opprefſions he had done in Ireland : 1n his tirhe hapned 
a great” Mortality, cated the Fourth Peſtilence ; and upon 
the removal of him, the Government of Ireland was given to 
the great Favourite of that Age, 

Robert de Vere, Earl of Oxford ( afterwards Marqueſs of 
Dublis, and Duke of Ireland) Lord Lieutenant. The Engliſh 
Parliameng £ to get rid of him ) gave him a Debt of thirty 
thouſand Mayks due from the French King, upon condition, 
that after Eſter, he ſhould pals into Ireland, to recover the 
Lands the King had given him there; he had five hunred Men 
at Arms at twelve pence per diem, and a thouſand Archers 
at ſix pence apiece a day appointed him for two years, ſuper 
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conqueſtum illins Terre : He was truſted with the whole Do- 
minion of the Realm, during his Life, without payin any 
thing therefore,or making any Account for ir ; He ow- 
ef to paſs all Writs under his own Teſt, and to place andJif- 
place all Officers, how great ſdever , even the Chancellor, 
Treaſurer, Admiral, &c. and to name his own Deputy, and 
all other Miniſters. And it ſeems that he had afterwards a

And it is to be noted, That almoſt in every Pafliament of 
this Reign , held in Exz/and, the King did deſire Aid from

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But at length the Engliſh Parliament, did. ſo vigorouſly 
proſecute the Lord Lieutenant of 1relend, that he was for- 
ted to fly beyond Seas, and not long after died miſerably at 
Bruſſels ; and thereupon, 


James Earl of Ormond, was made Lord Juſtice, and the 9, 2; 
Archbiſhop of Dublin was conſtituted Lord Chancellor : This x 392. 


Lord Juſtice beat the Ma Moynsat Toſcoffn in the County 


of K;lkerny, and flew ſix hundred of them. 

And now the State of Exg/end began to think ſeriouſly of 
the Recovery of Ireland ; and finding that that Country was 

r, and almoſt depopulated, by the mighty Concourſe of 

iſh into Exgland, whereby the Kings Revenue was decay. 
ed, and the Power of the Iriſh Rebels increaſed, it was 
thought fit to revive the Law againſt Abſentees, and to iſſue 
a Proclamation, requiring all thoſe whoſe Habitations were 
in that Kingdom, to repair home : Alſo, ſome Recruits of 
Men and Money were ſent to Ireland, and the King had (by 
Indenture)) agreed with Thomas Duke of Gloceſter, to be 
Lord Lieutenant of that Land, and to go perſonally thither, 
and an Army was deſign'd for him,and he was created Duke 
of Ireland, in order to that Expedition ; and notwithſtanding 
all this, on the twenty third of Ju/y 1393. the King fent him 
a Letter to ſtop his Voyage, becauſe his Majeſty intended tq 
go to. that Kingdom in perſon, 

For the King was netled with an Anſwer his Ambaſſadors 
received in Germany, when they were folliciting for the Im- 

rial Crown ( that they did not think him fit to be their 

peror, who could not keep what his Anceſtors had gain'd 

in Frence, nor rule his inſolent SubjeQts in Exgland, nortame 
his rebellious Vaſſals in Jrelazd)) and therefore partly to vin- 
dicate his Reputation, and partly to divert the Melancholy, 
which had ſeiz'd him on the Death of his Wife, he under- 
took a Royal Voyage to Ireland, with four thouſand Mea at 
Arms, and thirty thouſand Archers, under S. Edwards Ban- 
ner 


It ſeems that Sir Thomas Scroop was ſent before him to pre- 
pare for the Kings Reception ; for I find him named Lord Ju- 
ftice on the 26th of April 1394. But however that be, it is 
certain that on the Second Day of OfFober, ) 

Richard the Second, King of England, Landed at Water- 
ford, with a mighty Army,” whereof he made bur ſmall uſe ; 
for the Iriſh betook themſelves to gheir old Stratagems of 
feigned and crafty Submiſſions, wherewith they had deluded 


and abuſed King Henry the Second, and King Johnin former 


times : However, Mowbr«y ( Earl of Notingham, and Mar- 
ſhal of Exglard ) had a ſpecial Commiſſion to receive the 
Homage and Oaths of ho of all the Iriſh of ___ ; 
NA y 
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by vertue whereof, Girald O Birne, Donald O Nolan, Mala- 
his O Morough , Rory oge O More, Arthur Mxc Morough 
Morough O Connor, and others, made their humble ſubmil. 
ſion by an Interpreter, in the open Field at Balzgory ext 
Carlow, on the 16th of February : They did Homage in-ſ9- 
lemn manner, and made their Gaths of Fidelity to the Earl 
Marſhal, laying aſide their Girdles, - Skeins and Caps, and 
falling down at his Feet upon their Knees ; which being per- 
formed, the Marſhal gave each of them Ofcalum Pais. More- 
over, they were bound by ſeveral Indentures upon great Pe- 
nalties, to be paid to the Apoſtolick Chamber (zz. 0 
Birne, twenty thouſand Marks,0 Nolan,ten thouſand ponnds,' 
&c. ) not only tocontinue Loyal Subjets, but that by a cer- 
tain day prefix'd, they and all their Sword-men ſhould ctrear- 
ly relinquiſh and giveup unto the King and his Sy 

all the Lands and poſſeflions which they held in Leinſter, and 
( taking with them only their moveable Goods ) ſhould ſerve 
him in his Wars againft his other Rebels : In confideration 
whereof, the King was to give them Pay and Penfions du- 
Ting their Lives, and to beſtow the inheritance of all ſuch 
Lands upon them as they ſhould recover from the Rebels in 
any. other part of the Realm : And thereupon a Penſion of 
eighty Marks per anmm was granted to Art Mac Marrouph, 
Chiet of the Cavenaghs , which was contitmued to his Poſte- 
rity till the time of Hezry the Eighth, although they did no- 
thing for it. | | OF 

Bat the King having received Letters from O Ned! (where- 
in he ſtiles tymſelf Prince of the Inifbry in V/fer, and yet 
acknowledgeth the King to be his Sovereign Lord, and Do- 
minus perpetuns Hibernie) removed to oy Ngo to take the 
Submiffions of the Iriſh of UV/fer. © Thither came tb him O 
; Neal, O Hanlon, O Donel, Mac Mahon, and others, who with 
the like humility and ceremony -as aforefaid , performed 
their Homage and Fealty to the Kings own Perſon, in thete 
or the like Words ( mutatis mntandis )) Ego Nelanus O IVeal 
Senior, tam pro meipſo, quam pro filiis meis, & tota Natione 
mee, & Parentelis meis, & pro omnibus Subditis meis, devenio 
Lirews Homo weſfter, &c.' And in the-Indenture between 0 
Neal and theKing , he is bound not only to remain faithful 
to the Crown of Ex2l2nd, but alſo to the Bozanghe of 
Ulfter to the Earl of Uifter, as of right belonging to thas 
Farldom, and ( amonWt other things-) uſurped by the 0 
Neals. 

Theſe Indentures and Submiſſions, with many more of 
the ſame kind { for there was not a Chieftain or Head of an 
Triſh Sept, but ſubmirred himſelf in 'ohe Form orother ) the 
King himſelf cauſed to be earolted and teſtified by a _ 
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Publick, and with his own hands' delivered the Enrolments 
to the Biſhop of Sali5b»ry, who on the 25th of June delivered 
rothe Court of Exchequer two Hanapers ; one containing 
thirty nine, and the other thirty, {is Inſtryments, which 
were all there recorded or enrollgd, fo that they have been 
carefully proneved and are now to be found in the Remem- 
brancers Office ; and the Copies of them alt-are to be ſeen 
at Lambeth, Libro D. | 

In the mean tirne, on the firſt of February, the King wrote 
a Letter to his Unklke the Duke of Tork ( who it ſeems was 
his Deputy in England) Ogaty30gs that there were three 
forts of People in Trelavd, viz, Iriſh Savages, or Enemies, Iriſh 
Rebels, and Engliſh Subjefts, and that perhaps the Rebels 
had caufe and provocation to do as they have done, and that 
therefore he has given them Truce till Exfter, and deſigns to 

ardog them generally ; and concludes with a Deſire of his 
dvice in this Particular. 

The Duke and the Council on the 19th of ' March return 
an Anſwer, That they had formerly given their Opinion to 

rolecute the Rebels; but that his Majeſty { being on the 

lace ) beſt knew what was fit-to be done; and that they 
did tot tmiſlike his Tatention, provided the Rebels did pay 
ſome conſiderable Fines towards the Charge of the Kings 
Voyage,, and alſo took out their particular Pardons within a 
limited Time ; and not long after, finding. that the King 
had accepted the Iriſh Submiſfiqns, and valued himſelf upon 
the Atchievement, they ſend him a congratulatory Lereer, 
and humbly pray his Majeſty to return to England, 

Several of the Iriſh Hiſtorians < one of them mifleading 
another) fay that the King did call a Parliament at Chrifmas, 
and about, Shrovetide return'd to England; butas I am ſure 
he did not return in many Weeks after Shroveride, fo I bes 
lieve he held noother Parliament in Ireland at this time, than 
that there being a great Concourſe of the Chief Men of the 
Land't6-Dwubliz, to attend the King, it is probable the King 
conſulted with them about the publick Afairs, and that they 
complained to his Majeſty tof ſuch Grievances as needed to 
be redreſs'd ; and; particularly; That whereas the Chancery 
usd to pay into the Exchequer two;thouſand Marks per 4#- 
»um, for the -Great Seal, beſides defraying the Charge of 
that Court, it now, hardly pays its own Officers their Sala- 
ries, becaiiſe, Grants, for which. the Parties formerly paid 
anhundzed pound, are now made for ten ſhillings ; and Se: 
condly, That James Cotenham, oY Admiral. of Ireland, 

, cat Abuſes, and exat- 

eda Tribute of tweaty pence or evo ſhillings from every one 
that paſſed the Seas, FE 
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Oa the twenty fifth Day of March the King knighted zfour 
Iriſh Kings, and ſome other great Lords ; whereof Mr. Seldex 
( out of Froiſart )) gives the following Account. Four Kings 
of ſeveral Provinces in Ireland, that ſubmitted themſelves to 
Richard II, were put under the Care of Henry Caſtile, an 
Engliſh Gentleman, who ſpake Iriſh well, in order to pre+ 

re them for Knighthood ; by the Kings Command he in- 

rmed thera of the Engliſh Manners in Diet, Apparel, and 
the like ; He asked them, .If they were wing take the 
Order which the-King of Exzz/and would give them, accord- 
ing to the Cuſtoms of Exglend, France, and other Countries. 
They anſwered, They were Knights already, and that the 
Order they had taken was enough for them ; and that they 
were made Knights in Ire/an4 when they were ſeven Years 
Old; and that every King makes his Son Kaight, and if the 
Father be dead the next of Kin does it ; and that the manner 
is thus ; The new Knight, at his making, runs with ſlender 
Lances againſt a Shield, ſet upon a Stake in a Meadow, and 
the more Lances he thus breaks, the more Honour continues 
with his Dignity. But Mr. C/i/e told them, They ſhould 
receive a Knighthood with more State in the Church z and 
afterwards ( being perſwaded and inſtructed, eſpecially b 
the Earl of Ormond) they did receive Knighthood at Chrift- 
Charch , Dablin, after their Vigils performed in the ſame 
Church, and'a Maſs heard, and ſome others were knighted 
with them ; but the four Kings, in Robes agreeable to their 
State, fate that Day with King Richard at the Table, 

And ſo, when the King had ſupplied the Courts of Juſtice 
with able Men , particularly with Sir William Hankford, 
Chief Juſtice (who was afterwards Chief Juſtice of England, 
and done his Endeavor to eftabliſh a Civit Plantation 1n the 
Mountains of Wick/ow, he returned to Exgland ( about Mid-

' Richard, King of England, landed at Waterford with a good 
Army; which he marched to Dubin, through the waſt Coun- 
tries of Murroughs, Kjnſbelaghs, Cavenaght, Biews and Tootes ; 
but the Army was much diſtrefled for want of Victuals and 
Carriages in thoſe Deſerts,ſo that he performed no memorable 
Exploit, fave that he cut and cleared the Paces in theCavenaghs 
Country, and knighted Henry (the Duke of Lancafter's Son, 
afterwards Henry V ) for his briskneſs againſt the Iriſh. 

Oa the ſixth of Fuze, being the Friday after the King's ar- 
rival, Tenico de Artois, his faithful Gaſcoign, ſlew two hun- 
dred Iriſh at Ford, in 2 Renllt in the County of Kzldzre : 
And the next Day the Citizens of Dabl;z made Tncurſions in- 
to Wicklow, and killed thirty three Iriſhmen and took eigh- 
ty Priſoners : And on the twenty ſixth of June the King came 
to Dublin, and received the Submiſſion of many Iriſh Lords : 
But whilſt he was conſulting how to proceed, he received 
the unwelcome News of the Duke of Lancafter's Progreſs in 
England ; whereupon he impriſoned his and the Duke of 
; Gtocefter's Sons in the Caſtle of 7Tr»m; and though he ſent 
the Earl of Salisbry before him to gather an Army in Wales, 
yet the King followed after ſo ſlowly, that the Army was 
diſperſt before he arrived in England ; with which Misfortune 
his Courage fell, ſo that on Michaelmaſs day he tamely fſur- 
rendred the Crown, and pave a juſt occaſion for this true 
Remark, That never any Man who had uſed « Kjngdom with 
ſuch Violence, gave it over with ſuch Patience.

ENRY, Duke of Lancaſter, eldeſt Son

' There wasalſo a Conteſt between Adam Pory, Biſhop of 
Clyne, and another Biſhop ; but itis probable that the for-

faQtor to that See, and liberal to Pious Uſes ; and the later 
Conteſt was tranſmitted to Rome. 


But we ſhould return to the Lord Juſtice, whoſe Ser- 
vants were, on the Seventh of May attacked and defeated by 
the Iriſh; Purcel Grant, and five and twenty Engliſh more 
were flain, and ten taken Priſoners, and two hundred eſca- 
ped to the Abby of Lezix ; and to revenge this, the Lord Ju- 


ſtice invaded: O Mores Country , and defeated his terrible , 


Army in the red Bog of Asby; he relieved his own Men, 
and burnt and preyed the Rebels Lands for four days, un- 
til themſelves came and ſued for Peace. And it ſeems 0 
Dempſy, notwithſtanding his Oath of Obedience , invaded 
the Pale, and took the Caſtle of Ley from the Earl of K;4- 
dare, which the Lord Juſtice had juſtly reſtored to the Earl ; 
whereupon Campion makes a ſevere Remark on the Iriſh 
That notwithſtanding their Oaths and their Pledges, they 
are no longer true , than they feel themſelves the weak- 
er.

James Earl of Ormond was made Lord Lieutenant ; and 
23 Hen, 6. obtained a Licence to be abſent for many Years, 
without incurring the Penalty of the Statute of 3-Rzch. 2. of 
Abſentees ;- and to him a Writ'was ſent, . 20H, 6; to ejeft 
John Cornwalſh, and to place Michael Griffin, Chief Baron, in 
his room, becauſe the King had granted him that Office for 
Eife, though thg-other had a-prior Patent from Ormond,This 
Lord Lieutenant was a faſt Friend to the Earl of Deſmond, 
who probably was of his FaQtion,againſt the T albors, between 
whom and the Buzlers the Feud was ſo great;ſo general;and fo 
violent, that no Juſtice could be had, or\any buſineſs done 
for a long time, becauſe either Party. ( as1t got Advantage ) 
oppreſled the other, to the utmoſt degree. It was about this 
time that James, Earl of Deſmond obtained a Patent for the 
Government or Cuſtody of the Counties of Waterford, Cork, 
Limerick and Kerry. And not long after, for his good  Ser- 
vice, in keeping thole Counties in Peace ;: and upon Pretence 
that he could not conveniently; be abſent from that Charge ; 
and that it was dangerous for.a Man ( ſo hated by the King's 
Enemies as he-pretended to be ) to ttavail-to Dublin, he 
tained a Licence, To abſent himſelf, dyring Life,, from all 
future Parliaments, ſending a ſufficient Proxy in his ſtead : 
And alſo to purchaſe any Lands he pleaſed,by whatſoever Ser- 
vice they.were. holden of the King. And this 1s the true Foun- 
dation and all the Grounds of that fantaſtical Privilege, claim- 
ed by the ſucceeding Earls of Deſmond, Of not coming _=_ 
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walled Towns, nor to Parliament, but when they pleaſe : 
And fince that time this Example has been fo infe&tious, that 
it is no ſtrange thing in Trelana, to find a Tenant at Will pre- 
rend a Title, and a Leſſee to claim an Inheritance, and he 
that has a Right to ſomething, confidently touſurp more. 
But the FaCtion of the Talbots began to get Ground among 
the People, it being 1n the nature of Mankind to be mutinous 
againſt an uneaſie Government, be the Fault where it will, 


for the Multitude conſider what they feel, and cannot pene-. 


trate into the Cauſe or- Cure of their Grievances ; and there- 
fore they naturally fall upon the moſt obyious Remedy, which 
is the change of the Governour. 

In order to remove the Lord Lientenant, ſome of the 
Lords and more of the Commons, * petitioned the King, ſet-

Upon his Return to Exgland the Lord Lieutenant accuſed 
the Earl of Ormond of Treaſon, before the Duke of Bedford, 
Conſtable of Englaxd, in the Marſhal's Court ; but the King 
aboliſhed the Acculation. 

Ricbard Talbot, Archbiſhop of Dblin, Lord Deputy, be

There is not much mention made of any Diſturbances this 
Year, except that remarkable Conteſt berween James Xear- 
ing and Marmadake Lumley, about the Priory of X;lmainham, 
Keating had been deprived by the great Maſter of that Order, 
anno 1482, being accuſed of pawning or ſelling divers Orna- 
meats of the Houle, and particularly a Piece of the Cros ; 
and for alienating and incumbring the Revenues of the Priory, 
and Lumley was ſubſtituted in his room ; but as ſoon as 
Lumley arrivedat Clantarfe, to take poſſeſſion of his new Dig- 
nity, Ke«ting with a Company of Men came thither, and 
took him Priſoner, and detained him in Cuſtody until he 
religned all the Writings and Inſtruments of his EleQion and 
Confirmation ; and then Keating gave him the Preceptory of 
Kjlſaran, in the County of Lowth: But Lumley. complained 
of this Uſage as well to the King of England as to the great 
Maſter of the Order at Rhodes, and at length prevailed to get 
Keating excommunicated ; whereas he was ſo inraged, that 
he turned Lumley out of his Preceptory by Force, and put 
him in Priſon, in ſpight of OfFavianus de Palatio, Archbi- 
ſhop of Armagh, who did his Endeavour to proteCt Lumley : 
It is probable that Lumley died in Priſon, becauſe we hear 
no farther of him, and becauſe it is certain he never came to 
be Prior : And as for Keating, although he did make a 
ſhift to keep the Priory almoſt nine Yearsafterward by ſtrong 
Hand, yet at laſt he was ignominiouſly ejeted, and died in 
Poverty and Diſgrace, being ſucceeded by James Vale.. 

It became a Queſtion this Year in Exzgl/and, How the At- 
tainder of this King ſhould be taken oft? but it was unani- 
mouſlly reſolved by all the Judges, - That the Poſſeſſion of the 
Throne, or the Aſſumption of, the Royal Dignity, did take 
away all ImperfeQions, Incapacities and Attainders what- 
loever.

Into Ezpland;; but he beingloath to undertake'that Journey, 
Fune 4, procured Letters from the Council, importing, That his 
Preſence was ſo neceſſary inTrelend, that he could not at pre- 
ſeft be ſpared from that Govetantent : - And by theſe Means 
he excuſed hitnſelf for a while: ' A | 
' In the mean time Lambeye Symnel, a Youth of a lovely 
atid faſcinating Countenance, ' and-of a princely Behaviour, 
was well inſtruQted by s crafty Prieft, ' Sir Richard Symon, 
to perfonate the Earl of Warwick, only Son of George Dake of 
Clarence ;" for which Duke ( being their Countryman'born ) 
the Triſh had'a wonderful Refpe&, as indeed they had pene- 
=_ for all the Family of Tor. This Youth had fearned his 
Leffon ſo well, that Margarer Dutcheſs of Burgundy refolved 
co ſet him up againſt King Henry, although there were two 
grcat Flaws in this Contrivance : The 'one was, That the 
rrue Earl of Warwick was in King Henry's Hands, in the 
[Tower of Loxioz : The other, That he was not right Heir 
to the Crown, becauſe there were Children of King Edward 
the Fourth ſill living. Nevertheleſs, ſhe ſent this Counter- 
feit Prince to Ire/4nd, where he met with all the Countenance 
he could defire, as well from the Lord Deputy, as from'al- 
moſt all the reſt of the Nobility, Gentry, Clergy and Peo. 
ple, the Archbiſhop of Armezh, the Biſhop of Clogher, ' and 
the Families of Butler and S. Loprence, and the City 'of Wa- 
rerford only excepted. s 
- And though the King cauſed the true Earl to be taken out 
of the Tower, and ſhewn publickly in Lonagw, which marred 
all their Deſigns there ; yet the Iriſh were not thereby Dil- 
cburaged, but confidently accuſed the King of Impoſture, as 
he did them; and therefore that Proje&t was not ſo effeQual 
to him, as was another of getting a Bull from the Pope, re- 
quiring the Clergy to excommunicate the Rebels, 'as often 
as'the King ſhould deſire it ; which did him-a great deal of 
Service. - 6 | 
' But Mac Mahon took advantage of theſe Stirs, and invaded 
Louth, which he burnt and preyed, according ro-the Cu- 
ftom of making. War in thofe Days ; he deſtroyed twenty 
eight Villages in that Country.

entertained by the Nobility, - Gentry and Pcople of HFeland ; 
they proceeded to crown'this Impoſtor at Chriſf-Charch, in 
Dablis, with a Crown, which they took from the'Statue of 
the Virgin Mery, in S. Mayy-Abby ; and this Ceremony was 
rendred more ſolemn by « Sermon preached by the Biſhop of 
Meath on the occaſion, and by the Attendance of the Lord 
Deputy, the Chancellor, 'Treafurer, and other the great 
Officers of State : Ard'after he was crowned, they carried 
'him in Triumph,uponthe Shoulders'of Great Darcy of Platten, 
But the good Archbiſhop of 4rmigh refuſed to be preſent at 
this ridiculous Papeantry; for which they gave him all the 
Trouble they coutd. 

But it ſeems they were conſcious of their Miſdemean- 
our in this Matter, and they knew how to purchaſe Abſolu- 
tion, and therefore they called a Parliament (or Aſſembly ) 
in the Name of their new King ; and the Clergy gave the 
Pope a Subſidy to abſolve them. 

So eager were theſe People to follow the Fortunes of this 
Mock-King,' that Thomas Fitz-Grrald reſigned the Chancellor- 
ſhip to the Lord of Poyelefter, the better to be arliberty ; and 
fo together they went for Emgland, and landed in Lancaſbire, 
where Sir Thomas Broughton and his Party joyned them ; they 
marched through Torkſbire to Newark ; and being ſtopt there, 
they turned aſide to Noringhamſbire, and near the Village of 
Stoke, '0n the the eleventh of June, after a deſperate Fight for 
three Honrs, they were totally defeated, 'and all the Com- 
manders,' and four thouſand Soldfers ſlain, and Lamberr and 
his Maſter Sywos were taken Priſoners, and the latter was 
impriſoned, | and the former made one of the King's Fal- 


. coners. 


In December James Fitz-Thomas, Earl of Deſmond, in the 
twenty eighth Year of His Age, was murdered at Rakele' by 
his Servant Shane Marntas and others ; who were all taken 
and executed for it, 'by Maurice his Brother and Succeſſor in 
that Earldom. | x. 

The Earl of K;/dare and the other Miniſters of State that 
were Faulty; ſent Meſſengers to the King, to implore his 
Pardon, which ( after fome exprobration and reprimand } 
was obtained ; and he was ſtill continued in his Office of 
Lord Deputy. And: the fame Year the Inconveniences of 
Sanctuaries were ſomewhat leflned by the Pope's Bull, for the 
better Regulation of them. 
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It ſeems ſtrange, That hitherto the King did not ſend any 
Soldiers into [re/and, to ſuppreſs the, remainder of the FaQtion 
of Tork ; perhaps he knew, That if he took any ſevere courle 
with them,it would utter| rey the Pale,and by weakning 
the ſmall Colony of Emelilh, would turn to the Advantage of 
the Iriſh, and therefore he contented himſelf with the Sub. 
miſſien of thoſe that.had been Faulty ; and ſent oyer Sir Rich- 
ard Edgcomb to take new Oaths of Allegiance of the Nobility 
and Gentry, and to bind them .in Recognizance to perform- 
ance, and thereupon _to give them a Pardon. He brought 
with him five hundred Men, which was rather a Guard than 
an Army ; and he arrived at Kizgſale-with five Ships, orithe 
twenty ſeventh Day of Jave; he did not intend to come on 
Shoar there, and therefore the Lord Thomas Barry (5.e. Barry 
oge ) came on Board; and there did his Homage for his Ba- 
rony, and took his Oath of Allegiahce ; but the next Day, 
Sir Richard Edgcomb, at the Importunity of James Lord 
Courcy, and the Inhabitants of Kznpſale, did come into the 
Town, andin their Pariſh Church, dedicated to S. Mulrotius, 
the Lord Courcy did Homage, and he and the Townimea 
{wore Allegiance, and entred into Recognizance for the Ob- 
ſervation of it, whereupon they were pardoned : And fo, 
after Dinner, Edgcomb failed toward Waterford ; where he 
arrived the laſt Day of June, and having applauded the Loy- 
alty of that City, and aſſured them, That the King would 
liberally remunerate their Fidelity, he ſet Sail for Dublin ; 
and there he arrived the fifth Day of July, and was'received 
by the Mayor, and Citizens, in moſt humble and ſubmiſſive 
manner, at the Gate of the Abby of the Friers Preachers, 
where he was to lodge : The Earl of Kz/dere was then upon 
ſome Exploit againſt the Iriſh, ſo that he did not come to 
Dublin until the twelfth of Fly ; and then he ſent the Biſhop 
of Meath, the Lord Slane and others unto Edzcomb, to con- 
duCt him to S. Thomas-Court, where the Lord Deputy lay : 
Thither did Sir Richard come, and with-a ſtern Countenance 
delivered the King's Letters to the Lord Deputy ; after which 
they had a Private Conference, but many of the Nobility be- 
ing abſent, nothing more was done at that time, and ſo 
they departed, the Lord Deputy went to Mirooth, and 
Sir Richard Edgcomb returned to the Abby. The next Da 
( being Sunday) Edgcomb cauſed to be read in Chri/t-Church, 
after Sermon, rhe Abſolution of the former Excommunication, 
which the Pope had lately granted (at the King's Requeſt ) 
unto all thoſe that ſhould thenceforward continue loyal to his 
Majeſty ; and after ſome time, and many Expoſtulations 
between the Commiſſioners and the Nobility, they did at laſt 
agree on the Form of an Oath,to be found at large in Sir James 
Ware's

There is but one AQt of this Parliament 
extant; and that is, To make all the Statutes in England, 
about the Officers of the Cuſtom-houſe, to be of force in Ire- 
land, after Proclamation at Dublin and Drogheds. A very 
needleſs Law certainly, ſince it could have but four Years 
retro-ſpe&, all former Engliſh-Statutes being ratified here, 
by Poyning's At of 10 Hen. 7. cap. 22.

 Kjta#e-being' returned , beſtowed thirty Tun of Wine 
apon-liis Sotldiers, and the King beſtowed a Garter on him, 
and made him a Companion of The Order ; and though ſome 
fay, this War was 'commenced on private Diſtaſte, yet it is 
more <efrtainthatit determined-to the Publick Advantage. 
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Walter Fitz-Symons , Archbiſhop of Dublin, was Rat. by 
the Lord Deputy . and Council; to give his Majeſt y an Ac- 
count of this prodigious Succeſs, and to treat with his Ma- 
jeſty about other Matters of State : He departed the: 2oth 
of September, and performed what he had in Charge," to. the 
great ſatisfaCtion, as well of the King, as of thole thatſent 
him, and in a little time return'd to Ireland, with honour 
and applauſe. 

In the mean time the King was importunate with Pope 
Julizs the Second, to Canonize his Predeceſſor King Hewry 
the Sixth, and in orderto it, he cauſed a Book to be written 
of his Virtues and Miracles, and had it Printed : And 
the Pope recommended the Examination of the' Matter 
ro the Biſhops of Canterbury, London, Durhams , and 
Wincheſter, by his Bull, which the Curious may find at large 
in Sir James Ware's Annals, pag. 73. But it ſeems nothing 
farther was done 1nit ; and this is certain, That thoſe who 
ſay he was a Good Chriſtian, do nevertheleſs allow that he 
was a bad King ; for firſt he loſt France from England, and 
then he loſt Ezeland from himſelf. 

And now a Provincial was indiCted to meet at Tredagh, To) 
July; but the Peſtilence raging almoſt every where un Jre- 
land, but eſpecially in V/fter, the Synod was therefore..tran- 
ſlated to Araee, in the County of Louth; and there, for the 
{ame reaſon, was ſuddenly diſſolved. 

This Plague was followed with a Famine, by reafon' of 
the Wetrieſs both- of Summer and Autumn, and it was but 
{mall Relief the great Charities of Walter Archbiſhop .of Dub- 
lin, and John Allen, Dean of St. Patricks, could at that time 
adminiſter, in the noble Foundation of a Hoſpital, at. 8. Ke- 
vins in Dublin, to which the Archbiſhop gave Ground, and 
the Dean gave conſiderable Revenues. 

The next Year was alſo unfortunate, not, only by the Death 
of John Payne, Biſhop of Meath, who was a very hoſpita- 
ble Man, but alſo by the accidental Burning of great part of 
Trim ( they ſay by Lightning ) which was at that time the 
molt conſiderable Town in Meath. | | 

But the Lord Deputy ſummoned a Parliament to meet at 
Dublin in Ofober 1508. which it accordingly did ; and both 
the Clergy and Laity gave the King: a Subſidy of thirteen 
ſhillings and four pence out of every hundred and twenty 
Acres of Arable Land. | 

The Deputy once more invaded V/fer, in favour” of his 
Kinſmen the O Neals, he deſign'd to recover the Caftles of 
Dungannon and Owny ; which he etteQed ; for the Caſtle of 
Dungannon {urrendred upon the firſt Summons, and the other 
he took and demoliſhed, and ſer at liberty Arts Mas Cor : 
Neal, 
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Neal, who was Priſoner there ; and thus ſtood the Kingdom 
of Ireland, which K;ldare kept in a better condition than it 
had formerly been in ; for he awed the Rebels by his Repu- 
tation ; which was obtained partly by his courage, and the 
fierceneſs of his Humour, and partly by his great and fre- 
quent Succeſs ; and he ſecured the Pale by Caſtles and 'For- 
tifications, built on the Borders; which kind of Defence 
former Ages had too much negleted. And ſo on the 22th 
day of April, the King died , at his Palace of Rithmozd, in 
the four and twentieth Year of his Reign, and the three and 
fiftieth Year of his Age.

—_— Year of his Age: In him both 
Roſes were united, for by his Father he 
was Heir to the Lancaftrian Line, and by 
his Mother to the Houſe of Tork ; and ſo being without Cons.

an hundred'ef the Guards, and a thouſand others, Horſe and 
Foot ; by this the Cardigal obtained a donble Advantage ;

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firſt, In diſappointing his Enemy, the Earl of Xzldere of the 
Government of Ireland ; and ſecondly, In removing the Earl 
of Surry from the Court of Exg/and, where he was a great 
Favourite. 

' On Whitſunday the Lord Lieutenant was alarum'd with a 
Report, That Cox Buckah O Neal ( who by Popular EleCtion 
ſucceeded his Brother Art ) had invaded Meath ( with four 
thouſand Horſe, and twelve thouſand Foot, ſays Paulus Jo- 
vins, but falily : ) Surry was in haſte to encounter the Rebel, 
not doubting but that the Victory would be an honourable 
and happy Omen of his future Government ; and therefore 
adding to his ſmall Army ſuch of the Militia ( caltked The 
Riſings out ) of City and Country, as he could get on fo 
ſhort warning, he marched to $/axe ; but O Neal was fright- 
ned with the Name of this General, and retir'd ſo faſt, that 
the Lord Lieutenant could neither find him nor his Army ; 
but not long after, O Neat ſent Letters to implore Pardon ; 
which was granted him, on promiſe of future Obedi- 
ENCE. 

On the (ſixth of September, the Lord Lieutenant wrote to 
the Cardinal, That ſome Soldiers had ſeized on a Boat, with 
deſign to be Pyrates; but being prevented and apprehended, 
they continued in Gaol, becunth they could not be capitally 
puniſhed by the Common Law, and he had no Clauſe of 
Martial Law in his Commiſſion ( as indeed he had not, nor 
of conferring Knighthood, which is ſtrange ) and the better 
to ingratiate with the Cardinal, he added, That the Earl of 
Kzlaare will be found guilty of ſending Letters to O Carol, 
to raiſe a Rebellion ; and that if Kz/dare ſhould be ſuffered to 
come to Ireland, the whole Kingdom will be undone ; and 
be concludes, Thar there is ſo great a Scarcity and Dearth 
in Ireland, that the Soldier cannot live on four pence a day, 
and therefore deſires that a penny a day may be added to their 
Pay. | 
In OFober, the King wrote. to the Lord Lieutenant, That 
there will never be a thorough Reformation in Ireland, until 
all the Iriſh are ameſnable to Law, and have the Benefit of 
it ; and not long after a Commiſſion of Martial Law, and 
of conferring Knighthood, was ſent to the Lord Lieutenant ; 
and he was ordered to Knight O Neal and other Iriſh Poten- 
tates, and the King ſent a Collar of Gold to O Veal, and or- 
dered the Lord Lieutenant co prevail with them ( if poſlible ) 
coviſitthe King and Court of Exgland, in hopes to inure him 
to Civility,and a regular way of Living ; and the ſame Letter 
orders Surry to propoſe a Match between the Earl of Ormond's 
Son, and Sir Thomas Bullen's Daughter, 
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In the mean time, the Earbof Kzl/dare was ſet at liberty 
on Bail, his Adverſaries not being able to prove any thing to 
the purpoſe againſt him ; and ſoon after he was received into 
Favour, and attended the King into France, and was pre- 
ſent at the Interview of both Kings, near Calice. 

Maarice Fitz-Thomas of Lackagh, was baſely murdered by 
the O Moors in Leix, and Maurice, Earl of Deſmond, being 
dead, his Son and Succeſſor, James, ſoon after met the Lieu- 
tenant at Waterford, where the Earls of Ormond and Deſmond, 
by his means were reconciled, and mutually perfeCted In- 
dentures of Agreement, and gave Hoſtages for the perform- 
ance of them. 

The Earl of S»7ry was brisk upon the Brrws, and in Ofo- 
ber drove them from place to place, into their Faſtneſles and. 
larking holes; which gave Quiet to the reſt of the Pale ; 
and it had need of it ; for by the wetneſs of the Harveſt, 
Corn became very ſcarce. This Lieutenant was reſolved to 
make the Army ſerviceable, and as an inftance of his Dilſci. 
pline, he disbanded Sir John Bulmer's Troop, for their Inex- 
perience or Cowardize. 

Serry calls a Parliament, which met at D#6/:», the fourth 


of June, and EnaQted many good Laws, viz. 


I. That wilful Burning of Houſes or Recks of Corn, be 
Treaſon. | 

2. That the Tranſporter of Wool or Flocks, ſhall forteic 
double Value. 

3. Becauſe there are but few Free-holders in the four 
Shires where the King's Law is uſed, therefore he that has 
ten Marks per «4##sw, may be Juror in Attaint. 

This Parliament ended ( after ſeveral Prorogations ) the 
twenty firſt of Mey, 1522, and not in March, as it is in Sir 
James Ware's Annals 102. 

Whilſt Surry was at Dinner in the Caftle of Dwbliw , 
News was _- him, that the O Mores, who had confede- 
rated with the O Conners, O Caro!, and other Iriſh, againſt 
the Enpliſh , ( which they counted the common Enemy ) 
were on the Borders of the Pale ; wherefore, as well tore- ' 
pel them, as to revenge the aforeſaid Murder of Maurice 
Fitz-Thomss , the Lord Lieutenant, accompanied with the 
Mayor of Dabliz, and a choice Band of. Citizens, and ſeve- 
ral of the Nobility, and their Attendants, invaded Lejx , 
{ which is a Country full of Woods and Bogs. ) The Iriſh di- 
vided their Forces into ſeveral Parties, and having Intelli- 

ce, that the Carriages and Baggage of the Army was 
enderly guarded, they took their opportunity to attack 
that part, and did it ſo briskly, that ſeveral of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant's Soldiers fled ; but the Yalour of Parrick Fitz- Simons 
15 
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is recorded by the Hiſtorian, to have preſerved that neceſſary 
Concern of the Army, and to have cut off, and brought to 
the Mayor's Tent two of the Rebels Heads, 5 0 

Nor perhaps had ſo ſmall a thing been known to the Lord 
Lieutenant, or recorded in Hiſtory, but by the means of 
Fitz-Simons's his Enemies ; for the cowardly Soldiers that 
fled, laid the blame on Fitz- Simons ; who, to juſtifie him- 
ſelf, produced the two Heads, and retorted the Crime of 
Cowardiſe upon his Accuſers, and fo obtained both Reward 
and Honour, by a great, but frequent Providence of Divine 
Juſtice, that turns even the Malice of our Enemies to our 
Advantage. 

It muſt be obſerved, That in theſe Iriſh Wars, it was harder 
to find the Enemy than conquer them. O More's Army, 
that was juſt now in a Body formidable to the Pale, is now 
divided into ſmall Parties, and thoſe ſculking in thick Woods 
and deep Bogs. 

W hilt the Lord Lieutenant marched through theſe Wil- 
derneſſes, a Rebel that lay in Ambuſh on the ſideof a Wood, 
ſhot at him, and ſtruck the Vizer off his Helmet, but did 
nothurt him. Much ado they had to find the ſtubborn Tory, 
but at laſt they got him, and Fitz-Williams and Bedlow 
= forced to hew him to piecs; for he would not 

teld. 

- This Accident manifeſted the Danger of the March, and 

turned their Arms into Offaly, where they belieged Moneſter- 
pheoris, but after a Day or two, the Garriſon frightned with 
the great Guns, ran away by Night : So Surry left a Garrt- 
ſon there, and burnt the Country till the twenty third of 
July. But O Conner had not only removed the Corn and 
Cattle beforehand, to deprive the Engliſh of Suſtenance and 
Prey, but very wiſely invaded Meath, hoping by that Diver- 
ſion to preſerve his Country. 

But whether S«rry's Expedition and Intelligence occaſioned 
it, or that the Rebels deſigned to fight him, it matters not, 


ſince it is certain that they met, and that whatever they re- Were's Ani 
ſolved or bragged of beforehand, when it came to the Tryal bals, 194: 


their Hearts failed them, and Swrry got a ViCtory almoſt 
without Blow, and made great Slaughter in the Purſuit, his 
only Loſs being the valiant Lord of Dunſeny, who (probably) 
was too eager in the the Chaſe of the Rebels. 

O Carol pretended that the Earl of Xz/dere had inſtigated 
him to this Rebellion. However, ( as Surry phraſes it in his 
Letter to the King) he made Peace with the King and his 
Lieutenant, and gave his Son and Brother Hoſtages for the 
performance of it.

In the mean time Cardinal Wolfy, who was Legate de /atere 
in Exglazd, ſent over Bulls and Diſpenſations into Ireland, by 
his Fator and Regiſter John Allen ; but it ſcems they did not 
Lib.Ccc, turn to account, for Allen, in his Letter to the Cardinal, 
complains, they went off but {lowly, becauſe the Iriſh had ſo 
little ſenſe of Religion, that they married within the Leviti- 
cal Degrees, without Diſpenſations, and alſo becauſe they 
queſtioned his Grace's Authority in Ireland, eſpecially out of 
the Pale. 
. O Donel was lately returned from Rome, and by Letters 
and Meſſages promiled great Matters, as well from his own 
People as the Scottiſh Iſlanders, if he might be received into 
Ibid, Favour ; wherewith the Lord Lieutenant was ſo wheedled, 
that he not only granted his Pardon, but highly commended 
his Loyalty, 1a a Letter to the King. And in confidence of 
O Done/'s Integrity, the Lord Lieutenant, accompanied by 
O Neal, and fourhundred Horſe, four hundred Gallowglaſles 
and eight hundred Kerme, undertook an Expedition into 
Mas Mlaphlins Country, but O Done! moſt pertidiouſly took 
the Opportunity of 0 Nuts Abſence to invade him and Mac 
Gen#, and burnt ſeventeen Villages in their Countries, and 
took conſiderable Preys ; whereupon O: Neal was forced to 
return, and S#rry's Expedition was Fruitlels. 
"This Lord Lieutenant wrote a notable Letter to the King, 
13.9, Lo On the thirtieth of June, to this effeAt, That the Iriſh were 
beth, not to be reduced but by Conqueſt, and that if the Army 
undertook but one Province at once, then two thouſand five 
hundred Men would ſuffice ; but their Confederacies would 
make it neceſſary to attack them in ſeveral Places at once, 
and then leſs than ſix thouſand would not do the Buſineſs, 
all- which muſt be paid and victualled out of Exgland : Thar 
Trelant is five times as big as Wales, and therefore the Con- 
queſY would not be perfected in ten Years : And that whea it 
is conquered it muſt be inhabited by a new Colony of Eng- 
liſh, for the Iriſh will relapſe, do what you can. 
wy In Muzſter there were great Fewds between James Earl of 
res Annals Deſmond and Cormock Oge Lager Mac Carthy of Mikry ; the 
eee Archbiſhop of Dublin and other Commiſſioners went to Wa- 
butis mifta- terford to appeaſe them, but in vain, for Deſmond perliſted to 
Ken. burn and prey Mac Carthy's Lands. And Cormock Oge was not 
back ward to revenge the Injury, for being Confederate with 
Sir. Thomas Deſmond, the Earl's Unkle, and yet implacable 
Enemy, they fought a Battle with the Earl in Seprember, kit: 
led one thouſand of his Men, put himſelf to Flight, and took 
two of his Unkles ( John and Gerard) Priſoners. 
Fanuey,152x But the Lord Lieutenant, being weary of the Government, 
Lis, H. or indiſpeſed in his Health, obtained the King's leave to re- 
urn ; 
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/ turn ; and left behind him a good Reputation, and ( by the 
King's Orders ) his intimate Friend | 

Pierce Earl of Ormond, Lord Deputy, who fearing the De- 
fe&tion of the Iriſh, becauſe the Earl of Surry had carryed 
' with him all the Forces he brought out of England, whereby 
the/ Army was left exceeding weak. And being alſo doubr- 
ful of an Invaſion from the Scots, he deſired of the Cardinal, 
That ſix of the King's Ships might be ordered to cruiſe be- 
tween Ireland and Scotland,

of Caſtlemore, too long here to be recited, though there are 


many things obſervable in it, particularly the Proviſo, Luod 
idem Cormacus homagium ligeum nobis faciet ut eſt juſtum : And 
I ſuppoſe the like Proviſo was in all other Patents of that 
ſort, and imported that they ſhould have the Benefit of the 
Law'no longer than they perſiſted in their Allegiance. 

But though the King's Army was not in Attion,yet O NeaP's 
and O Done/'s were, for the laſt Years Injury manet alta mexte 
repoſitum : However, they managed their Wars rather like 
Tories than Soldiers, for atter ſome light Skirmiſhes, O Neel 
pretending a Retreat, on a ſudden ruſhed into Tyrconnel, 
where he burnt and demoliſhed all he could find, and part 
. cularly O DonePs beſt Caſtle ( of Ballyſhanon ): Which he 
in the mean time revenged, by an.incurſion into Tyrone, and 
thence returned, Joaden with Prey and Priſoners. And thus 
theſe valiant Princes made War, almoſt fatal to both ſides, 
without Blows or Battle, 

But let-us leave the Camp and a while turn to the Court, 
where we. ſhall find an Iriſhman, ſent by Mac Gilpatrick, 
Chief of Upper Ofſory, tothe King, to complain againſt the 
Deputy :' He met the King going to Chapel, and delivered 
his Embaſſe in theſe' Words, Sts pedibus Domine Rex, Domi- 
mu mens Gillapatricus me miſit ad te, & juſſit dicere, Quod fi 
non vis caſtigare Petrum Rufum, ipſe faciet bellum contra te. 

This Year was fatal to Ireland, no leſs by the Plague than 
the Sword, it raged — at and about Limrick, the 
Mayor whereof died of that Diſtemper. And about this time 
died the famous Poynings, and at Chriſtmas the City of Rhodes 
was forced by the Turk. 

The Earl of Kzldare ( who returned in January laſt) got 
leave of the Deputy to invade the Country of Lezx; and 
__ accompanid with Fors Fitz- Simons, Mayor of Dublin, 
and ſome Citizens, he entred the Country, and burnt a few 
Villages ;- but he was intercepted by an Ambuſh, and loſt a 
great many of his Followers, and with ſome Difficulty made 
his Retreat. 
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And now Jealoufies and Diſcords began to ariſe between 
the Earls of Ormond and Kzldare, which were fo maliciouſly 
fomented by evil Inſtruments, that the Affinity between 
them was little conſidered, nor did their Animoſities deter- 
mine otherwiſe, than by the Ruine of one Family, and the 
Infancy of the other. 

Among all their Followers James Fitz Gerald had moſt 
Credit with Kz/dare; and Robert T albot of Belgard, was the 
chief Favorite of Ormond : This T albot was going to keep his 
Chriſtmas at Kjlkenny, with the Deputy, but being met by 
James Fitz Gerald near Ballymore, was by him ſlain, or ras 
ther murdered ; which ſo exaſperated the Earl-of Ormond, 
that he immediately ſent to Enmg/and an Impeachment againſt 
K;laare. 

Hereupon a Commiſſion iſſued to Sir Ra{ph Egerton, Sir An- 
thony Fitz- Herbert, and James Denton, Deanot Litchfield, to 
examine that Matter ; with InſtruQions, That if the Earl of 
Kjlaere purged himſelf of the Crimes obje&ted, that then 
they ſhould depoſe the Deputy, and place K/dzre in his 
room. This Commiſſion and Inſtruftions were procured by 
the Marqueſs of Dorſer, Kzldare's Father-in-Law, and the 
Succeſs was according to his Deſire, for after a ſlight Enquiry 
into this Aﬀair, the Commiſſioners made a formal Agree- 
ment between both Earls, by an Indenture dated the twenty 
eighth of July, and in a lictle time after deprived Or9w24 of 
the Government ; and phated in his ſtead 

Gerald Earl of Kz/dare, Lord Deputy. - It ſeems that his

red beforchand, for the Indentures made between' the King 
and this Earl bear date the fourth of Avgnft, 16 Her. 8, and

That the Earl ſhall ſupport the Government of Ireland with 
the-Revenue of the Country, and ſhall not take Coyn and 
Livery, but at Hoſtings, and then his Soldiers ſhall be con- 
tent with Fleſh, Bread and Ale on Fleſh-Days, or two 
Pence in lieu of it, and Fiſh or Butter on Fiſh-Days, or two 
Pence in lieu of it ; the Foot Soldiers ſhall be content with 
three half Pence a Day, in licu of the ſaid- Allowance ; and 
Boys ſhall be content with what they can get, or a Penny in 
liewof it ; and each Trooper ſhall take but twelye Sheaves of 
Oats a Night, or two Pence in lieu thereof. 

The Day this Lord Deputy was ſworn Cox O Neat carried 
the Sword before him to Thomaes-Conrt, where he entertained 
the Commiſſioners at a ſplendid Banquet, 
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And ſo theſe Commiſſtoners having determined this. grear 
and ſome leſſer Controverſies, returned into, Ezg/and, and ac- 
cording to their InſtruQtions, carried with them the aforeſaid 
James Fitz-Gerald, as a Priſoner. The Cardinal (We/ſ5) .the 
implacable Enemy of the Gira/dines, was glad of this occaſion 
to affront that Noble Family, and therefore caufed this James 
Fitz-Gerald, to be carried through the City of London, to 
Priſon, with a Rope about his Neck. Nevertheleſs, it fo 
happened afterwards, that by the Interceſſion of the Dean of 
Litchfield, James obtained his Pardon, and was ſent back 
home, in ſpight of the Cardinal. 

James Earl of Deſmond, a Man of great Power and Eftate 
in Munſter, had for ſome time deſigned a Rebellion, and to 
that end, by his Agent Anthony Doily, had ſolicited Francis 
the Firſt, the French King for Aſhſtance, and entred into 
Covenants with him, a»zo 1523. however, it came to-no- 
thing, becauſe of the Peace that enſued between both Kings, 
upon which this Intrigue was fully diſcovered. 

The Deputy had Orders to apprehend Deſmond, and to 
that end did march into Manſter ; but cither that EarPs In- 
telligence, or K/ldare's Correſpondence with him prevented 
the Arreſt; the latter was vehemently fuſpeQed, and not 
without Reafon, becauſe of the great Friendfhip and the Con- 
fanguinity between them. 

After this, the Earl of K/dere and Com O Ned, invaded 
Tyrconnel; but upon notice, That Hugh O Neal ( Competi- 
tor with Con ) was up in Tyrone, they clapt up a Peace with 
O Donel, and turned their Forces againft O-Nea!, whom they 
totally defeated and ſlew. Maurice Caveneagh, Arch-Deacon 
of Leighlin had barbarouſly murdered his Dioceſian, Maurice 
Doran, at Glanreynold, for which he and his Complices were 
hanged and their Bowels burnt. |

Why / ? forſooth I could not 
catch him: Nay, nay, Earl, forſooth you would not -watch 
him. If he be juſtly ſuſpetfed, why are you partial in ſo great 
a Charge ? if not, why are you fearful to have him tried ? Tea, 
for it will be ſworn and depoſed to your Face, that for fear of 
meeting him, you ha winked wilfully, ſhunned his Sight, al- 
tered your Courſe, warned your Friends, ſtopped both Eays and 
Eyes againſt his DetefFors ; and whenſoever you take upon you to 
hunt him out, then was he ſure aforehand to b out of your Walk. 
Surely this jugling and falſe Play little became either an honeſt 
Man, called to Tack Honour, or a Nobleman put in fo great 
Truſt : Had you loſt but a Cow or a Horſe of your own, two 
hundred of your Retainers would have come at a Whiſtle, to 
reſcue the Prey from the uttermoſt edge of Ulſter : All the Iriſb

Power into his Hands, little valued the Oppoſition of his 


Enemies. Oa the contrary, he was tranſported with the 
Contemplation of the procugeue Succeſs he had hitherto met 
with, and preſumed fo far omits continuance, that he -preci- 
pirates himſelf into many vain and unaccountable Aftions ;;

Army ( being Inhabitants of the Pale, and forced to the 
Camp) were in their Hearts for the City ; and this they 
were induced to believe, becauſe moſt part of the Arrows 
ſhot. over the Walls were unheaded. Upon theſe Confidera- 
ridns they reſolved to fally, and gave out from the Walls, 
That new Succours werecome from , andas if it had 
been fo, immediately ruſhed out thr Fire and Flame, and 
the Enemy believing they were new-arrived Soldiers, and 
that the Citizens durft not adventure ſo brizkly, immediatel 
fied, leaving one hundred Gallowglaffes ſlain, and rheir Fal. 
con taken. Thomas Fitz-Girald himfef lurked at the Grey- 
Fryers, \n Francis ſtreet, till next morning, and then he got 
to the retnainder of his ſhattered Army. 

In the mean time the Earl of Kzidare was committed to 
the Tower, becauſe he had contrary to the King's expreſs 
Command farniſhed his Caſttes out of ts Majefty's Stores : 
And though be anſwered, That it was done to defend the 
Pale apainft the Borderers; and thar if he deſigned Treaſon, 
he was tiot {ach a Fool as'co fortifie his Caftles, and ar the 
fatne rite to adventure his Perſon imo their Hands; hows 
ever he ſtartered fo much, and delivered his Speech in ſuch 
ſtapgeritlg and maffling manner, thar they concluded him 
Guilty, and commirted him : And now hearing of his 'Son's 
Extravagancies, he broke his Heart, and died in the Tower 
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Fitz-Girald being in great want of Artillery and Ammuni- 
tion, and ſomewbat cooled by the late defeat, ſent James 
Delabide and others to treat with the City upon'theſe Articles,

Whilſt they were treating thus, one W:i/liaws Beth, of Dot- 
lar-Town, a Lawyer, ftepped forward, and ſaid, My Maſters, 
What need all theſe Circumſtances ? Let us all drink of one Cup : 
W hich Words coſt him his Life the next year. 

It ſeems Fite-Gira/d agreed with the Citizens on their own 
Terms, and Hoſtapes being given on both ſides, he raiſed 
his Siege, and ſent his Artillery go Howth, but went himſelf 
to Minnooth, toſte that Caſtle fortified and furniſhed. 

Io the mean time the two Hamertons, with one hundred and 
eighty Soldiers, arrived out of England at Houth, and oa 
their March to Dublizx were OY near Clantarf b 
Thomas Fitz-Girald,and two hundred Horſemen ; and thoug 
they fought valiantly, and one of the Flamerrons wounded 
Fitz-Girald in the Forehead, yet being over-powered, they 
were all (lain or taken Priſoners ; and their Ships were forced 
from Houth, and a Veſſel freighted with choice Engliſh Geld- 
ings, was alſo taken by Captain Rosks, Fitz-Girald's Pirate, 
and the Horſes were ſeat to Fitz Girald, | 

And not long after landed both the Eglebees and Dacyes, 
with their Horſemen, at the Skerries ; and Sir Williew Brere- 
ton-and his Son John, with two hundred and fifty Soldiers 
well appeinted ; and Captain Salibury, with two hundred 
Archers, laſtly Landed at the S/ip, near the Bridge of Dub- 
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Sir William Skeffengton, Lord Deputy, he was Maſter ' of 
the Ordnance in Eng/and ; and therefore was by the Iriſh, 
( who put Nick-names upon every Body, even of themſelves; 
as Dermond Buckagh, Tiege Mauntagh, &c.) in derifion, 
called, The Gunner ; he was received with great Joy by the 
City, and had the Sword delivered to him by the Lord of 
Trimletſtone, who was made Chancellor in the place of 
Archbiſhop -Cromer ; Baron Finglaſs ( who wrote a MM. S. 
Treatiſe of the Decay of Ireland ) was made Chief Juſtice of 
the King's Bench, as Luttrel was of the Common Pleas, 
and Gira/d Ailmer Chief Baron of the Exchequer , and 
William Brabazon Vice-Treaſurer. This Deputy alſo brought 
with him Leonard Lord Grey, ( deſigned Marſhal of Ireland ) 
and Gracious Letters from the King to the City of Dublin. 

That part of the Engliſh Fleet, which failed near Tredegh, 
met with Brode the Pyrate, and forced him a Ground, ſo thar 
he and nine of his Men were taken at Tredagh, and ſent Pri- 
foners to Dublin ; whereat Fitz-Girald was ſo much enraged, 
that he threatned to beſiege Tredagh, and it is probable he 
marched that way, for it was averr'd at Dublin, That he was 
aQually before the Town : And therefore the Lord Deputy 
immediatly, viz. the twenty eighth of OiZober, marched our, 
to raiſe the Siege of Tredagh ; and he ftaied in and about that 
Town, till the fourth of November, and then finding no 
Enemy near that Place, he returned ro Dub/iz, having firſt 
proclaimed Fitz-Girald Traytor, at the High Croſs of 
Tredagh. | 

The Lord Deputy would have purſued Fitz-Gzrald and his 
Confederates, but that the Winter was too near, and him- 
ſelf was indiſpoſed ; moreover, he daily expeQed Supplies of 
Men and Mony from Ezxgland ; and he knew that Fitz Girald 
had ſtrengthned his Party by a new Confederacy with O Nea/ 
and'O Connor : And therefore being neceſſitated to poſtpone 
his Deſigns till the Spring, ſome ſay he madea Truce with 
Fitz-Girald until Fanuary ; but that ſeems improbable, be- 
cauſe the Pale ſuffered exceedingly this Winter, the Preſer- 
vation of which, muſt have been the chief Conſideration for 
2 Truce, if there were any. 

Fitz-Girald had in his Poſſeſſion ſix principal Caſtles, viz, 

Minooth, Portleſter, Rathingan, Catherlagh, Ley and Athy ; 
and: having well manned and furniſhed them, he took a 


Journey into Comnavght,, not doubring but that his Caſtle of 


Minooth would hold out till his Return ; but,he was very 
much out in his Calculation, for the Lord Deputy 6n the fit- 
teenth of March, laid Siege to that Caſtle, and placed his 
Battery on the North Side of the ſame, towards the Park, 
and Sir William Brereton, who had ſlain one hundred of 
ins Fitz Girald's 
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Fitz-Girald's Men on the ſixth of Maych, did now ſummon 
the Caſtle of Minoorth, with Offers of Pardon and Reward : 
to which a ſcoffing and ludibrious Anſwer was returned, with 
much boaſting, atrer the Iriſh manner : VWhereupon the Ar- 
tillery began to play, but made no conſiderable Breach in a 
Fortnights'time ; and therefore though it was ſo cloſely be- 
fieged, that there was neither egreſs or regreſs from or to the 
_ Caſtle; yet being ſufficiently provided of all Neceſlaries, 
and particularly of a good Garriſon of an hundred choice men, 
it might have held out until Firz Gira/4 could come to re- 
lieve it. 

But the perfidious Governor Chriſtopher Pareſe ( Fitz.Gi- 
rald's Foſter-Brother ) a white-Liver'd Traytor, reſolved to 
purchaſe his own ſecurity with his Lord's Ruine; and to 
that end, got Letters conveyed to the Lord Deputy, import- 
ing, that he would ſurrender the Caſtle upon certain Arti- 
cles by him propos'd, all which concerned only his own Pro- 
fir, without mention of his Safety. The Lord Deputy rea- 
dily accepted of the Offer, and agreed to the Conditions re- 
quired : Whereupon, Pareſe, after ſome ſmall Advantage 
they had got in a Sally, caus'd the Garriſon to rejoyce and 
caroule to that degree that they were all dead drunk ; and 
then upon a Signal given, the Engliſh ſcaled the Walls, and 
entred the Caitle ; Captain Holland being one of the firſt, 
hapned to leap down into a Pipe of Feathers; and there ſtuck, 
and Sir Will;am Breretos'being got in, cried out, S. George, 
S. George ; whereat one of the Garriſon awakened, and ſhot 
at Captain Hol/and.; but he being reſcued out of the Fea- 
thers by his Companions, killed the Souldier : , After that, 
there was little or no reſiſtance ;* and Sir William Brereton 
ſoon advanced his Standard on the Top of the Turret : The 
Spoil and Plunder of this Caſtle was exceeding great and rich, 
this being accounted the beſt furniſhed Houſe belonging to 
any Subje& in the Kings Domintons, | 

The Lord Deputy entred in the Afternoon, before whom, 
two Varlets, James de 1a Hide and Hayward, both Choriſters, 
proſtrated themſelves, warbling a ſweet Sonnet, call'd Dal. 
cis Amica ; their Melody ſav*d their Lives, which, at the re- 
queſt of Chief Juſtice A:/mer , the Deputy pardoned. 

Pareſe expeCting ſome great Reward, with abundance of 
Confidence and Familiarity preſented himſelf before the De- 
puty ; who told him, That. he was to thank him, on the 
King's behalf , for his Service, . which ſaved much Charge 
and many Lives, and doubted 'not, when the King was ac 
quainted therewith, he would provide for him during his 
Life ; and the better to adviſe the King how to reward him, 
-he-deſfired ro know what Firz-Girald had done for him : Pa- 
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reſe ſet agog with this Difeourle, yecounted-the moſt minute 
inſtances of Firs Gireld's-Liberalizy®to him-; upon which, 
the Deputy reply'd ; And how Pare! \ harp. thou find in thy 
heart to betray the Caſthe of fo" kind\# Lord? ' And turning to 
his Officers, he bids'rhery pay hintthe Mony/,and- then 
to chop off his Head. Had T knows this, quoth Pareſe, your 
Lordſbip ſponld not heve had the Cxftle foeafily.. Whereupon, 
one Mr. Boyſe being by,. cried out; Asntrangh, 1.c. too late ;. 
which occaſion'd the Saying - often us'd in Ireland, T oo late, 
quoth Boyſe. (Al OY # x 
In the mean time, Fitz-Gira/d, by the aid of O Connor and 
others, had got an Army of ſeven thotfand Men; with which 
he defign'd to raiſe the'Sirge of Mi#vorh ; but upon News of 
its Surrender, his Army deſerted him daily, and mouldred 
away almoſt ro norhing*(Reputation;/ as I obſerved before , 
much governing -the':Itrifh, and pps all-the- World be- 
ſide; ) with the few' that were teft, 'he marched to Clare, 
and the Deputy ( leaving 'Brereron' Governor of Dublin ) 
marched to Nazs, where he took {evenſcore of the Rebel 
Gallowglaſſes, whofn j''( upor-notice 'of Fire-Girald's Ap» 
proach) the Deputy .tormanded to be ſlain, only Edmond 
Oleme eſcaped ſtark naked to his Maſter Firz-Gira/d. ' There 
was a Bog between botti' Armies, ſo-that the Horſe could 
not skirmiſh ; but the Depucy, with his Artillery cafily broke

But: whilſt the-Nobility and: Gentry-were' at the Parlia- 
ment} O Connor-made uſe of the opportunity, as heuſed to 
do, and invadedthe Pale ; his:Fury lighted moſt on the/Ba- 
rony of Carbry in the County of Kzldare, which he-preyed 
and burnt ;- and to revengy'it, the! Lord Trimlerfkawn; and 
the Vice-Treaſurer Brabazon,” with ſuch men as they'<duld on 


the ſudden get together,made an Incurſion'into Offats, _ -

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like manner waſted and deſtroyed that Country, whicffob- 
liged O Connor to return home as faſt as he could. 

Sir William Brereton was likewiſe ſent to the Confines of 
Ulſter, to parly with O Neal, who complained , That the 
League (made between the Lord Deputy Skeffingron and him) 
was not duly obſerved on the Engliſh (ide ; fo after ſome 
Expoſtulations upon that Point, the ſame Agreement was re- 
newed and confirmed. 

And about the ſame time, the King, to reward the City of 
Waterford, for its Loyalty and firm adheſion to the Crown, 
{ent to that City a gilt Sword, and a Cap of Maintainance. 

But John, Earl of Deſmond, being dead, the new Earl, 
James ( who was a very active, or rather a turbulent man) 
began new Diſturbances in Munſter ; but he was timely op- 

ed by the Lord Butler, who waſted his Lands in the Coun- 
ty of Limerick, and repair'd and Garriſon'd the Caſtle of 
Loghguair, and it ſeems that the Lord Deputy came to Kz/- 
kenny, the twenty fourth of July, and having adjourned the 
Parliament, as aforeſaid, he came to Loghguir the laſt of July, 
and the next day he went to Carrigorel, and took it the ſecond 
of Auguſt; and they ſay, for ſome private Advantage, re- 
delivered it to the former Owner ; on the ſixth of Auguſt they 
marched to Bryans-bridge, and took the Caſtles, and broke 
the Bridge ; butby the improvidence of thoſe in Authority, 
there was ſo great ſcarcity of Viftuals, that a halfpeny Loaf 
was worth a Shilling. And within four or five days the 
ſtrong Caſtle of Carrigonel was lolt by treachery ; but it was 
preſently retaken, with the Slaughter of ſixty Rebels ; how- 
ever, the Wants of the Army occafioned a Mutiny, ſo that 
the Soldiers refuſed to march for want of Pay, and the Gar- 
riſon of Toghguir deſerted, and a thouſand other Inconveni- 
ences hapned, | 

On the twenty third of A4prz/, the Lord Deputy began 
his Expedition into Offaly, againſt O Conpor, to revenge the 
Infolencies of the laſt year ; but he was hindred by the abun- 
dance of Rain that fell at that time, from doing the Execu- 
tion he defign'd, ſo that he was fain to end this Quarrel by a 
diſhonourable ſort of Arbitration ; for although the Damages 
which O Connor had done, ' were eſtimated at five thouſand 
Marks, yet the Lord Deputy compounded for eight hundred 
Beeves, or ſix ſhillings and eight pence apiecean licu of them ; 
but not long after, he attack'd the Cavenaghs and O Carol, 
with better Succeſs, and forced them. to ſubmit, and give 
Hoſtages.

And although all theſe Afts were Seaſonable and very 
Good for that time, yet there was not any one of them was 
of more Advantage to the'Crown, or that pleaſed the King 
better, than that ofmakiong him King of Ireland ; for though 
it is manifeſt” (as the' AR mentions ) that the Kings of 
England did always enjoy! Regal Authority and Juriſdiction

But 'we'muſt/not leavethe Year 1547, until we have in- 
formed the Reader, That Robert Wachop, titular Archbiſhop 
of Armagh, ( Who is fanious'for riding: Poſt the beſt of any 
Body 1n.Chriftendom, although he was blind from his Cradle) 
did this-Year introduce the Jeſvites into Ireland, by. the Fa- 
vour and Countenance of: Pope Pa»! the third : John Cadur, 
was the firſt of the Society (that went thither, and was fol- 
lowed by - Alphonſus Salmeron, Paſchafins Broet and Francis 
Zapata ; and the obſerving Reader will-eafily perceive the 
diſmaland horrible EfteQs of that Miſhon, which hath ever 
ſince imbroiled Ireland, even to this Day.

And it ſeems that about this time Commiſſoners were ap« 
pointed in every Province, to decide the Controverſies in- 
ſtead of Brehons, viz. in Connaught, the Biſhops of Twem and 
Clonfert, andthe Captains Wakely and Ovingion, in Munſter 
the Biſhops of Cork and Waterford, and the Mayors of Cork 
and Towghal, and in Ulſter the Archbiſhop of Armagh and 
Lord of Louth. 

And it is to be noted, That theſe Submiſſions were ſo uni 
verſally made, all over the Kingdom, that there was not a 
Lord or Chieftain of any note in Ireland but ſubmitted in this 
or the like Form, for they made no ſcruple to renounce the. 
Pope, when once they had reſolved to obey the King : And 
by theſe Means the Kingdom was ſo quiet, and there was fo 

reat a ProſpeCt of a Settlement, that ſeveral of the Principal 
Foods of the Iriſh took Patents for their Eſtates, and deſired 
Titles of Honour, according to the Law of Exglazd, which

The, French King, by his Ambaſſador Theobald de Boys,

Sir William Brabazon was ſworn Lord Juſtice.in his ſtead ; 
his Patent bears date the twelfth of OFober, 35 Hen.$. To 
this Lord Juſtice new Seals were ſent, becauſe of the Alte- 
ration of the King's Stile, from LORD, to KING of 
Ireland, and the old Seals were ſent back to England. 

The Lord Juſtice, by the King's Orders; ſent him ſeven 
hundred Men te Ca/ice, under the Command of the Captains 
Poer, Finglaſs and Skurloch ; they were very ſerviceable to 
the King at Bulloigy, and did much Miſchief to the French ; 
for being light of foot, they would often range twenty or 
thirty Mile into the Country, and as they returned, would 
burn and ſpoil where-ever they came: They had a pretty 


Trick to get a Prey ; which was to tie a Bull to a Stake, and - 


ſet fire about him, and as the Fire ſcorched him, the Bull 
would bellow, and thereupon, all the Cattel within hearing, 
of him, would flock that way, and ſo were taken. Theſe Iriſh. 
men would never give Quarter, and therefore, whenſoevyer 
the Frenchmen took any of them, they gelded them, and 
otherwiſe tormented them exceedingly: After the Surren- 
der of Bulloign, a large Frenchman on the other ſide of the 
Haven, braved and defied the Engliſh Army ; whereupon, 
one Nicholas Walſh did ſwim over the River, and cut off the 
onmmecs Head , and brought 5 over the —— 
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| his Mouth ; for which bold Aftion he' was bountifully re- 


warded; (Fees 
Sir Anthony Seintleger , being for his go00d Services made 
Knight of the Garter, rerurned Lord Deputy, and found' the 
| quiet ; and he made it his Bufmelſs to keep it & : 


which he effeQually accompliſhed, by impriſoningewo or 
_ three turbulent Fee e, and by raking Indentures &ud Ho- 


ſages froth thoſe he fuſpeCted. 

And this Lord Deputy knowitg it was the only way to 
keep the Kingdom'in peace, made it his Buſineſs to break the 
Dependencies of the Iriſh, and to that end, upon all Refe- 
renc@&to him, he took care that the weaker Party might de- 
pend on the Government for Prote&ion, and that he ſhould 
not rely _ nor be under the SubjeCtion of any other ; ' and 
particularly, on the fourteenth of J«ly, he made an Award, 
or final Order between the Earl of Tyrone and O Domnel; 
whereby O Done! was freed from depending on O Neal, any 
farther than that he ſtill continued obliged to pay a yearly 
Rent: of ſixty Beeves to O Neal, for the Ifland of Taijowes ; 
ad-it ſo hapned that the very next year O Neal invaded Tyr- 
conel, becauſe thar-Rent was not paid; whereupon, there 
was another Reference to the Government, and a new Peace 
was made between them, Avg. 24, 1546. In the meantime, 
the Earl of Lexox, who fled out of Scotland, was kindly receiv- 
ed by King Henry, and married his Neece, was by the King 
fent into Jreland, to levy an Army, to recover his Inheritance 
in Scotland ; he came to the Deputy at Kzlmeinham, where 
he lived, and being effeQtually recommended by the King, 
he was fo kindly received, and his Buſineſs ſo heartily fol- 


| lowed, that by the middle of November, he had raiſed fif- 
' teen hundred Men, under the Command of Sir John Travers 


Maſter of the Ordnance ; to whom the Earl of Ormond joyn- 
ed as many of his own Followers, and was himſelf General 
of the Army : They ſet Sail for Scorlend in twenty eight 
Ships ; but the Levity of their Confederates in Scorlaud, or 
the Power of Duke Hamilton, diſappointed this Deſign ; for 
not being able to gain Dwuxbritton-Caſtle, which was promi- 
ſed to be delivered up to them, and finding a potent Army 
ready to encounter them, . inſtead of Friends, which they ex- 
peQted to embrace them, and being ſhattered by a violent 
Storm, the Iriſh were neceſſitated to return home re in- 


feta. 


In the mean time, on the Nineteenth of Oober, died U- 
lick Earl of Clanrickerd, whereupon a great Conteſt aroſe

being ſtill living : But the Earl of Ormond and other Commiſ 
ſidgers' ( ſent by the Lord Deputy and Council to ſettle this 
Affair.) ſoon-determined the Matter, and: finding that the 
pretended Marriage with O Mleghtin, could-not — s 
they adjudged Graxy to be the Earl's true Wife, uw 
her Son Richard Burk in the Earldom and: Eſtate of . his' Fa» 
ther, according to the Law of Rr ; and-becauſe he was 
under Age, they made UVlick Bark Captain of the Country, 
during his good Behaviour, and the Minority of the Earl: - 
Bur now the Spirit of Rebellion had again feized the Iriſh; 
and O Neat, O Dowel, O Dogharty, and one Callock, had made moirs,g, g. 
ſome Overtures to the French King, about affiſtance to ma- 
nage an Infurre&ion ; and they propoſed to him, to become 
his SubjeRs, and to ſhake off the Yoke of Exgland, provi- 
ded he would procure the Pope's Gift of reland, and: ſend 
tworhouſand Harquebuſles, two hundred Light Horſemen, 
and four Canon, to their afſiftance : The F King thought 
the Offer ſo conſiderable, that he ſent over Jahn de Monminek, ” 
Biſhop of Yalexce, his Ambaſſador to Ireland, to' learn the 
Truth of their Circumſtances, and to certifie the King what 
pubitey there was of Succeſs, if he ſhould cogage 1n that

The Biſhop arrived at Loghfoyle on Shrovermeſday, 'and the 
next day was by 0 Dibes, carried to: his Houſe, which 
was 2 great dark Tower ; there the Biſhop found bad Enter- 
tainment, and was forced to be' contented with Herrings, 
and Bisket, and ſuch like Lenten Fare, which was the beſt 
the Houſe afforded. 

The Biſhop had a Months Mind to O Dogherty's Daughter, 
which two Engliſh Fryers obſerving, topreveat any Abuſe of 
the Damſel, = procur'd as good a Bed-fellow for the Am-: 
baſſador, though ſhe was of meaner Quality, this Liquo-. 
riſh Harlot unfortunately met with a ſmall Bottle of choice 
Balm, valued at two thouſand Crowns , which was given 
to the Biſhop ( by Solyman the Magnificent) when he was 
Ambaſſador in Terky, ſhe was invited by its Odour to try 
its Reliſh, and it ſeems liked it ſo well, that ſhe licked ic 
all-out ; whereat the Biſhop grew ſo outragious and loud, 
that he diſcovered his Debauchery, frightned the Woman 
away , and made ſport for the Iriſhmen and his own'Ser.

AQtt- 
on>;:ifor Bryen,' Lord of Upper Offory, ſent his own Son 
Tegge Priſoner to Dublin, ' where he was executed ; and in 
July, Patrick :0 More and Bryan O Connor with joint Forces 
invaded the County of Xz/dare, and burnt ' Athy ; but the 
Lord Juſtice immediately (purſued them , and leaving a 
Gartifon at Athy, he marched into Offaly, and made a Fort 


' at:Dingen ( now Philigftown') and torced O Connor to fly 


into Connaught, 
- But the Neceflities of the State obliged the King to Coyn 
Braſsor mixt'Moneys, and to' make it -currant in Ireland by

on the twenty ſixth Day of February; and not long after 

Sir Richard Read was made firſt Lord Keeper, and afterwards ' 

Lord Chancellor ; and the Earl of Deſmond was conſtituted 

Lord Treaſurer of Ireland on the twenty ninth Day of March ; 

and on the ſeyeath Day of April the Privy _— was 

| worn, 
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ſworn, viz. Sir Richard Read, Chancellor, George Archbi-. 
ſhop of Dsblin, Edward Biſhopof Meath, Sir Williem Braba- 
zom Vice-Treaſurer, Sir Girald Ailmer Lord Chief Juſtice. of 
che King's Bench, Sir Thomas Luttrel Lord Chief Juſtice of 
the Common Pleas, James Bath Eſq; Lord chief Baron of the 
Exchequer, Sir 7 homas Cuſack Maſter of the Rolls, and Tho- 


mas Houth Eſq; one of the Judges of the King's Bench ; to - 


whom afterwards others were added. 
But the O Birzes took advantage of the Change of the Go. 


verament, and hoping that the Infancy of the King would - 


occaſion Difturbances in the State, they began to be very 
unruly and troubleſome 3 infomuch that the Lord Deputy 
was neceſſitated to invade their Country ; he purſued them 
ſo cloſe, that he ſlew their Captain, and drove themſelves 
into the Woods and Faſtneſſes: He alſo took two of the 
Fitz-Giralds, who had formerly been Profcribed ; and now 
joyned with O Toole, and he brought them and other Priſon- 
ers to Deblin, where they were executed. 

Nor were Patrick O More and Brian O Connoy, leſs forward 
than the reſt, but briskly invaded the County of Kz/dere, and 
loaded themſelves with Prey and Plunder ; bur the Lord 
Deputy came ſeaſonably to intercept them, and having killed 
two hundred of the Rebels upon the Plate, the reft of them, 
with their light-footed Captains, fairly ran away. 

But the Government of Exg/and wiſely conſidering the fickle 
Inclinations of the Iriſh,and the danger ofa general DefeQion 
of thatNation from a Proteſtant King, feaſonably provided for 
that Kingdom ; ſo that Edward Bellingham, with the Title of 
CaptainGeneral brought over {ix hundred Horſe and four hua- 
dred Foot, whoſe Pay came to twelve hundred-and twenty 
ſix Pound per Month, viz ſeven hundred and feventy Pound 
for the Horſe, and four hundred fifty fix Pound for the Foot : 
and about Midſummer they landed at Waterford, and bein 
joyned by the Lord: Deputy, they invaded the Countries o* 
Leix and Offaly, and proclaimed O More and O Connor Tray- 
tors, and having diſperſed the Forces of the Rebels, the 
Lord Deputy repaired the- Fort of Dingen, and built the Fort 
of Campaum alias ProlefFor ( now called Ma ) ; where- 
upon O More and 0 connor were forced to ſubmit, and Bellin- 
Þs ne was knighted and made Marſhal of Ireland. 

The Caſtle of Arhloan was likewiſe repaired and garrifoned, 
by tal Orders-from England, and the Vice-Treaſurer 


Brabazon had the Care and management thereof, and per- 
formed it effeftually,- in ſpight of the great Oppoſition he 
met with from Domenick O Kelly and other Great Men of Con» 


But 


naught :' And this auſpicious Year did allo produce the 
Vidory which the Engliſh obtained over the Scots at 
| burgh, | 
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But as the Reformation proceeded in Exglaxd, ſo the Popiſh 
Zeal and Superſtition increaſed in Irelavd, and the Pale it 
ſelf began to be diſturbed with it, for Richard Fitz-Euſtace 
and Alexender his Brother, Sons of the Viſcount Baltinglaſs, 
were bulie forming a Rebellion in the County of K;zldare ; 
but the Preſence of the Lord Deputy ( without Blows } 
brought them to a Submifſiom, and ſtifled this Infant -Con- 
ſpiracy in the Cradle ; and it was well it did ; for this rebel- 
lious Diſtemper was very infectious, and in a little rime 
would have ipread over the whole Kingdom ; the Lord of 
Baltinglaſs bimſelf was a little tainted with it, but by the 
means ot Sir Edward Bellingham ( when Lord Deputy ) the 
Viſcount was pardoned. 

In the mean time the Lord Deputy ( Saintleger ) was ſent 
for to England ; andcarried with him O More and O Conner, 
as Priſoners; but upon their Submiſſion they were received 
into Favour, and honoured with a Penſion of one hundred 
Pound per 49zum out of the Exchequer, during their Lives, 
which O More enjoyed not very long, for he died within the 
Year, ſuddainly, at London. 

Sir Edward Bellingham, who had been ſent into England, 
with an Account of the Submiſſion of the County of Kz/dare, 
was now ſent back Lord Deputy ; he landed at Daikye on 


 Whitſon-Eve, and two Days after he received the Sword at 


Davis, 62. 


Chriſt-Charch, according to Cuftom : He was a Zealous Pro- 
teſtant, and a brave Soldier ; and by his means Sir John Allen 
wasagain made Lord Chancellor. 

As ſoon as he was ſetled, he marched into Leix and Offaly 
againſt Cahir O Connor and others, that were brewing new 
1reaſons there, and forced them to ſubmit; and brought the 
Country to that degree of Subjection, that he is ſaid to be the 


. firſt Man ſince: Edward the third's time that enlarged the Eng- 


liſh Borders beyondthe Pale ; and from Offaly the Lord Deputy 
marched to Delyin, againſt Mac Coughtan, whoſe Country 


he totally deſtroyed. 


The Lord Deputy had expreſs Orders to ſet up a Mint at 
Dublin, which he did, but it continued but a very little time 
for want of Bullion. And this Year, on the twenty ſecond Day. 
of April the City of Dublin ( which at firſt was governed by 
a Provoſt, and by King Henry the Third ſubjeQtedto a Mayor 
and Bayliffs, . and by Henry the Fourth was honoured with a 
Sword ) obtained their Baylitts to be changed into Sheriffs, 
and John Riensand Robert Eyons were the firſt two Sheriffs 
that were choſen or appointed for that City. 

In the mean time Sir Francis Bryan. who had married the 
Counteſs Dowager of Ormond, and was made.Marſhal of 
Ireland, and Governour of the Counties of Typerary and K;/- 


kenny, 
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kenny, \could by no means agree with the Lord T)put / ; their 
Differences grew at/length to"that Height, that Si down 
impeached the Lord Deputy in'Eng/and,” and: preyaite#rb 
have him ſent for, to anſwer the Accuſation. , . © ©, 7 

But whilſt that affair was tranſaQing, Teige O Carol plyed 
his own Buſineſs diligently, and after a ſtout Defence, 'he 
took and demoliſhed the ſtrong'Caſtle of Nenagh, and drove 
the Engliſh out of that' Country. IIs 

In Vier, Manus O' Donel quarrelled with his:Son Calvagh, 
and at length it came to Blows ; ſo that on the ſeventh Day 
of February, Calvagh was routed, and Menus, *Mac Donoagh 
Cahas and many of his Followers were ſlain , _- 

In the Lower Delvin, Teige Mac Mlaghlin and Edmond Fahy, 
with".their united Forces, did all the Miſchief they coul 
and almoſt totally deſtroyed that part of Mac Coughlans Coun- 
try : Nevertheleſs, the Lord Deputy ſent an Iriſh Brigade, 
under the command of Donowgh O Conner, accompanied with 
the Sons of Cahir O Connor, to aid the King in his War againſt 
Scotland. 

Oa the eighteenth of November, Cormock Roe O Connor, 
who was proclaimed Traytor, tame to Dublin, and with 
Tears in his Eyes begged Pardon of the Lord Deputy and 
Council in Chri/t-Church ; and had it : But being of a turbu- 
lent Spirit, he ſoon after relapſed into Rebellion, 'and being 
taken by the Earl of Clanrickard, he was ſent to Dublin and 
hanged, ſo true is that Obſervation of Ceſar Williamſons,

It is worthy Obſervation, That though the Earl of Deſmond molingh. 10g. 
for his Quality and vaſt Eſtate was made Lord High Treaſt- 
rer,yet he was not of the Privy Council, nor indeed qualified 
to be ſo, for he was Rude and Savage both in Apparel and 


Behaviour ,, he had neither Learnipg nor Manners, but lived 
after a barbarohs faſhion in the Country, among the Wild- 
Iriſh, and perhaps had not ſo much as a Glaſs-Window to his 
Houſes, and yet he was the beſt landed SubjeQ in the King's 
Dominions. About Chriſtmas the Deputy ſent for him roDublin, 
but he refuſing, the Lord Deputy himſelf, with about twen- 
ty Horſe, made that haſte to Munſter, that he took the Earl

And now it happened, that the Earl of. Tyroxe, Macgazre, 
Fylemy Roe O Neal, and others, referr'd ajl their Ditiereaces 
to the Lord Deputy and Council ; who, 'on the. twentieth 
day of Jane made their Decree, wiſely ordering Independen- 
cy on O Neal: - Therere are Copies of all theſe Decrees at 
Lambeth, Lib.

' And on the eighteenth of July, the like Order was made 
between O Donel and: his Sons, and ſeveral Proprietors ,of 
Tyrconel, and.O Doxe/s Authority was limited, and both 
Parties were obliged to obey the Order, on pain of torfeiting 
all their Eſtate. And about the ſame time, Brign Mac Ma- 
hon and Hugh Oge made their Submiſſions at Klmainhers, 
and were pardoned the five hundred Marks they had forfeited 
by breach of their farmer Articles. 

In the mean-time, the Scotch I[{landers ſent ſome Forces to 
the affiftance of the Iriſh in V/fer ; but Andrew Breyeton, 
with five and thirty Horſe, met with two hundred of them, 


"and defeated: them with great ſlaughter, and by his good 


Condu@ quieted V/fer, and was therefore made Gexeral or 
Governor thereof. 

But the Lord Deputy being recalPd,took Shipping. at Hourh, 
on the 16th day of December, and being offered Teſtimonials 
of his good Government from the Council, he modeſtly refu- 
ſed, ſaying, That if his Innocence would not defend bimhe would 
uſe no other Remedy than his Belief of the Reſurreion-of the 
Yead, He wascertainly a brave Man, and an excellent Go- 
vernor, and would have been ſent back with Honour, if his 
Infirmities ( whereof he died the next year ) had not pre- 
vented it. 

Sir Francis Bryan, Lord Juſtice, was choſen by the Council 
an the twenty 7th day of Decemb and ſworn at Chriſft-Church 
in Dublin onthe 29th ; but he enjoyed this Honour but a

Sir. William Brabeszon Lord - Juſtice; was elefted by-the = :

Caſhel, and-. made 
a foarey to Limirick, where Teig O Carob ſubmitted, and 
entred. into 'Covenants of paying 4 yearly, Tribute inta the 
Exchequer, and of ſerving the with: 4 certaia number 
of and Foot at his own charge, . and of renouncing his 
Pretences to the. Barony, of Ormond ; ( and afterwards the 
fame: Zerg O Caral ſurrendred to the King his Country of 
El; OC rol, containing ninety three Plow-Lands and a half; 
and the King re-granted the {ame to him, and Created him 
Baron of Eh) and by O CaroPs means, Mac Morough,O Kelly 
and'Q Mugblis were now taken into Protection, and Par- 
doned-; and by the Lord Deputy's Mediation, the Earls of 
Deſmond and Thomond ( who were wrangling about Bounds, 
and the proteQion of each ethers Tories or Out-laws) Lib. D; 
were reconciled on the.cleventh of March, and about the 
ſame time Dermond O Sullevan, a great man if the County 
of Cork, was, together with his Caſtle or dwelling-Houſe, 
accidentally blowa up by Gunpowder, and his Brother 
_ who ſacieded him , was likewiſe not long after 
killed. 

But Bulloign being reſtored to the French on the twenty. , 550; 
fifth day of April, the King was thereby enabled to ſend eight 
thouſand Pound of the Money received there, and four hun- 
dred men of that Garriſon into Irelazd ; which he did : And 
thereby the Lord Juſtice was put into a Condition of paw. 
ing Charles Mac Art Cavenagh , who was again in Rebel- ,,, 4. 
lion, and was proclaimed Traytor, and the ops ac- 
quitted himſelt ſo well in that Matter, that he killed many 4uguf. 
of Ceve-vagh's Followers, and burnt the Country. 

But the French King hearing that the Engliſh marched an 
Army into Scotland, lookt upon that Aſſault of his Ally, as 
a Breach of the Peace with him, and therefore ſent an hun- 
dred and fixty {mall Veſſels with Ammunition and Corn, to 
aſſiſt the Scots ; it hapned that ſixteen of them were ſhip.

lazd, to obviate any Deſigns the French might have agaiaſt 
his Deminions, ſet forth a' Fleet of twenty Ships and Pin- 
naces, under the Lord Cobham, which guarded two Harbors, 
on the South , and one in the North toward Scotland.

But before Proclamations were iſſued out, Sir Anthony 
Saint-Leger , upon receipt of this Order; calld an Aſſem- 
bly of the Archbiſhops and Biſhops, rogether with the 
then Clergy of Ireland, in which Aſſembly he fignified 
to them, as well his Majeſties Order aforeſaid, as alſo the 
Opinions of thoſe Biſhops and Clergy of England, who had 
adhered unto the Order, ſaying, That  -was his Majeſties 
Will and Pleaſure, conſenting unto their ſerious Conſider ations 
and Opinions, then atted and azreed on in England, as to Ec- 
clſuticat Matters, that the ſame be in Ireland ſo likewiſe cele- 
brated and performed. 

Sir Anthony Saint-Leger having ſpoken to this effeQ,George 
Dowdal, who ſucceeded George Cromer in the Primacy of Ar- 
magh, ſtood up, and ( through his Romiſh Zeal to the 
Pope ) laboured with all his power and force to oppoſe the 
Licurgy of. the Church, that it might nor be read or ſung in 
the Church ; ſaying, Then ſhall every illiterate Fellow' read 
Service ( or Mafs ) as he in thoſe Days termed the Word 
Service. 

To this Saying of the Archbiſhop's, Sir Anthony replied, 
No, your Grace « miſtaken ; for we have too many illiterate 
Prieſts among ft us already, who neither can pronounce the Latin, 
nor know what it means, no more thas the Common People that 
hear them ;, but when the People hear the Liturgy in Engliſh, 
they and the Prieſt will then underſtand what they pray for. 
| Uponthis Reply, : George Dowada! bid Sir Anthony beware 
of the Clergy's Curle. 

Sir Anthony made Anſwer, I fear no ftrange Curſe, ſo long 
as T have the Bleſſing of that Church which Thelieve to be the true 
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The Archbiſhop again ſaid;:Can therebe 4 truer Church than 
the Church of St: Peter, the Mother Church of Rome ? 

'Sir Anthony return'd this Anſwer, I thought we had all been 
of the Church of Chriſt ; for be calls all true- Believers in him, 
his Church, and himſelf the Head thereof. 

The Archbiſhop replied; And i not St. Peter's Charch: the 
Church of Chriſt ? & I 

\ Sir Anthony return'd this Anſwer, Sr. Peter was 5 Member 

of ChriſPs Church ; but the Church was not St.'Peter's, mither

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Then George Dowdal the Primate of Armagh, roſe up, and 
ſeveral of the Suffragan Biſhops under his JuriſdiQtion';. fa- 
ving only Edward Staples, then Biſhop of Meath, who tarried 
with the reſt of the Clergy, then aſſembled on the Kalends 
of March, 1550. 

Sir Anthony then took up: the Order, and held it forth to 
George Brown Archbiſhop of Dublin» ; who ( ſanding up ) 
received it ; ſaying, This Order, good Brethren, u from our 
Gracious Kjng, and from the reſt of our Brethren, the Fathers 
«nd Clergy of England, who have conſulted herein, and compe- 
red the Holy Scriptures with what they have done ; unto whom I 
ſubmit, as Jeſus did to Czlar, in all things juſt and lawful, 
making n0 queſtion why or wherefore ? as we own him aur true ana 
lawful Kjne. 

And it 7 200 that on Ezfter-Sunday, the Liturgy in the En- 
gliſh Tongue, was read in Chrift.Curch, according to the 
King's Order, and the Archbiſhop Browz Preached an excel- 
lear Sermon on theſe Words, Open mine Eyes, that I may 
ſee the Wonders of thy Lew, Pal. 119. ver. 18. But whether 
the Lord Deputy were not zealous in propagating the Refor- 
mation, or. what other Differences there were between him 
and. the Archbiſhop, I cannot find; but it is certain the 
Archbiſhop fent Complaints againſt him into Exglend, and 
thereupon, he was recalled, and | 

Sir James Crofts was made Lord Deputy by Patent, Dated

When the Lord. Deputy Landed, he was inſormed, That 
his Predeceſlor ( Saint-Leger ) was gone to Munſter , aud 
thereupon he rode direAly to Cork, and on the tweaty third 
of May he was ſworn, and received the Sword there, and one 
of the Cavenaghs or Mac Moroughs , for ſome Crime was 
there hanged. . 

The Lord Deputy, who was a zealous Proteſtant, endea- 
voured all he could, to perſwade the Primate ( Dowda/) to 
obſerve the King's Order about the Liturgy ; but he conti- 
nued obſtinate ; and therefore the King and Council of Exg- 
lend, on the twentieth day of Ofober, deprived him of the 
Title of Primate of all Ireland, and annexed it to the See of 
Dublin for ever ; whereupon Dowd! withdrew beyond the 
Seas, and Hugh Goodacre was made Archbiſhop of Armagh in 
his room, being,together with John Bale, Biſhop of Ofſory,con- 
ſecrated in Chrift-Church Dublin, by the Archbiſhop of D«6- 
liz, and the Biſhops of Kz/dare and Down, on the ſecond day 
of February, 1552. About which time the Engliſh Liturgy, 
with Orders and Rules for Eccleſiaſtical Habits and Cere- 
monies, was reprinted at Dublin by Humyhry Powed. 

But it is time to return to the Army, which, under the 
Command of the Lord Deputy, marched into V/ſer, againſt 
the Scotch Iflanders ; the Engliſh invaded the Iſle of Raghlin, 
but were forced to retreat with the Loſs of one Ship and 
ſeveral Men ; Captain Bagna/ allo was taken Priſoner, but 
he was afterwards exchanged for Surly buy Mac Dozald,who

About this time, the Name of the King at Arms, who was 
formerly called Jre/and, was changed to that of Uiſter, and 
Nicholas Narbon ( Richmond, Herald in England) was the 
firſt King at Arms by the Name of U/fer, and upon his 
Death, Bartholomew Butler {ſucceeded him June 21. 4pn0 1 552.

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But upon the Lord Deputy's Return. to.Dublin, Matthew, 
roof Dangdrron, complained to. humvagainit his Father, 
therkarl of Tyraze:; whercupon that Earl was impriſoned , 


' enraged his. other Sons to that degree;. that:they burnt 
and deſtroyed that part of the Country which belonged to

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Hoſtages in February, and returned to Ulſter : And abourthe 
ſame time ' O'Connor” made his eſcape out of the Tower of 
London, but was retaken, and again impriſoned ; but | Mat 
Cophlan being weary of wandring in the Woods, made his Sub» 
miſſion, and' was reſtored to: his Territory of Delvin :: And 
the Publick .

The Year 1552, was propitions to the Noble Family of 
the Geraldines ; for Girald, Son of the laſt Earl of Kzldere, 
whoſe miraculous Preſervation hath been already mention'd, 
was now received into Favour, and on the twenty fifth of 
April was reſtored to Minooth, and good part of his Eſtate ; 
and about two years after, in the Reign of Queen Mary, viz. 
on the thirteenth of May, 1554. he was Created Earl of 
K;ldare, and Baron of Ophaly, at Weſtminſter. 

But Donough Earl of Thomond, who had that Title con- 
firmed to him and his Heirs Males, in January laſt, had great 
Conteſts with his Unkle Denzel, who claimed the Eſtate by 
Taniſtry ;- but at length, by the Mediation of the: Lord De- 
puty, they came to an Agreement ; which is mentioned in 
-an Indenture Tripartite between the Deputy, the Earl, and 
Daniel O Bryan, Dated May 9, 1552. | | 

In the mean time, Sir Nicholas Bagnal was ſent againſt 

h Mac Morough, and they came 'to a Battel, which was 
ſo well fought on both ſides, that the Loſs as well as the Vi- 
Rory is uncertain ; But the Garriſon of Arhloan had better 
Succeſs at Cluex macnoiſe, where they robbed or deſtroyed all 
they met with, not ſparing even the Church-Books. 

The Lord Depury marched to Uſer, and repaired and 
garriſon'd the Caſtle of Belfaſt ; but.it ſeems he brought but 
2 ſmall Army, in expeQation that the Baron of Dungannon 
would joyn him with his Forces ; and indeed the Baron de- 
ſigned it, and endeavoured it ; but his Brother Shane O Neal 
ſurprized his Camp by-night, and routed his Army with a 
great Slaughter: Whereupon, the Lord Deputy returned

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to Deablin, and intended for Ezglzan;\ bur he: was ſtopped 


for a while, by Sir Hewry Kyolls, » whony the\King ſear over. 


with- Intelligence, that the Queen of 'Sevrs had ſent O-Con- 
nor's Son to Ireland, to raike new. Comimiotions ;_ but as feon 
as it was underſtood that his Neggtiation was ineffe&tal, 
the Lord Deputy proſecuted his fortfiet Reſolution, andem- 
barked at Howrh on the fourth of 'Decenwer, and purſuant ro 
the King's Letter of the ſeventh of Vovember; * a, 

Sir Thomas Cuſack, Lord Chancellor, - and Sir Gi#rald 
Ailmer ; Lord Chief Juſtice, were 'choſen* Lords Juſtices, 
ons the ſixth of December ; and lovt'after one of: the O Neats 
was impriſoned in Dubin, for Ipreading falſe News abit 
the late Lord Deputy ; but he was on the thirtieth of Decem- 
ber, enlarged on Bail. | 

In the mean time, on the twenty eighth of December, 
Hugh Mac Neal Oge of Clandeboy, made his Submiſhon to 
the Lords Juſtices ( or rather to the King) and ſwore 
Allegiance, and Agreed and Covenanted by Indenture , 
to forfeit all if he ever relapſed or apoſtatized again : 
Whereupon , the King granted to him the Abby of Carrig- 
fergus, and Liberty to keep three Secular Prieſts, as alſo 
the Caſtle of Belfaſt. | 

But Ireland was unhappy, not only by the Civil Dif 
ſemions—in-U/fer , - between the Earl of Tyrowe-and- his 
Son Shane O Neal; and by the Scarcity of Proviſions, inſo- 
much that a Kilderkin of Wheat was fold for four and twen- 
ty ſhillings, which in the following year was ſold for five 
{ſhillings ; - but alſo by the Death of Sir W:ill;am Brabazon, 
who died in July, and was one of the moft faithful men 
to the Engliſh Intereſt, that had appeared in .lrel/azd, 
from the Conquelt to that day. |

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And as to the. ſecond, wiz. The Law of the Land, it has 
no regard to any other than the King de fa#o, ir is he that is 
coly Klbg within the Statute of Edward the Third, of Trea- 
ſons, it 1s he only that by the Laws of Exzglazd can grant 
Pardons, Call and Diflolve Parliaments, and Confirm their 
AQts: In a Word, Icis heonly that can do all Atts of 'Go- 
vernment, and he is the Perſoa who can and ought to. give 
Protet#ion to the Subjefts, and conſequently is to have Alle- 
giance, from them; the King, de fa&o, can puniſh Treaſons 
committed againſt his Predeceſſor and his Rightful Succelfor 
may paniſh Treaſons done againſt him ; and the Reaſon is, 
Becauſe it is the ſame continuation of the Regal Governweat, 
and the Perſon js not regarded in Law any, longer than it ts 
cloathed with the Politick Capacity. or 

For the Relation that is between King and Subjet, Prote: 
Aion and Allegiance, is reciprocal, and the Obligation is mu- 
tual, as it is betwixt Husband and Wife ;. arid therefore 
whenſoever a King totally ceaſeth the Exerciſe of his Roy, 
al Office, he is dead in his Politick Capacity, with which 
the Relation is, and the SubjeQ. is at Liberty, ad alia wots 
cowvolands, to the Succeſlor ; - and whether this happens by 
Force or Conſent, is no more to the purpoſe, than it is whe- 
ther a Man's firſt Wife was murdered or dyed of a Fever. 

So that it is Plain, That Poſſeſſion of the Throne, by the con- 
ſent of the twoHouſes of Parliament,does give 4 Right,in refe- 
rence to the Subje,and therefore the Words, Kzag de jure,are 
but terms of Art, as Ezs Ratzonis, among the Logicians, to 
ſignifie an Imaginary Notion they had no other name-for ; 
and if this were not ſo, there could be no Peace upon Earth, 
ſince there is not a Crown in Ewope to which there are not 
ſeveral plauſible Pretenders, whoſe Claims have many warm 
and furious Abettors ; —_— it would be very difficulc 
for any man to define what Preſcription is ſufficient to give 
more-Title to a Throne than 1s gained by the quiet Poſſeſſion 
thereof. G | | 

The Caſe of Henry the Seventh hath been already menti- 
oned, wherein the Judges reſolved, That the Poſſeſſion. of 
the Crown, and ot the Regal Goverament, cleared»him of 
all Tncapacities, DefeAs and Attainders whatſoever, 

It is neceſlary to add, That the Preſervation of the Commu- 
nity is the End and Deſign of all Laws; and that the greateſt 
Solecilm that can-be in the OEconomy of a Kingdom, is. to 
{uſpend the. Goverameat, though bur for a Moment : And in 
Truth, the whole Society. would periſh by a very ſhort Iater- 
val, wherein every Man might do what ſeems good in bis own 
Eyes: It is tor this Reaſon there is no interregnum in Eng- 
land, And therefore there always isa King, ro whom the 
Gege Eogliſh 
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Engliſh Subje& owes Allegiance excluſively of all others ; 
and thatcan be no other than'the King de f4t#o, who is tthſt- 
ed by the Law with the executive Power thereof, and who 
alone doth. or can give the People aQtual Protettion: © * 
If it were needful this might be farther urged, becauſe 
every Manis repreſented in Parliament, and their AR is the 
AQ of every individual Perſon; and it is beyond controver-

Sir Henry Sydny, Lord Juſtice, was ſworn, on the ſixth 
of February, by the Queen's Command, and by virtue of a 
Commiſſion, ring date the eighteenth day of Jenary ; 
he attacked Arthur O Molloy, Chict of Fercalia, who was 
brewing new Treaſons, and favoured and cheriſhed thoſe 
that were in Rebellion : But the Lord Deputy did ſoon over- 
run his Country, and made Theobald O Melloy Governour 
thereof; and took his Son for a Hoſtage of the Father's Fide- 
lity , and then by Ceſs in the Pale the Deputy furniſhed the 
Forts of Marybargh and Philipshurgh with Victuals, and re- 
turned to Dsblin; where he had Proclamation, That no 
Corn ſhould be carried out of the Pale. 

In the mean time Shae O Neal invaded Tyrconnel, delign- 
ing to reduce it tothe former Tribute and Dependaaceit paid 
to his Houſe ; Catvagh O Donel being too wgak to relilt by 
Force, . betook himſelf to his Politicks, and made an Eſlay by 
Night on the Enemy's Camp, and it ſucceeded according tg 
his Deſire, for O Neal's Army being over-confident.of their 
Numbers, and deſpiling the Weakneſs of their Adverſaries, 
had made no preparation to reſiſt an Aſſault which they did 
not ſuſpe&t, and wanting ſuch Scouts, Out-guards and Cen- 
tinels, as Martial Diſcipline required, and as was uſual inall 
well-governed Armies, they were eaſily ſurprized and de- 
feated, and Shaxe O Neal himſelf was forced to make.uſe of 
his Heels, 

As to Eccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs, there was a Provincial Synod 
held at Dublin, \Anno 1555, which made ſome Conftituti- 
ons about the Rites and Ceremonies to be uſed in the Church, 
and afterwards the Church-Goods and Ornaments were re- 
ſtored, and particularly thoſe belonging to the Churches of 
Dublin and Drogheda; and although many Gleabs continued 
Lay-Fees during all the Reign of Queen Mary; yet at the 
Requeſt of Cardinal Poole, her Majeſty reftored the Poſſeſſi- 
ons of the Priory of Klmainham ; and Oſwal Meſſemberg was 
confirmed Prior by Patent, dated the eighth of March 1557. 
but afterwards he fled beyond Seas, and the Poſleſſions of 
that Priory ( and of that Order in Ireland) were by A& of 
Parlizyment annexed to the Crown in Queen El;zaberh's Reign. 

There was alſo a Provincial Synod held at Drogheds this 
Year by Archbiſhop Dowda/, and therein Leave was given 
to Hushandmen to work certain Days in Harvelt. |

The Lord Juſtice having on the twenty fifth Day of 4pri/ 
received the Submiſſion of O Rezly and his Fealty or Qath of 
Allegiance, did on the twenty ſeventh ſurrender the Sword 


ro 

. Thomas Earl of Suſſex, Lord Deputy, whq brought. over 
with him five hundred Soldiers, . and an Order to coyne Braſs: 
Money, and to make it currant by Proclamation ; which he 
did. On the fourteenth of June he began his March to 2fan- 
fer againſt Daniel O Brian; he came to Limerick and advan- 
ced forwards into Thomond, he ſcattered the Rebels, and took 
the Caſtles of Bunratty and Clare, and then reſtored the Coun- 
try to the Earl of Thomond, who, together with the Free- 
holders of that Country did on Swzdey the tenth day of July 
ſwear on the Sacrament, and by all the Relicks of the Church, 
as Book, Bell and Candelight { they are the very Words of 
the Herald's Certificate) to continue Loyal to the Queen, 
and to perform their Agreements with the Lard Deputy, 

On'the twenty firſt of June the Earl of Deſmond made his 
Submiſſion to the Deputy at Limerick ; and on the twenty 
ſixth the Lord Deputy was God-father to the Earl's Son, 
whom he named James Suſſex, and gave the Child a Chain 
of Gold, and gave another Chain and Pair of gilt Spurs to 
Dermond Mac Carthy of Mwkry ; whom he alſo knighted. 

The Lord Deputy cauſed a Soldier to be nailed to a Poſt 
for drawing his Sword in the Camp, contrary to Proclama- 
tion, and then marched to Ga/msy, where he was well re- 
ceived, eſpecially by the Archbiſhop of Tzam and the Biſhops 
of Clonfert and Clonmacneiſe, who with the Clergy met him 
1n Proceſſion. | 

On the fifteenth day of September the Lord Deputy ſhipped 
his Army at Dalky, and failed to Reghlire; and though he 
loſt one Ship in the Storm, yet he purſued his Deſign and took 
the Iſland, and placed a Colony and a ſmall Garriſon in it.; 
and thence he invaded and waſted Cantire in Scotland. Nor 
did the Iſlands of Aran and Comber eſcape the like Deſalation ; 
and he intended as much againſt the Iſland of 7/s, but he 
was by ill Weather forced to put in at Cerigfergw ; and fo 
having burnt many Villages, which were polleſt by the Scots 
in V/ſter, he returned to Dublin on the eighth day of Ne 
vember. 

Sir Henry Sydny was ſworn Lord Juſtice on the eighteenth 
of September, by virtue of a Patent, dated at Richmond the 
fourth-of Auguſt, and now when the Earl of Suſſex return'd, 
he was {worn anew on the tenth of November, and had # 
new Patent, bearing date the ſeventeenth day of Avgeſt,15 58.

you will do as Tao ; Burk replied, He had too much of Rebells- 
on already, and had ſworn the contrary, and therefore would have 
his Horſes Fitz Morris thought it diſhonourable to part with 
what he had gotten, and fo to Skirmiſh they go, which was 
brisk enough, and ended in the {laughter of both of them. 
Fitz Morris was quartered at Xzlmallock, and Sir Willians 
Bark was afterwards made Baron of Caſtleconnel, with Joy 
whereof he died. | 

Upon notice that James Fitz Mairice, and the Spaniards 
were arrived; the Lord Deputy with the Army ( which was 
but. four hundred Foot, and two hundred Horſe) marched 
to Munfer, accompanied by the Marſhal Bggne!, Malby, Wing- 
feild, Waterhouſe, Fitton, Maſterſon, and"Others of that ſort, 
and by the Lords of Kz/dare, Moungarret, Upper,Offory, and 
Daunboyn, who brought two hundred Horſe of-<their--own, 
beſides Kern ; when they came to X{mullock, the-Deputy ſent 
Meſſengers for the Earl of Deſmond, and ſome others whom 
he ſuſpe&ed. | Mey. 

Deſmond after much lingring, and many vain excuſes, came 
tothe Camp well attended ; but ſome of his tricks being di. 
covered, he was committed to Priſon, and thereupon being fear- 
ful left all his ſecret Treaſons and Combinations might be unra- 
velled, he ſo paſfionately humbled himſelf ro the Deputy, that 
upon the renewal of his oath of Allegiance he was ſet at Liberty. 

In the mean time, his Brother. Sir John Deſmond was at 
the head of the Rebels, and encamped near S/ezveloghey ; but 
the —_ quickly feaſed them thence, and having divided 
ys ſmall Army into three Parts ; he purſued the Iriſh ſo cloſe, 
that he often lay in the place where they- had lain the night 
before ; nevertheleſs, he could never overtake theſe light- foot- 
ed Enemies, and therefore having deftroyed the Forage, he 
returned to Kz/mallock, and Encamped at Gibbings-Town, and 
continued nine Weeks, marching up and down thereabouts, 
with very great toil, but to no great purpole, | 
' Only the Captains, Herbert and Price, being detached with 
two hundred:Men, did fome Execution on the Rebels at a place 
called the Blackwood : But in their return homeward, they were 
furprized by an Ambuſh of Sir Joby Deſmond's, and them- 
ſelves, and moſt of their Company. ſlain, without any great 
dammagpe tothe Iriſh, ſaving that their Commander, Sir Joh 
Deſmond was wounded in the Noſe. 
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But the Army being recruited by the arrival of the 
Captains, Bozrchier, Carew and Dowdall, with fix hundred 
Men to Waterford, and of Sir Fohn Perrot with fix Ships to 
Cork,” the Deputy made another incurſion into Connilo, but 
could not-meet with the Rebels, and ſo finding himſelf Sick, 
he left the Army with Sir Nicholas Malby, and retired to Wa- 
rerford,” and having Knighted Bourchier, Stanly, Carew, More, 
Pelham, Gorge Perrot, and Walſh, he died the laſt day of 
September, 1579. Bn. | 
-- The Earl of Deſmond continued his Profeſſion of Loyalty, 
and pretended to aQ ſeparately, but would not by any means 
venture himſelf in the Camp, or iq any walled Town, however 
he ſent his only Son to be a hoſtage of his fidelity,and theCoun- 
teſs brought the Child to the Dey a little before his Death. 

During the Interval between the Deputies ſickneſs, and the 
Ele&tion of a new one, the Marſhal Mal/by managed the 
Army, which conſiſted of nine hundred Foot, and an hugn- 
dred and fifty Honſg, whereof he left fifty Horſe, and three 
hundred Foot with Captain Bozrchier at K;llmallock, and 
marched with the reſt ro refreſh them at Limerick. 

After they had a little Reſt, the Marſhal made an incurfi- 
on into Conmtlo, and at Monafter News, about nine Miles from 
Limerick, he met with Sir John of Deſmond, and two Thou- 
ſand Rebels, and it came to a Battle, wherein the Iriſh be- 
haved themſelves valiantly, and with great reſolution recei- 
ved the firſt and ſecond Charge ; however they could not 
forget the known Maxim of ſome Men, That if the Enemy 
wont run, they will, and therefore at the third Charge their Sto- 
machs cartie down, and their General, Sir Johz, was as nim- 

ble as any of them to ſhelter himſelf in a Bog ; however he 
left two hundred and fixty of his Myrmidons behind him, 
who were killed upon the Spot, and amongſt them the fa- 
mous Legat, DoQtor Aller. 

The Earl of Deſmond and the Lord of Kerry, from a lictly 
Hill, hard by, were the Melancholy SpeCtators of this Battle ; 
and although Deſmond did the next day ſend a Meſlenger to 
Malby to congratulate his Victory, and had put in his Son 
as a pledge for his Loyalty, and although the Lord of Kerry's 
Son Patrick, was a ſworn Officer to the Queen in England, 
and was now come over by her Majeſties Leave, only to ſee 
his Father, and alchough all of them are of the noble Fami- 
ly of Fitz Girald, and conſequently of Engliſh Extraftioa ; 
yet they were ſo bigotted with fenſleſs Superſtition, that the 
Iriſh Prieſts (who are the moſt ignorant Clerks in the World 
could lead theſe Noblemen by the Noſe into the greareſt Fol- 
ly, Ingrattude, and Diſloyalty that ever was known, fo that 
hencetorward we muſt expeCt to find theſe Engliſh Lords ia 
| open 
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open Rebellioa with the Iriſh againſt the Crown of Exg- 
land. 

' The vitorious Malby encamped that night by the Abby of 
Monaſtery Nevs, and after two or three days removed to Ra- 
tele, and encamped there ; a Party of the Earl of Deſmona's 
came confidently within a Mile of the Camp, but were well 
beaten for rheir pains, .and ſome that were taken Priſoners, 
diſcovered many of Deſmond's Deſigns, and that he had been 
in the Fjeld ever ſince the Battel of Mongfter Neva ; but they 
needed not tobe ſo nice in their Examinations , for that ve- 
ry Night put the Matter out of doubtr,. and Deſmond and his 
Brother did petſonally aſſault. the Engliſh Camp, but came 
off ( as they uſed todo) with Lols and Diſgrace ; however, 
the Marſhal thought it neceſſary to remove to Asteaton, hav- 
ing firſt ſetled a Garriſon at Rakee!, and, he performed what 
he deſigned, although the Enemy did frequently skirmiſh 
with him in his March; and then having notice of the De- 
pity's Death, he placed Sir Wi/l;am Stanly and Captain Ca- 
= at Adare, and ſent the reſt of the Azmy to other Garri- 
ons. | 

Hereupon,” the Rebels inſulted at a great Rate, bragging, 
that they would take all the Garriſons ; and Sir Jobs of Deſ- 
mond,with four hnndred Foot and fifty Horſe,aually befieg'd 
Aazre;lo that 'the Garriſon durſt not peep abroad till their vi- 
Ctuals failed chem;and then Neceſſity whetted their Courage, 
and made their Swords as ſharp as their Stomachs ; ſo thar 
Sir Fohn was forced to retire. The Engliſh had but one ſmall 
Cot, which would hold about eight Men, and by help of it, 
an hundred and twenty Men of the Garriſon of Adere were 
wafted over the River, into the Knight of the Glizns Coun- 
try, and being unexpected there, they did great Execution ; 
bur they ſtaid ſo long, that the Knight of the Gliz and Sir 

John Deſmond had got together thirry Horſe, and four hun- 
dred Foot, ſome Iriſh, and fone Spaniards, and overtook 
them, and entertain'd a brisk Skirmiſh for about eight hours; 
nevertheleſs che Engliſh made good their Retreat, without 
any conſiderable Loſs, and killed abour fifty of the Enemy. 

Sir William P«lham,Lord Juſtice, was choſen by the Coun- ©#3579- 
cil, and ſworn in Chriſt-Church, Dublin, on the eleventh of 
Ofober, and immediately he Knighted the Lord Chaancelor 
Gerard, and youg Edward Fitton. 

After Dinner, the Council fate, and direQted Letters toall cont. £14. 
the conſiderable Iriſhmen, ta confirm them 1n their Loyalty ; 23s: 
particularly, ro Pheazh Mac Hugh, Sir Hugh O Reily, Sir Hugh 
Macguire, Turlogh Lynogh, &c. and they allo appointed the 
Earl of Ormond to be Governor of Muznfer, and Sir Warham 
Saint-Leger, ro be Provoſt Marſhal thereof, and ordered De/- 
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_— Son to be conveyed to the Caſtle of Dublin, to be ſafe- 
y kept. 

The Lord Juſtice having diſpatched the Chancellor to Exg- 
land, to inform her Majelly how Matters ſtood in Ireland ; 
and having committed the Care of the North-Borders to the 
Earl of Kz/dzre, marched into any ak , taking with him 
the three Bands lately brought from Berwick, by the Captains 
Walter, Caſe and Pikeman ; he came to Kzlkenny, the nine- 
teenth of OfFober, and kept Seffions two Days, and fate in 
Perſon, - infomuch that Edmond Mac Neztl, and other notable 
S__ were then executed ; and he alſo reconciled the 
Earl of Ormond and the Lord of Upper Oſſory. 

At Caſhel the Earl of Ormond came to him with two hun. 
dred and thirty Men, and hence his Excellency ſent Letters 
to the Earl of Deſmond to repair to him, that he might re- 
concile him and Sir Nicholas Malby; thence he went to Lime- 
rick, where he was well received, and the Mayor Preſented 
him with a thouſand Armed Citizens ; here allo he was met 
by Malby and the Army ; and the next day he went fo a Vil- 
lage called Fannings, where he gave Orders for a General 
Hoſting or Riſing out; and thither came the Counteſs of 
Deſmond, with Letters from her Husband. - 

Hereupon the Earl of Ormond was ſent to expoſtulate with 
Deſmond, upon ſundry Articles ; whereto he returned a tri- 
fling Anſwer, on the hs thirtieth of Offober, complaining of 
old Injuries, &c. Wherefore other Letters were ſent from 
Crome, where the Lord Juſtice then was; but to no pur- 
poſe ; for though Deſmond proteſted Loyalty, yet he would 
not come to the Camp ; nay he was known to a& rebelli- 
ouſly, even while he was writing his Proteſtation ; for the 
Lord Juſtice being removed to Rakeal, was allarm'd by ſome 
Rebels ; whereof four being killed, one was found he Def- 
»ond's Butler, and himſelt was not far off; wherefore he 
was Proclaimed Traytor in the-Camp, the ſecond day of No- 
vember 1579. unleſs he ſhould ſurrender himſelf in twenty 
days ; and immediately the Army proceeded to deſtroy his 
Country with Fire and Sword. Andit muſt not be omitted, 
that the Lords of Gormanſtown and Delvin (who were of the 
Council, and attended the Lord Juſtice in this Expedition ) 
were ſo tainted and corrupted with Popery, that they refu- 
ſed to ſign the Proclamation againſt Deſmond; for which, 
they were afterwards ſeverely reprimanded by a Letter from 
the Lords of the Council in England. | 

On the third of November, the Lord Juſtice removed to 
Puble O Bryan, and Muſtered the Army, and ſo leaving two 
hundred and fifty Horſe, and ejght Enſigns of Foot with the 
Earl of Ormond, he returned to Limerick. wy 
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The Earl of Deſmond thought to ' divert the Army from 
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farther proſecution in Con:logh, by making an Incurſion into _ 


Impkilly ; and being. there; at' the -requettrof 'the Seneſchal 
of {makilly, he attack'd Tough, and finding ſmall refiſtznce, 
he eaſily took, and afterwards'plundered thar Town'; where- 
upg9.che Earl of, Oxmord ſent Caprain' White and a Company 
of. Saldiers in a Ship from Waterford, and they valiantly en- 
tred;into the Town by the Water-gate ; bur being over-pow- 
ered by the numerous Forces of the SeneſchaPs, White and 
moſt .of,his Men; were ſlain, and the reft with great'difficul-

Deſmond attacked it, the Mayor delivered it up almoſt with» 
out Blows ; and therefore, to appeaſe the Queen {who was

Mayor was deſervedly executed before his own Door ; and 
it is obſervable, that Towghal was wholly deſerted ; ſo that

In the mean time,Ormond made great Preparations toreco» 
ver. the Caſtle of Sangically from the Spanzards, from whom he 
expeCted ſtout and obſtinate Reſiſtance ; but on the contrary, 
they deſerted the Caſtle upon view of the' Army , and fled 
over the Water,but were fo hotly purſued,that moſt of them

Ormond's Head Quarters were at Adare, and it being uſual 
for the Soldiers to range abroad for Forage or Plunder, Deſ- 
mond placed an Ambuſh ſo luckily, that it once intercepted 
them; but being ſtout, and well diſciplin'd Men, they made 
good their Retreat without any Diſadvantage. 

In the mean time, the Lord Juſtice ( whom we left at 
Limerick) marched into Thomond, where theEarl, and. his 
Son, and two Servants, very ill mounted, met his —__—

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and waited on him to Galway ; and there 'the Lord Juſtice 
confirm'd the Priviledges of that Town, and thence march- 
ed through Athenyy, Balliniflow and Athlone, £0. Dublin, 'and 
there he found William Norris, and an hundred and. fifty

Oa the Eleventh' of February a Commiſſion of Martial 
Law was ſent to Sir Warham Saint-Leger, and then the Lord 
Jaſtice, having ſtayed three Weeks at Waterford, temoved to 
Clanmel,where Ormozd met him again, and thence he march- 
ed ro Limerick, and had his Baggage carried a great part of 
the way on Mens Shoulders, tor want of Carriage-Horſes, 
or becauſe of the badneſs of the Way, or both ; at Limerick 
the Chancellor of that Dioceſs, was found guilty of Treaſon, 
for correſponding with Deſmond , but he made Shifr to ger 
a Pardon, wiiilſt the Biſhop of Limerick ( who was ſhrewd- 
ly ſuſpeAed ) was confined to his Houſe. .

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On the thirteenth of May, Pope Gregory the thirteenth 
granted to all the Iriſh that would tight againſt the Queen, the 
lame plenary Pardon and remiffion of all their Sins, as to 
thoſe that are engaged in the Holy War agaiaſt the Turk. 

On the ſeventeenth of May, a feparate Commiſſion of Mars- 
tial Law was granted granted tothe Lord Rooh, and Sir Cor- 
mack Mac Teig of Muskry, with Power to give ProteQtion for 
tiftecen days to any other thanthe principal Rebels. 

On the fourteenth day of Juze the Lord Juſtice invatied 
and deſtroyed Clanewliff, and thence marched through Sleve- 
logher to Kerry, and on the fifteenth took a Prey of two 
Thoufand Kine, and many Sheep, and miſt bur little of ſur- 
prizing the Earl of Deſmond, and Doctor Sanders, this laſt

. to maintain two thouſand Men during the War, and to give 
Pledges of Performance ; but the next day they. thought the 
Charge too heavy, and therefore were confined to their 
Chambers, till they ſent their Pledges ; ſoon after Sir Cor- 
mock Mac Teig was diſmifled with Favour, and an Order to 
the Country to affitt him in his Attempts againſt the Rebels, 
becauſe hz had promiſed to do ſome conſiderable Service, 
which he very luckily effeCted ; for James of Deſmond, on 
' the fourth of Avgsſt invaded Mzuskry, and took a Prey from 

Sir Cormock Mac Tei, then Sheriff of the County of Cork, 
whereupon his Brother Daniel! Mac Teig , aſſembled what 
Force he could get tegether to reſcue the Prey ; it was briskly 
diſputed between them, and the iſſue was, the Deſmonians 
being an Hundred and Fifty, were beaten, and moſt of them 
ſlain, and Sir Femes being taken Priſoner, was brought to 
Sir Warhams Saint Leger, and Captain Rawleigh, who cauſed 
him to be Hanged, Drawn, and Quartered at Cork. 

In Auguſt, Ormond diſlodged from Adare, and marcked to 
Buttevant, where a ſtrange kind of Sickneſs called after- 
ward in England, The gentle Correftion) ſized the whole 
_ ; it took them in the Head, and for two or three Days 
" they lay Senſeleſs, and then recovered, few or none died of it, 
though by the Violence of the Diſeaſe, it was notexpeted 
that many could recover. 

Ormond divided his ſmall Army into two Parts, and march- 
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£d with one half to Caſtle: Iſland, and the other he ſent to Tra: 


wy 10 Nevin, Whees Al met, and then dividing \ into three 
Farts, marched to D#»g/e, . and as they went, they drove the 
whole Country before them,” whereby they took a Prey of 
eight ole Cows, beſides Garrons, Sheep,. &c. and flew 
a great many People, and had ſlain more, but that Sir Wþ 
lian Winter (who was then inthe Harbour of Yertry, with 
ſome'of Her Majeſties . Ships) gave many. of them Prote-

This Winter was Vice-Admiral of Englaxd,. and came to 
cruiſe about the Coaſt, and to prevent the Spaniards Landing, 
if they ſhould come, but he had not the Patience to ſtay, or 
elſe belieyed.they would not come in the Winter,ſo he returg- 
ed home before they came. eFY 


Ia che, tnean time the; Earl of Deſmond was reduced to great : 
Extremity, . more of ;his Followers having periſhed by the 
Fa were deſtroyed by the;Sword, ſo that the Couns ; 
reſs came with Tears ,in. ber Eyes to intercede: for, her Huk-: 
band, and Sir John Deſmond, and DoQor Sanders endeavour- 
edto fly to the Lord of Balting/aſs, who was up.in- Leinſter, 
butthey werelike to be intercepted by. the Garriſon / of Xa, 
mallock, who met them and their two Servants, . and took the..

"This Lord Grey, before he' was ſworn, viz. in Auga/ſt, ha- 
ving notice that one” Firz Girald (with his Company, which

ebels, had ſecured themſelves in the faſtneſſes of Glendilogh, 
in” the County of Wicklow, atid did ;daily encreafſe both in 
mimber and miſchief, ordered a ſmart Party to attack them :

Deſmond was beyond. meaſure diſmayed at this loſs, and 
faw there was no: way to recover it, unleſs he could regain 
ſuch of his Followers: as had taken Protection of the Engliſh; 
and therefore, in ordar 4 it,, on tobe revenged of them, he 
fent ſome-of his Sepvants over the Strand ot 7raly to take a 
Prey, which they did ; but a poor Woman of the Moriartas, 
(whoſe ſmall Stock was. all. taken. away by theſe Tories) im- 
mediately repair'd to her, Brother Owen O Moriarta als Drogh- 
bearla, and made ſuch piteous Complaint, that he reſolved to 

et her her Cattle again if poflible.; wherefore he addreſſed 
Rimſeſf to the Eng/iſh Governor of Caſtlemangs (o efteCtually, 
that he obtain'd 7. Musketteers,. and x2. Kearne , and with 
them he followed the Tra&t of the Cattle; that right they 
came to the Wood of Glawnigzuky ( four Miles from Traley) 
where they reſolved to lodg ;. but. about Midnight, ſeeing a 
Fire, they drew towards it, and ſo came to a Cabbin, where 
they found an old Man. alone ſitting, by the Fire (the Ser- 
vants having ran away on their Approach.) Folly (who led: 
the Soldiers , and was bred by the Engjiſh, altho a Native 
Triſhman) ſtruck the old Man with his Sword, and almoſt 
cut off his Arm ; whereupon the old Man cried out, that he 
was Earl of Deſmend ; and Xolly would have ſpared. him, 
but finding that he bled fo faſt, that he could not live, he 
immediately cut off the Earls Head , which was ſent after- 
wards into Exgland, and placed on a Pole on Loxdonbridee, 
and for this exploit the Farmly of the Moriarta's are in diſgrace 
artiongſt the tr: to this Day ; and Mr. Su!/;van lays, the 
place where his Blood was Spilt, doth till continue red. 

Nor had John Burk better Succeſs ; for he being in Prote- 
ion, did nevertheleſs make an Attempt upon Adare, ' and 
endeavoured to Prey and Plunder the Country thereabout; but 
as he paſſed by, a Boy from the Caftle diſcharged his Gun, 
and ſhot him Dead. 

And thus ended the Rebellion of Deſmond, in the Ruin of 
Girald the fifteenth Earbof that Family, after whoſe Death the 
common People did manifeſt ſuch Defires of hving in Peace, 
that the Forces of Munſter were teduced to 200. And- not 
tong after a Commiſſion iſſued to Sir Herry Wallop, Sir *Va- 
lentine Brown, and others, to take a Survey of all tuck Lands 
as had been forfeited within the four years laſt paſt. 

And in 2/Ifter, Sir Nicholas Bagnall, Sir Lucas Dillon , and 
James Dowdall Commiſſioners of fer, on the 22d day of 
Ofober , 1583. in the preſence of the Baron of Dangaznor, 
and the Agents of 7urlogh, Lywogband O Donell, and by their 
Confent made theſe Orders between them. 1.. That the 
Truce between them ,. be continued till the 17th. of March 
next. 2. That on the 2d day of December, each, of _

That they ſtigl 
chuſe indifferent Arbitrators to etamine Witneſſes, and deter- 
mine the Differertces between thern if they can; and if not,then 
to Report the State of the Cafe to the Commiſſioners. 

And in Leinfter, things wete fo quiet, that two of the 0 
Comers determined a Controverſy, in a form of Juſtice, which 
being a matter extraordinary, ſhall be related at hrpe. 

Teig Mac Gilpatrick O Comer, wes accuſed by Conndr Mar 
Cormceck O Connor, before the Lord Deputy and Counci], for 
Killing and Murdering his Men ,. being under Protedtion ; 
Tekz anſwered, That they had firice the Protedtion, confede- 
rated with the Rebel Cahz!l O Commor, and therefore were alfo 
Rebels; and that he was ready to juſtify' his Aﬀertion b 
Combal; Connor accepted the Motion, and the Weapons whic 
were Sword and Target, being chofen by the Defendant, 'the 
next day was appointed for the Battle, ard Patrons were af- 
ſigned tocach of them to introduce them into the Liſts ; rhe 
Day being come, and the Cotitt fat, the Combatants were 
likewiſe feated or two Stools, one at each ettd of the Inner 
Court of the Caſtle of Dublin; moſt of the Military Officers 
were preſent, to render this Aﬀion the more Solemn ; and 
then the Pleadirigs being read, the Combatants were ſtript to 
their Shirts, ard ſearched by Secretary Fenton, and then cach 
of them took a corporal Oath that his Quarrel was true, and 
thar he would juſtify the fame with his Blood ; and then ar 
the Sound of the Trumpets, they began the Fight with great 
Reſolution ; but at length Conner was twice wounded in his 
Leg, and once im his Eye; and thereupon defign'd to cloſe 
with his Adverfary, but 7eige being too for him, pum- 
melFd him, rilt he loofned his Murricn, and then he ecafily 
Stunn'd him, and with Conner's own Sword cut off his 
Head, and brought it to the Lords Juſtices. 

Bat Mr. Swvan, who exclaims againſt this barbarous way $,wom, ics: 
of Trya), commits three Miſtakes in this one Story : Firft, he 
fays, That this happened in Sir John Perot's time. And

Burt to proceed, Fhe Vifcount Baling/aſs , that great In- 
vendiary of Leirffer, was fo totally diſmayed at the News of 
the Death of the Earl of Deſmond, that he alfo privately Ems 
barked for Spar, where not long afterwards he died for grief.

About this time the Earl of Ormond did good ſervice in 
Kilkenny and Tipperary, and ſlew ſeveral conſiderable Rebels, 
and near 100 others of leſſer note. 

But let us return to the Lord Deputy, whom we left at the 
Newry, where he receiv'd News, that the Lord Dunſany, who 
had a Company of Xernes in the Queens Pay, at Liſcannon, a 
Fort in the Brexny, took a Prey of 1600 Cows from Macma- 
hon, but being purſued by 140 Men, they left their Prey and 
ran away to the Fort ; in this ſmall Skirmiſh about 50 of each 
ſide were ſlain, but never a good SubjeR amongſt them. 

But much better did Sir Hevry Dockwra behave himſelf in 
©lſer, for he not only regain'd the Caſtle of Derry, which 
ſome of his 1riſh Soldiers had betray'd to the Rebels, but he 
alſo ſurpriz'd Dovegal, and tho' O Done/ beſieg'd it full thirty 
days, uſing many horrible Howlingsand Outcries, to terrifie 
the Gariſon, and altho' the Abby by accident was burnt, yet 
did the Engliſh Soldiers manfully defend it, until O Done! drew 
off to the Relief of Xing ſale, and then Sir Henry marched to 
Donegal by land, and Edward Diggs, with two Companies

the Eng/iſh, for the advantage of its ſituation,

The Duke of York was always more open and 
avowed in bis-Patronage of them from the beginning ;

FHowewgr, we live to ſee, 
as at this day, how dearly. King James hath paid for . 
that Experiment, aud for the Hopes He had, and the 
Attempts: be made, of an qual eee" in England. 
And this alſo is worthy of ſome mark, That thoſe 
*very Proteſtants in the Army of Ireland, i»ho were 
driven out-by His Command, and took Refuge in Hol- 
land, ſhould ſo ſoon return under the Prince of 
Orange, (our now Happy King) and aſſiſt in dri- 
wing Him not only ovit of England, but to take Refuge 
zn Ireland. . WIR 

Where theſe Windings and Revolutions will end, 
God Almighty only knows ; but ſince we have ſo hopeful 
a Proſpes that they may determine to the Honor of His 
Mageſty, to; the Advantage of the Engliſh Natjon, the 
Reftauration of the Iriſh Proteſtants, and the Re-eſta- 
bliſhment of Trhe Religion in that Kingdom, I ſee n»

tional Council whether they truly proceed from Him, left to His own Free- 

dom; and that there be an Oath of Union or Aſſociation ;, and that there 

be no diſtinttion of Families or Provinces, or between Old and New Iriſh 3 

and that there be a Council of Clergy and Nobility in every Province, and a 

General Council of the Kingdom; and that Embaſſies from one Provmce ſhall 

"redound to the Good of all, and eſpecially to that Province which hath moſt 
meed of ſuch Supplies as ſhall be fs by Foreigners; and ſuch Embaſſadors 

negotiate for a Neighbouring Province, according to its Exigencies ;, and 

that a faithful Inventory be made of the Burnings, Murders, and Robberies 

done by the Puritans, with Circumſtance of Time and Place, and a faithful 

ſworn Meſſenger be appointed to that purpoſe in every Pariſh , and that Pri- 
ſoners be not enlarg*d without Conſent of all the Provinces; and that Adver- 
{aries to one Town or Province, ſhall be ſo to all , aud that Peace be not made 
but by Common Conſent of the whole Kingdom, and an Oath to be taken to 

that purpoſe, and all Refuſers of that Oath to be held Enemies, and proſecu- 

ted as ſuch; and that the Clergy preſerve Peace and Unity among#t the 

Confederates ;, and that Goods recovered, be reſtored to the right Owners , 

and that all who aſſiſt or favour the Enemies, or ſtand Neuter, be Ex- 

communicated ; and that all Invaders of any Iriſhman*s Property, be Ex- 

communica:ed ;, and that thoſe Excommunicated, ſhall be excluded from Con- 

feſſion and Sacrament ;, and that Importers or Makers of Arms, Powder, &c. 
ſhall pay no Taxes ; and that in the next Congregation Embaſſadors be ap-

But the Ceſſation-being confirmed by Patent nnder the Gregt Seal, 
the Lieutenant General, purſuant to His Majeſty*s repeated Orders,was 
buſie in ſending Forces to the Kings Aſſiſtance in Eny/ang, and becauſe the 
Soldiers were penerally very unwillinz to fight agarnft their own Country 
men ; - whilſt the lfiſh Rebels would thſulr over their diſtreſſed Compa- 
nions and Relations that ſhould be left-behind, there was an#® Oath-of 

Fidelity contrived, which every one of them wete forced to take, 'and 
| ſeye- 
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ſeveral Penal Edits were publiſhed againſt thoſe who ſhould deſert or 
return, and ſo in Fanuary the Regiments of Sir Michael Ernly, Sir-Richard 
Fleetwood, Colonel Monk, Colonel Gibſon, Colonel Hprren, &c. were ſent 
from Leinſter , as Sir William pry and Cologel My» were from 
Munſter ; and though moſt of the former met with their Deſtiny at 
Nantwich, and the later at the Siege of G/cefter, yet the arrival of theſe, 
and other Forces out of Ireland, did influence the Parliament to conſent 
to the Treaty at Uxbridge, which nevertheleſs did not produce that 
happy effect which all good men deſired.

The Lord Lieutenant did immediately ſet himſelf to reform the

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But we muſt leave Jreland for a while, and adjourn to Oxford, which 
was the Theater on which the Afﬀairs of that Kingdom were for the 
preſent tranſatted 3 and therefore, the Negotiations there ſhall be 
handled together, and they happened in this manner, 

The Ceſfarion being made as hath been already related, the Con. 
federates choſe the Lord Viſcount Muskery, Sir Robert Talbot, Dermond 
mac Teig O Brian, &c. As their Agents to follicite the King in Eng- 
land about the Terms of a Peace, and the Lords Juſtices did likewiſe, 
as from the Council-Board, ſend Sic #/7/liam Stuart, Sir Gerard Lowther,, 
Sir Philip Percival, and Juſtice Donelan;, to whom Sir George Ratcliff, and 
Sir William Sambach being then at London were added ; But the Pro- 
teſtants not knowing of this laſt, or not thinking that theſe Agents 
would effeftually inſiſt upon Their Senſe of: Aﬀairs, or were prepared 
to prove their Grievances: Did on the Sixth of Oober meet at the 
Earl of K:/dare*s Houſe, and agreed upon a Petition, which they pre- 
ferred to the Lords Juſtices and Conncil, deſiring leave for their Agents 
to repair to the King, and that the Iriſh Agents might not be heard till 
the Id arrive, and that Cart might be taken to continue the preſent Par- 
liament, which by Change of one of the Lord Tufices was in Danger ef be- 
mg diſſolved; To which, on the Twelfth of O#ober they received a fa- 
yourable Anſwer, That they, the Lords Fuſt ices had taken care to ſend Pro« 
teſtant Apents to the King, to afſift in the Treaty ; and that nevertheleſs 
they wonld tranſmit a Copy of the Petitioners reque#t ta. His Majeſty, and if 
Hu Majeſty would Licenſe their Departure, they wruld not hinder it : But 
the Proteſtants knowing, that even of late time, Agents had gone to 
the King without ſuch ſpecial Licenſe from His Majeſty, they did on the 
Fourthteenth of O#ober proceed to the Choice of Four Perſons fit to be 


"employed, and prepared a Petition to the King ; and then Petitioned

der the Agents from going when they pleaſed, but could wot recommend them 
ro the King until His Majeſties Pleaſure were known, The Lord Chancellor 
Bolron took anException to the Copy of the Petition,that it was not ſign- 
ed as the Original was; which Nicety was ſoon anſwered, by tranſcrib- 
ing the Names of the Subſcribers ; but the Earl of Roſcomon, Sir Fames 
Ware, and one other who had figned the firft Petition weat facther, 
and entered the following Proteſtation concerning it.

And thus it ſtood till Famary, when His Majeſties Letter of the 
Sixth of Nevember arrived, and thereby Licenſe was granted to the 
Petitioners to ſend their Four Agents ; whereupon the Petitioners 
choſe Sir Charles Coot, and Captain William Parſons to be added to the 
Four they had pitched upon before, and preſented their Names to the 
Lord Lieutenant ; and on the Seventeenth day of Febrzary following, 
the Commons of the 1-;þ Parliament approved of what the Petitio- 
ners had done, and declared their Concurrence therewith ; where- 
upon the Petitioners moved the Lord Lieutenant and Council for a

in Ireland in the nick of this Buſineſs, quite altered their Meaſures 
and confounded their Afﬀairs: And whiether it be ſo, or not, is ſcarce 
worth our Inquiry, ſince we are ſure of theſe few Triiths , That the 
Confederates ſent no Sctors at all to"the King, nor made the Peace till it 
was too late, and did meſt perfidiouſly break ut almoſt as ſoon as it was

rel) and Collanel Wogan from Duncanzon, had formed a deſign upon 
Paſſage-Fort'; and though Ormond mnch doubted the-luccefs , yer it 


was not fie for him at that"time to diffivade the Attempt : And fo . 


Farrell rnarched out, but he was not long gone, before a Party of the 
Enemies Horſe was diſcovered ro march towards Paſſage ; whereupon 
Ormend deſired the Mayor to permit a Regiment or two of his 
Horſe, which were on the other ſide of the River, to be wafted o- 
ver, and to march through the City ; but all his Commands and 
Intreaties were in vain; although the Citizens faw the danger 
cheir Souldiers were in, and the neceffity of the propoſed Relief :

But it is time to return to the. Marqueſs of Ormond, whom we. left

Ts, (as was intimated unto Us) that we believe arifing from 
Some diſaffeted and miſunderſtanding Perſons, that ſpare not to 
give ill Charafters of Vs ; as if theſe deplorable Times, wherein 
Our Religion, King, and Country are come to the vertical Point of 
their total Ruine and Deſtruftion , it ſhould be imagined by any, 
that we behave ourſelves like ſleeping Paſtors, in no ways aw 
ting our beft- Endeavours for the Preſervation of the People, which 
ought to be more dear unto us than any worldly Thing that may be 
thought of :. Wherefore, as well for the juft Vindication of our own 
Reputation'againft ſuch undeſerved Aſperfions, as for future Teſti- 
mony of our $tcerity and Integrity, to endeavonr always the Safe- 
ty of the People ; and to manifeft to Tour Excellency, as the Kings 
Majeſty's Lieutenant, and Chief Governour of thu Kingdom, That 
Eeee no 
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no Labour or Care of ours hath been, or ſhall be wanting, to pro- 
ceed effeftually to any Propoſals you will pleaſe to make known un- 
to us, that may conduce to thoſe ends : We thought it therefore fit 
to preſent this Declaration of our real Intentions, in the Name of 
ourſelves and the rei? of our Brethren, the Archbiſhops* and Bi- 
ſhops of this Kingdom, whereby we avow, teſtify, declare, and pro- 
teff Loom GO D and the World, That fince our General Meet- 
ing at Clanmacnoile, or here, we have omitted nothing that did 
occur unto us, tending to the advancement of bis Majeſty's Interef, 
and the Good of the Kingdom generally, but have there and then 
ordered and decreed all to us appertaining, or which was in our 
power, neceſſarily conducing to the publick Conſervation of his Ma- 
jefty, and his Subjefs Intereft : And alſo do, and have endeauour- 
eto root out of Mens hearts all Fealoufies and finiſter Opinions, 
conceived either againft your Excellency, or the preſent Govern 
wen ; as by our Atts, there conceived, may appear. And aſter 
onr parting from thence, in purſuance of *vur unanimous Reſolution 
taken in that place, we have — declared to our reſpe- 
tive Flocks our happy Agreement amongf? ourſelves, and our ear- 
neft defire to labour with thew to thoſe ends; and made uſe of 
our beft perſwafions for the purchaſing of their Alacrity and chear- 
ful Concurrence tothe Advantage of that Service. So that if a- 
wy. thing was wanting of due Correſpondence, ſought by your Excel> 
lency, we conceive it cannot be attributed to any want of care or 
diligence in us. | 


And for further intimation of our hearty defires on all occaſions 
to ſerve our King and Country, we declare, That we are not yet de- 
terred for want of good Succeſs in the Aﬀairs of the Kingdom, but 
rather animated to give further Onſets, and try all other poſſible 
Ways ; Wherefore we moft humbly entreat your Excellency to give 
us ſome particular Inſtructions, aud bo fegfrive ſome Remedies 
for, and touching the Grievances preſented by us to your Excellen- 
cy, far pacifying of Diſcontented Minds, and put us in a way how 
to labour further in ſo good a Cauſe : And we do faithfully promife, 
that no Induſtry or Care ſhall be wanting in us, to receive and exe- 
cute your Conditions, Wm 


And in concluſion, We leave to all impartial judicious 'Perſons 
ſad and ſerious Confiderations, to wean” how incredible it is, that 
we ſhould fail ta oppoſe, ta the uttermo#? of our r, the fearful 
aud inceafing ha of a Rebellious and Malighant M wo wen 
our late Sovergign. King Charles ; to which Enemy alſo nothing 
Seemeth more odiqus, than the Names of Kings and Riſhops ; and 
who aims at nothipg ſo much as the Dethroning of our now Gracious 
King Charles the ; als and. the final Extirpation of our Natives, 
in caſe (as God forbid) Events aud Succefſes would fall ſuitable 
to his moſt wicked Deligns.

But notwithſtanding the ſpecious pretences and fair promiſes in 
this Declaration, they verified Crowwell's obſervation of them, That 
they prefer'd their own Intere#} before the King's ; and that their profeſſions 
in favour of Proteſtants were hypocritical. For although they deſired 
Inſtrutions ſo earneſtly, as if they meant to obſerve them, yer ha- 
ving received Inftrucion'to bring the City of Limerick to @ better tem- 
per, they did nothing effeAually in it, though they did colourably 
ſend Sir Richard Everard and DoRor Fennell to treat with that City ; 
and they carried with them Letters from the Commiſſioners of Tru#, 
to the Mayor, and from the Biſhops to the Archbiſhop of Czſhell, and 
Biſhop of Limerick ; which if ſincerely wrote, ſl not in reaſon 
fail of producing ſome effe. 

But the cauſe of luſpecting their ſincerity, did not proceed barel 
from the unſucceſsfulneſs of their Endeavours, but alſo from a dif 
covery of the diſhoneſt manner of their proceedings with the Lords 
of Ormend and Inſiquin, whilſt they were at Limerick ; for whilſt ſome 
of the Prelates leading Men of that City came to his Excellen- 
Ys under ſhew of Fri ip and Reſpe&, and informed him, That 
the Waywardneſs and Diſſatufation of the People proceeded from their 4- 
verſion to Infiquin, who bad ahways proſecuted the War again#t them with 
Rigour and Animoſity, - and bad defiled himſelf with the Blood of the Relj- 
gious at Caſhel, and of whom they could bave no Aſſurance, ſmce bis Prin- 
cipal Confidents betrayed the Towns of Munſter ; bat if bis Excellency 
would diſmiſi that Lord, and dihand bu Troops, that thew the whole Na- 
1101, as one Man, would be at bis dieſe Another party of Popiſh 
Biſhops, and other leading Men, addrefſed themſelves to I»/iquin, and 
aflured him, That they expetted no Sweceſs under the Condut# of Ormond, 
becauſe be was not of their Nation, and was ſo indulgent to Engliſh bute- 
ref and Engliſh-wex, that he little regarded them or theirs : But if bu 
Lordſhip (who was of the moft Ancient and Noble Extrafien of Ireland) 
bad the Supreme Command, then all would be well, But theſe two Lords 
compared Notes, and thereby diſcovered the bottom of the Contri- 
vance, which was to create's Quarret between them, that ſo they might 
the eaſier get rid of them both. | 

And indeed from that time forward: Ormend had fo ſmall hopes 
of the Fiſh, that he employed the Biſhop of Deryto'treat with ſome 
forreign Prince, about tranſporting 5 or 6000 Men into their Ser- 
vice at uſual Rates, and he deſigned to go with them himſelf; and 
having no means to ſupport In{iquin's Army, he did, atthe importu- 
nity of the Commiſſioners of Truft, who were as weary of the Eng- 
ling as the Engliſh were of them, disband Infiquin's Forces, except 
Collonel Builer's Regiment, which was deſigned to be ſent to Fw 
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King from Galway. And on the firſt of May, Dean Boyle '(now Lord 
Primate) was employed by Ormond and In/iquin, to treat with Crom- 
well, Upon what Terms the Proteſtants of their Party might be received into 
Protection. 

In the mean time the King, by his Letter of the 11th of March, 
from Beawvos, informs the Lord-Lieutenant , That one Rochfort, 
from Lieutenant-General Farrell, and one Daly, diſguiſed under the Name 
of Dominico de Roſario, were with his Majeſty, and repreſented Or- 
mond as backward in granting Graces and Favours to the Iriſh. But 
the King adviſes bim to perſevere, and if need be, rather to exceed in Con- 
ceſſions about Civil Matters, than in Matters of Religion; and that if there 
muft be farther Conceſſions in Religion, that ther: they ſhould be made in 
general Terms, with reference to a future Parliament, and gives him full 
power t0 do as he ſees fit ; and deſires to know, wh:tver if he fail with the 
Scots, be may conveniently come for Ireland. 

And indeed this had been the proper time for his Majeſty co have 
come thicher ; and the Margues of Ormond did invite him to do 
ſo: and 'the Queen Mother on the roth of March 1649, ſent the 
Lord Byron on purpoſe to preſs him to the Voyage, and to get the 
Scotch Commiſlioners conſent thereunto. And it ſeems the King did 
intend it, for ſome of his Goods were ſent into Ireland ; and whate- 
ver it was that hindred him, it is certain, that in his Letter of the 
15th of Ottober 1650, he lamented his misfortune in not coming to 
Ireland, when Ormond invited him. 

But to proceed, the Ulſter Army by their Capitulations had pow- 
er to chuſe their own General, and accordingly they did ele&t the 
Tigular Biſhop of Clogher ; and the Lord-Lieutenant being acquainted 
with: it, ſent him. a Commiſſion on the firſt of April ; and the ſame 
day the true Paper of Grievances, indited by the Biſhops at Cluan- 
macnoiſe, and ſigned by their Secretary, the Biſhop of Clonfert, ( al- 
ready mentioned ) was given to his Excellency : Whereupon he 
ſummoned a General Aſſembly to meet at Loghreagh on the 25th of 
April ; and then he gave them an Anſwer to thoſe Grievances, and 
imparted to them his Majeſty's Letter of the ad of Febraary, To with- 
draw bimſelf when he ſhould think fi. Whereupon on the 3oth of A- 
pril they Addreſs to him reſpettully, as Appendix 46. And the next 
day his Excellency, reſolving to rely no more on General Proteſtati- 
ons, ſends them ſmart Obſervations upon that Addreſs, as Appendix 46. 
Whereunto they make anſwer on the 2d of May, in a very dutiful 
manner, with many fair promiſes ; and actually ſent the Archbiſhop 
of Tuan, and Sir Lucas Dillon,- with prefling Letters to Limerick, to 
receive a Garriſon, and obey his Excellency's Orders. Whereupon 
Ormond was once again cajoll'd by their fair Pretences, and diſmis'd 
the , Frigat he had provided for his Tranſportation, and reſolved to 
ſtay in the Kipgdom. 7 | 

And thobgh the Anſwer theſe Agenes brought from the City of 
Limerick, was imperfect, yet it was ſuch as gave hopes to the Lord- 


Lieutenant ; ſo that he drew near the City to be ready to embrace 
the critical Opportunities of their good Humour : And accordingly 
on the 12th of. Fane he received from. the Mayor che following

Army came to Charlemont, (o that they were in the middle be- * 
tween Coor and Venables: Hereupon Cootz after ſeveral ineffectual 
experiments to get the Biſhop from his ground, or to joyn with Ver- 
ables, was neceflitated to pals the River of Logbfoil ; fo that the Bi- 
ſhop ravaged over the whole Country, and though he was mantfully 
repulſed at Lemevaddy by Major Dudly Phillips, yer he took Dungeven 
by Storm, after a gallant defence made by Lieutenant-Collonel Be- 
resford, and had Bally-caſtle pirtifully ſurrendered to him; Neverthe- 
leſs, he was ſometimes diſturbed by Major King, who had three 
Troops of Horſe, and three hundred Foot at bn«kllmg, but that was 
not ſo conſiderable as to hinder the Biſhop's reſolution of paſling over 
Clody-foard, to fall upon Sir Charles Coot's party, which he performed 
with great dexterity and courage ; but Coor, who was aware of this, 
had provided another retreat at Breagdough behind the River that

and then in that Month, the Commiſſioners declared thirty=eight In- 
- 'nocent,, and ſeyen Nocent; and in March adjudged fifty-three Inno- 
cent, and ſtyen Nocent; and in April, Voted Seventy-ſeven Innocent, 
and five Nacentz and in the remaining Months , they decided Six 
hundred and thirty Claims, to the great Lofs and DifatisfaQtion of the 
Proteſtants. - : 

In the Year '1663, Alexander Fepſon, Mr. Blood, Collonel Abbas , 
Major Warne ; and ſeveraþ vthers, had formed a Plot to ſeize on 
the Caſtle of Dublin on the 21th of May; but the Lord Licutenant 
had notice of 'it from the Earl of Orrery, and others, and fo it was 
prevented , and a Proclamation iflued againſt the Conſpirators in 
General, on the 21/t of May; and againſt Geveral of them by Name, 
on the 234 of May ; and on the ſame day, the Lord Lieutenant, and 
Council, gave an account of it to the Secretary of State , and his 
Excellency Proxogued the Iriſh Parliament. till the 21ſt of Jaly, and 
ſo from time to time, until the 26th of OFober, 1665. and then they 
Sat, and by publick Declaration, manifeſted their Abhorrence of that 
Plot. 

Hereupon, all the People, both Proteſtants and Papiſts,were diſarmed 
throughout the Kingdom, ſome few only excepted, in whom the Go- 
vernment could conhide. 

- Neverthelcfs, becauſe ſeveral Difſenters refuſed to joyn in the late 
Plot, the Lord Lieutenant on the 29th of Zune, continued the Indul- 
gence to them until Chriſtmas tollowing, 
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did, by their Letter of that date, fignifie to His Majeſty, That the Mar- 
gueſs of Antrim did oppiſe both Peaces of 46 and 48 z' and' did ſay in open 
Aſſembly, That not a Man' ſhould go out of Uifter, (when the King ex- 
peAed 10000 ont of Ireland) : And if this Letter takes place in ſo extraors 
dinaty manner,” it will infringe ' the AQ of Settlement, which is the funda- 
mental Security; 'and will binder Repriſals for ſuch as by Declaration the King 
is obliged to-provide for. ' And in April following , His Excellency went 
for England, and left his Son, the Earl of Offory, Lord Deputy. 


And about this time the Triſh taking advantage of the mad Plot of 
Fepſon,&c. mcg obo theEngtyþ with diſloyalty,and cry'd up themſelves for 
the only Loyal; Subjets x and they proceeded fo far, as to-impeach Cape. 
Knight and Lieut. Salisbury of words which amounted toTreafon in Judge 
Srockden's Opinion ; but, upon ſirict Examination of the matter, the 
Witneſſes were found to faulter, and afterwards confefled they were

In the beginning of September, the Lord Lieutenant returned to Jre- 
land : He kinded at Waterford, and brought over with him the new Bill 
of Settlement, afterwards called, The A of Explanation, 'which paſſed 

into a Statute on the 15th of December z, and ſoon after his coming over, 
he raiſed -a Proteſtant Militia in Ireland, and' diftributed 20000 Arms

"On the 1ath of Jane the Popiſh Clergy. met. in. a ſort .of Convocati- 
on, or National Synod, in Dublin, by connivance of the. Loxd-Licute- 
nant, purſuant-to His Majeſty's Order 3 and it was expeQted. from them, 
that they would. have asked Pardon forthe Rebellion in'164 1. and 
have given the King new aſſurance of their Allegiance, by taking an 
Oath to that purpoſe , framed by their own Procurator. Peter Welſh, 
and called, The Loyal Formulery, or The Iriſh Remonſtrance': But they 
were ſo far from-doing fo, that one of their Biſhops faid,, They knew no 
Crime they were gjtilty of, and therefore needed no Pardon, and they not on- 
ly refuſed to take; the aforeſaid Oath, but prevailed with , many that 
had ſubſcribed: that, Remonſirance, to withdraw their Subſcriptions, 
and to renounce that Oath. * But this matter, as it is the, greatelt De- 
monftration of. what fort df Allegiance 'the.

But the Secret of this Aﬀair was deeper than P. I. imagined; for 
the Iriſh were then ready for a Rebellion, and every day > arp an 
Invaſion from France in theit favour, and therefore were loth, to fore- 
cloſe themſelves of Affiſtance abroad, or Complices at home, by taking 
an Oath of Allegiance at that time. Ty 

And accordingly, on the 19th of Fane 1666. the Loxd-Licutenant 
wrote thus tothe Secretary of State ; There is bardly an hour in a day, 
wherein 1 bave not hot alarums of Conſpiracies ready to he executed by the Iriſh 3 
and ſuch concurrent Intelligence from ſeveral places and perſons concerning it, that 
T now really believe they are put into a diſpoſition of rebelling by ſome employed 
out of France : 1 will, according to Inftrufions, keep the Iriſh Clergy to the 
letter of the Remonſtrance, - or to a ſenſe equivalent. 

Moſt part of this Summer was ſpent in ondengthe Militia 3 and on 
the 7th of Angſt the Parliament was difſolved, having enacted as in 
the Iriſh Statute-Book, aud the Lord-Lieutenant made a progreſs into 
Munſter ; and after his return, viz. on the 27th of September, Edmond 
Riley, Titular Archbiſhop of Armagh, was by the Lord-Licutenant and 
Council ſent Priſoner into England. And at the ſame time the ſecond 
Court of Claims fate in Dwblin, and were bulic diſpoſing of Lands and 
Houſes by lot to the 4.9 Officers, and in ordering Repriſals, &c. 

And onthe 1 of Otfoberthe Lord-Licuteuant and Council conſider-

HA T the- « Remboaltraciy were not neceſſitated to take vp 
Arms for their Religion, for they were not troubled, or 
ſo much as queſtioned- abour it for a long time before the 
Rebaltion, nor for His Majelſties Prerogative ; | for there were no 
Opponents' of it in' Jreland, *except the Remonſtrants, who have 
_ the King's Prerogatives, as well as the Subjects Eſtates, 
have an Order of their general Aſſembly, ro®exclude all 
Temporal Government and Furiſdittion, but what is approved or inſtituted 
by this Aſſembly 'or the |; Japream Council ; nor for their Lives, Eiber- 
ties and Lunt becauſe they had the Protection of the Law and 
His Majeſties Government ; and 'not one Inſtance can be produced, 
tliat' a" Papiſt, quarenns a Papiſt, ever ſuffered unpuniſhed Violence

That the Lords Juſtices did endeavour to ſtop the ſpreading of 
the Rebellion, and to reduce the Rebels to Obedience by faic means, 
Viz. by their Yroclamations of 234. of Ofober, and 1ff. of November, 
- promiſing Mercy to all that ſhould deſiſt from force, by im loying 
a Committee of Parliament to treat with them ; bar they ſcornfuly 
rejefted the Meſſage, and contemptuouſly tore the Committees Letter, and 
the Order of Parliament ; and by imploying DoCtor Cale, and ſome of 
their own Clergy to treat with thew, whom they likewiſe abuſed, 
and by authorizing the Lord for, and afterwards Sir. Richard 
Barmoall, and Patrick Barmwall to perfwade them to Submiſſion, and 
. by giving Commiſſions to the Lord Gormanſtown, and other of the 
Rewonſtrants but whilſt they found Succeſs, they were deaf to all 
Perſwaſions z and now that they are baffled, ' they forge Cauſez of 
Complaint ; {o that His Majeſty is not miſinformed, nor the Retnon- 
ſtrants unjuſtly traduced,” nor miſrepreſented to the King.

But the Remonſtrants ſuggeſt that the Lords Juſtices applied them- 
ſelves to ſuch powerful Members of Parliament as oppoſed his Ma- 
jeſty ; which is like the reſt, for at that thme the King was in: Scorlavd, 
and there was no difference between his Majeſty and the Parliament, 
except in relation to the Earl of Strafford, whom the Remonſtrants moſt 
violently proſernred ; beſides, the Lords Juſtices did not ſend'to the 
Parliament at firſt, but on the 25th. of Ofober, ſent one Expreſs to the 
King, and another to the Lord Lieutenant according to his Majeſties 
former Orders; and ſeeing themſelves by the generality of the Re- 
bellion, neceflitated to invoke all Powers that'could Aſſiſt them, they 
did on the 5th, of November, and not before, write to the Privy Cour- 
ci}, and to the Speakers of both Houſes, and they ſent Duplicates of 
thoſe diſpatches to his Majeſty the very ſame day. 
And tho' it was the higheſt reaſon that could be, that the Lords-Ju- 
ſtices ſhould firſt Arm the Proteſtant Subjefts whom they might confide 
in, for the defence of their own Lives and the Government, yet they 


- did alſo iſſue Arms to ſuch Papsſts as they had any hope of, and par- 


ticularly 1700 Arms to thoſe of the Pale,ſome of which were recovered 
again, but moſt of them were perfidiouſly made uſe of zgainſt the 
Stare ; neither*were the Catholick Inhabitants of Dublin Difarm'd, 
until thoſe of the Pale had declared themſelves in Rebellion, and then 
their Alliance and Correſpondence with the others made that Afﬀtion 
neceſſary ; Arms were likewiſe ſent to Wexford, Waterford, and Trim, 

and Letters of Encooragement to thoſe places, and to' Galkway. 
The Order of Parliament to Pardon the Iriſh was publiſh'd in Print 
the 12th. of Nevember, and diſperſed into all parts of the Kin , 
h of 


Pardon of the 3oth: of Ofober met with,and the Lords Juſtices Procla- 
mation of the Firſt of Novemb-r to Pardon thoſe of the Counties of 
Lonth, Weſtmeath, Meath, and Longford, except Freehokders and 
Mtrdeters, was'drawn by Mr. Nicholas Plurket and other Members of 
Parliament, and thereupon ſome few ſubmitted, but never reſtor'd 
what they had-plunder*d from the Proteſtants,” bur ſoon after Apoſta- 
tiz'd into Rebelhon xg ain; neither did they ſhew any more reſpeCt ro 
bis MajeRies own' Proclamation under his Royal Signet ;. nor indeed had

Robbing and Spoiling the Proteſtants until the orb, deſtroying the 
Country, and threatning even Dublin it ſelf; and in order to ſtraiten 
the City, they ſent Parties to Clantarf, Finglaſs, and Samry ; at 
Clanterf they Robbed and Spoiled'two Eweliſh Barques, and threat- 
ned to Burn all the Veſlels in the Harbonr, and the owner .of the 
Town George King was in the Rebels Camp at Swords, ſo'thart it was 
of abſolute neceſſity to diſlodge them thence,and accordingly'the 15: 
of December,Sir Charles Coot did defeat the Rebets and recovered ſome 
of the plundered Goods-and burned the Village, 'and on rhe 22>. of 
December, the Rebels were likewiſe beaten from Pinglaſs and Saxtry. 

That the Lords Juſtices by their difpatch to the Parliament, did 
ſuggeſt their Fears, that the Maſſacre was deſign'd againſt the old 
Englsſb, and that therefore the old Engliſh, and even Iriſh that conti- 
nucd Loyal, ſhonld be encouraged to raife Menin defence of the King- 
dom by promiſes of. Honourable Reward ; and by their Letter of * 
2d, of December, they did lovite'the Lords of the Pale to Dublin, to 
conſult of the beſt means to ſtop: the Rebellion: So far were they 
' from putting any neceſlity upon thoſe of 'the Paſe to be Rebels them- 
ſelves ; and-what anſwer thoſe Lords gave, and what was done there- 
upon, is mentioned at large in this Hiffory.

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That Sir Fames Dilloi who gathered near Two Thouſand Men 
under pretence of carrying them to Spain, and had at his own Re- 
quelt- received Fifty Arms from the, Government for his defence , 
not only refuſed to ſuppreſs the Rebels of the County of Long ford, 


 butalſo joyned with them bimſelf, and made uſe of bis Majeſties Arms

And as to Lieutenant Colonel Read, it is true, Three Lords 2nd

On the contrary, he conſtantly gave the Lords Juſtices no- 
tice of the Quiet condition of his Province, and particular

The Leinſter Rebels invaded: the County of Waterford the begin- 
ning of December, and though when the Preſident Routed them, he 
found many of his Provincials amongſt them ; yet.he let them go, 
as ſuppoſing they came to look after their Cattle. But 'by- the end 
of that Month, - the whole Province was in open Rebellion; and yet it 
was not until Febrzary that the Lords Juſtices ſent their:poſicsve Or- 
der to proſecute thoſe wilful Rebels with Fire and Sword ; 'and in the 
latter end of February, the Preſident publiſhed. his Majeſties Procla- 
mation under his own Hand and Signet, but without effe&t, for the 
Rebels ſaid that it was Comnterfeit , and rejected it.

That all this 
might have been. preyeared in one hour by a general Maſſacre ;, ap- 
plying that .it- wes/n0 lefs dangerous to expel the Engliſh : That theſe 
Robbed and Baxiſhed men mjght-again return: with Swords in their 
hands, who by. theic bard uſage in ſpoiling might be exaſperated, 
and by the hope of recovering-their former Eſtates, wauld, be in- 
far more than ſtrapgers that were ſent azainſt them, being 
neither in their: Perſons injured nor grieved jn their Eſtates ; that 
therefore, a genera! Meſſacre: was the ſafeſt and readieſt way for free- 
iog the Kingdom of any ſuch fears,

Right Trufty, 8&c. We greet you well, 


E have ſeen and conſidered the diſpatch directed from 
\ A you and our Council there, to our Truſty and Well-be- 


loved Counſellor Sir Edward Nicholas, ons of our Privy 
Council of State, concerning the-Earl of Glamorgan's Ac- 
cuſation, and your Proceedings thereupon; and as we c not re- 


ing alſo, that the ſaid Peace could not be gained but by ſome ſuch 
Indulgence to the. Roman Catholicks-inthe--point-of-freeing-them 
from the penalties impoſed upon the exerciſe of their Religion, which 
although juſtly and duly we might grant, yet happily in a publick 
tranſ:ion, could not be without ſome ſcandal to fuch of our good 
Subjetts as might be apt to be wrought on by their Arts, who have 
continually watched all advantages to blaſt the integrity of our aCti- 


ons; "we thought fit over and above our publick powers and directions 
ro 
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to our Lieutenant to give our private inſtrutions and powers , 
to aſſure the Roman Catholicks in a leſs publick way of the ſaid ex- 
emption from the penalties,of the Law, and of ſome ſuch other Gra- 
ces 8s might withour blefffiſh to'our honour and conſcience, or preju- 
dice to ouf Proteſtant SnbjeQts be efforded* them.

And now we leave it to any reaſonable 
Perſon to judg, whether Commands have not more than indifferently 
been conferred on *'Roman Catholicks? and whether we are juſtly 
charged with the breach of this Article ( which provides not that 
no Roman Catholick once in Command ſhalk not be removed ) if 
(for the Union of an Army the Uniformity of Command in the 
general Officers, according to their degrees over the whole Army, 
and the more chearful ConjunCtion of all Parties in the Service) we 
did, by the Advice of ſome of the Commſſioners of Truſt, and of 
the principal Officers of the Army, perſwade Colonel Peirce Fitz. 
Gerrald voluntarily to reſign that place to Sir Wilkiam Vaughan, when 
at the ſame time Colonel Jobn: Barry, a Roman Catholick, was made 
Licutenant-General of the Horſe, and had Command over and be- 
fore the ſaid Sir William (that was placed in Colonel Firz-Gerrald's 
room ) who by his good Condutt and impartial Diſtribution of 
Orders, had gained the general Love and Eſteem of the Army, 
and. at Rathmines died nobly in the head of his Charge. 

We underſtand not how Major-General Parcel! comes to be in- 
ſtanced as one diſplaced. Sure we are there was no ground for it 
when this Colle&tion was made ; neither is, there yet any other than 
his voluntary declining the Execution of his place, to ſatisfy the un- 
reaſonable and unconſtant Humours of ſome that are never long 
pleaſed with any Government. As to the inſtance of the Fort of 
Dancannon, it ts not true that ever Capt. Roch was removed from 
thence, but to his dying day continued Governour there : True it 
is;thar upon receipt of certain Letters from him to vs and the Eart of 
Cafticbaven, implying that be was ready ( upon the firſt approach of 
the Rebels) #0 = up that important Fort, we commanded thither 
Colonel Edwars Wogan with a Company af Gentlemen. By which - 
means only (under God) it was preſerved ; as might be more evi- 
dent, but that we ſpare to ſay more of that deceaſed Gentleman. 
But that there was no purpoſe to remove him, is clear by this, that 
as ſoon as the Rebels had ( principally by the Courage of thoſe |
